BILLS ON SECOND READING 
Mr. Grouby, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Govern- 


ment, reported that sald Commitiee in session lad actcd on the follow- 
ing bill and ordered same returned to the House with_a favorable re- 
port, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 902. To amend Section 521 of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 so as to provide that a municipality need not advertise for bids 
from contractors, pursuant to the requirements of that section, with 
respect to construction to be performed, or labor, materials and services, 
or any of them, to be furnished, by the State of Alabama pursuant to 
contract between the said municipality and the state. 


Mr. Bassett, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legisla- 
tion No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 934. To amend Act No. 294, H. 802, of the Regular Session of 
1963 (Acts of 1963, p. 755), an act creating the Commission on Govern- 
ment and Finance of Marshall County, so as to regulate further the 
purchasing, handling, use and sale of county-owned property, the leasing, 
renting or hiring by the county of property, and the keeping of records 
relative thereto; and to prescribe penalties. 


H. 962. Relating to counties having populations of not less than 
42,000 nor more than 46,000; providing clerk-hire allowances for certain 
county officers in such counties. 


H. 947. To regulate the salary of the jailer in Randolph County, 
payable out of the general funds of the county. 


H. 948. To amend further Section 1 of Act No. 624, S. 505, approved 
July 10, 1940 (Local Acts 1939, p. 363), an Act relating to an additional 
deputy sheriff for Randolph County, so as to regulate further the salary 
of such deputy sheriff. 


S. 26. To require railroads to install and maintain flashing electric 
signals, bells, or other similar warning devices at every intersection of 
their tracks with a federal or state highway or with a county road 
where there is a grade crossing in Conecuh County, which in the opinion 
of the board of revenue or other county governing body is dangerous, 
wher directed to do so by the county governing body; and to prescribe 
penalties. 


H. 909. To amend Act No. 496, H. 930, Regular Session 1953 (Acts 
1953, p. 624) which prescribes the salaries of certain officers of Chambers 
County and provides for their assistants and the office space and equip- 
ment necessary for the conduct of their offices. 


H. 921. To apply in all counties having populations of not less than 
31,000 nor more than 32,000; authorizing nighttime hunting of raccoons 
with rifle or shotgun; repealing conflicting laws. 


H. 946. To regulate further the compensation of clerical assistants 
of certain officers of counties having populations of not less than 19,000 
nor more than 19,500. 
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H. 950. To establish for Shelby County, Alabama a Law and Equity 
Court: to define its jurisdiction and fo pebatn to provide for its officers 
and appointment, election, terms of office, power, duties and compensa- 
tion; to provide a Court Reporter for said Court, whenever needed, and to 
fix and prescribe his duties and compensation; to provide for a secretary 
for the Judge of said Court, and to prescribe her duties and compensation; 
to provide for a clerical assistant for the Deputy Solicitor of said Court 
and to prescribe her duties and compensation; to provide that said Court 
shall be open at all times for the trial of causes and the transaction of 
business; to provide the rules and procedure of said Court; to provide 
for the transfer of certain causes now or hereafter pending in the Cir- 
cuit Court, Shelby County Law and Equity Court, Probate Court and the 
Juvenile Court of Shelby County, Alabama; and to give the said Court 
juvenile and domestic relations jurisdiction; and to abolish the Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court of Shelby County, Alabama. 


H. 928. To amend the following Section of Act No. 103, H. 363, ap- 
proved June 18, 1953 (Acts of Alabama 1953, Pages 145-154) which pro- 
vides for the establishment of a City of Dothan Pension and Retirement 
System. 


H. 945. To create the office of commissioner of licenses in all coun- 
ties in Alabama having populations of not less than 57,000 nor more than 
61,000 according to the most recent federal decennial census; to pre- 
scribe the powers, duties and authority of such commissioners; to pro- 
vide for the appointment of the first commissioners and the election of 
their successors and for their terms of office; to provide for the compen- 
sation, quarters, supplies, equipment and assistants for such commis- 
sioners; to prescribe the oath of office and bond of commissioners and 
the bond of a deputy commissioner for each commissioner; to transfer to 
commissioners all the duties prescribed by the general law for judges 
of probate, tax assessors and tax collectors relative to motor vehicles 
and driver’s licenses and the assessment and collection of ad valorem 
taxes on motor vehicles, and to relieve such officers respectively, of such 
duties; to transfer at a designated future time the duties of license in- 
spectors for counties to which this Act applies to the commissioners and 
to abolish the office of license inspector for such counties; to prescribe 
fees, charges and commissions which must be charged and collected by 
commissioners for services rendered pursuant to this Act, to provide for 
the distribution thereof, and require certain reports relative thereto. 


H. 919. To apply only in counties having populations of not less 
than 42,000 nor more than 46,000; providing a clerk hire allowance for 
the county or deputy solicitor of such counties. 


H. 949. Relating to counties having populations of not less than 
31,500 nor more than 33,500; regulating further the insuring of certain 
public buildings in such counties, together with the equipment, furni- 
ture, fixtures, and other property in such buildings. 


H. 908, To alter, extend and rearrange the boundary lines and cor- 
porate limits of the city of LaFayette in Chambers County, Alabama, 
so as to annex certain territory to the said city. 


H. 951. To provide for a Personnel Appeals Board for Shelby County 
and prescribing the qualifications, terms, duties, and compensation of its 
members, and to provide rules relating to political activities by em- 
ployees of Shelby County. 


H. 957. To alter, rearrange and fix the boundaries of the City of 
Tuscaloosa, of the State of Alabama, so as to include within the boun- 
daries thereof the Northwest Quarter of the Northwest Quarter of Sec- 
tion 16, Township 21, South, Range 9 West. 
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H. 958. To fix the Salaries of Deputy Circuit Solicitor No. 1, and 
Deputy Circuit Solicitor No. 2, of the Sixth Judicial Circuit of Alabama. 


H. 876. To fix the salary or compensation of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, the Tax Collector of Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, and the Tax Assessor of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. 


H. $23. To create an inferior court for Franklin County in lieu of 
the county court, defining its jurisdiction, providing for its officers and 
prescribing their powers and duties, and abolishing the county court. 


H. 944. Relating to all counties having populations of not less than 
57,000 nor more than 61,000 according to the most recent federal decen- 
nial census; requiring the county governing body to provide for the 
microfilming of records required to be recorded in the office of the judge 
of probate, the register, and circuit clerk. 


H. 903. To provide an expense allowance for each circuit judge of 
all judicial circuits, composed of only one county, which has a population 
of not less than 48,020 nor more than 49,750 according to the most recent 
federal decennial census, when the circuit judge is ex officio judge of the 
juvenile court; and to provide for the payment of such expense allow- 
ance out of the general fund of the county. 


H. 966. Relating to counties having a population of not less than 
25,800 nor more than 26,700 according to the most recent federal decen- 
nial census; to provide further for the selection of textbooks and in- 
structional materials for use in the public schools in such counties. 


H. 925. To amend and extend the corporate limits of the City of 
Russellville, Alabama. 


H. 926. To amend and extend the corporate limits of the Town of 
Vina, Alabama. 


H. 924. To amend and extend the corporate limits of the City of 
Russellville, Alabama. 


H. 952. To create the Shelby Courty Planning Commission; to pro- 
vide for the organization, membership, powers, personnel, jurisdiction, 
and financial and legal status of such commission; to authorize the Com- 
mission to make subdivision regulations, a master plan, and to adopt 
zoning regulations for the development of Shelby County; to provide 
for an election in each beat prior to the application of such authority of 
the Commission in each beat; to grant the Commission power to zone 
certain areas within the county and provide a procedure for the amend- 
ment of zoning reguiaiious; iu pronibit zoning rcgulations from heing 
retroactive; to provide remedies for the enforcement of the provisions of 
this act; and to provide excepticns to such zoning regulations and for 
appeals from the decisions of the Commission. 


H. 961. To amend further Act No. 658, H. 1030, approved November 
21, 1959, an act providing for a privilege license or excise tax in Madi- 
son County on the sale, distribution, storage, use, or other consumption 
in the county of cigarettes. 


H. 933. To amend further Act No. 476, H. 627, Regular Session 
1955, (Acts 1955, v. II, p. 1084), an act creating the office of Deputy 
Circuit Solicitor in the Twenty-third Judicial Circuit and providing for 
the appointment, duties and compensation of such officer. 


H. 932. To change the method of compensating certain officers of 
Madison County; placing such officers on a salary basis; providing for 
their assistants and the office equipment, supplies, services, and material 
necessary for conducting the business of their respective offices.

H. 915. To amend Sections 10(10), 10(11), 10(13), Title 45, Chapter 
1B, Code of Alabama. 


_ This bill excludes all state agencies from the operation of any com- 
petitive bid statute or law when purchasing articles made or produced 
by the State Department of Corrections. Will not affect present state 
revenue. 


H. 916. To amend Section 31 of Title 23, Code of Alabama 1940. 


This bill enables the State Department of Corrections to negotiate 
with the State Highway Department of convict labor on highways. Will 
not affect the present revenue status. 


H. 917. To amend Act No. 202 of the 1953 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama. 


This bill fixes the compensation of the Deputy Commissioners of 
Corrections and will cost the General Fund $1,000.00 per year. 


H. 588. To redivide the State into judicial circuits so as to create 
the Thirty-fifth Judicial Circuit, and to provide for a judge and solicitor 
of the newly created circuit. 


This bill will decrease the State General Fund approximately $27,000. 


H. 869. To provide for an additional judgeship for the Tenth Judicial 
Circuit of Alabama. 


This bill will decrease the State General Fund approximately $27,000.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Act No. 173, H. 490, Regular Session 1953, an act creating 
an inferior court in St. Clair County, so as to provide for appointment of 
a clerk or clerks for the court. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 7 of Act No. 173, H. 490, Regular Session 1953, 
en act creating an inferior court in St. Clair County (Acts 1953, v. 1, p. 
217), is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 7. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
other like governing body of St. Clair County may provide for appoint- 
ment of a clerk or clerks for the Inferior Court, and may provide for 
payment of his or their compensation out of the county treasury. If such 
a clerk be appointed, he shall take the oath of office required of circuit 
court clerks and give bond in such penal sum as the governing body of 
the county may prescribe. The premiums on such bond shall be paid from 
the general funds of the county. Provided, if such clerk or clerks be 
not appointed and provided for by the county governing body as herein 
authorized, the clerk of the circuit court of St. Clair County shall be ex- 
officio clerk of the Inferior Court of St. Clair County, and all duties per- 
formed by or required of said clerk shall be by virtue of his being clerk 
of the circuit court. However, the clerk of the circuit court before enter- 
ing upon the duties required of him as clerk of the Inferior Court, shall 
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execute an additional bond in the amount of $2,000, to be approved by the 
judge of probate of St. Clair County, and filed in the office of the judge 
of probate of said county, said bond to be conditioned in the same man- 
ner as now required of the bonds of the clerks of the circuit courts. The 
clerk of the circuit court shall not be entitled to receive any compensa- 
tion for the performance of his duties as clerk of the Inferior Court. 


“All fines, forfeitures and other money collected by the clerk for the 
State of Alabama shall be remitted monthly by the clerk to the appro- 
priate department, agency, or official of the State of Alabama now 
designated by law for the receipt of such money. All fines, forfeitures 
and other money collected by the clerk for St. Clair County shall be paid 
monthly by said clerk into the fine and forfeiture fund of St. Clair 
County. The fees accruing to the judges, sheriff, and witnesses, when 
cole shall be paid directly to those persons or officers entitled 

ereto.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
parstge and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

on any warrants issued hereunder; to provide that such warrants and the 
income therefrom shall be exempt from taxation and that such warrants 
may be used for investment of trust funds.

Section 1. Whereas John Carlon Reynolds sustained damages to 
his property, viz., an automobile, in the amount of sixty-five dollars, as 
the result of the negligence of an employee of Coffee County, on or about 
February 10, 1965, while the said county employee was acting within the 
line and scope of his employment; and whereas payment of the claim of 
the said Reynolds against Coffee County for damages is an equitable and

State Parks, pursuant to orders of the Director of Conservation; and

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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF

is hereby requested to rescind any order that he had heretofore issued 
requiring fees to be charged or collected to enter any State Park, to 
ride or walk through any such park or to picnic in such park; and in 
lieu thereof that he issue an order immediately stopping the practice 
of charging entrance or user fees for the privileges above set out.

(Acts of Alabama, 1951, page 259), entitled “An Act to provide educa- 
tional benefits to certain disabled veterans; to dependents and survivors 
of disabled veterans; and to dependents and survivors of deceased ser- 
vicemen or veterans.” 


This bill will decrease the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund approximately $90,000. 


H. 393. To amend Section 6 of Act No. 107 of the Regular Session 
of 1959, Acts of Alabama, 1959, Volume I, page 604. 


This bill does not affect state revenue. Technical change made in 
method of making appropriation. Relating to the State Board of Exam- 
iners in the Basic Sciences. 


H. 395. To make an appropriation for the support of the Council 
of State Governments. 


This bill will decrease the State General Fund in the amount of 
$16,000 annually for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1966 
and September 30, 1967. 


H. 396. To make an appropriation for the support of the Commis- 
sion on Mental IlIness of the Southern Regional Education Board. 


This bill will decrease the State General Fund in the amount of 
$8,000 annually, for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1966 
and September 30, 1967.

This bill decreases the State General Fund in the amount of $5,-

This bill will decrease the State General Fund in the amount of 
$5,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1965. 


H. 174. To amend Sections 1, 2, and 3 of Act No. 817, H. 298, ap- 
proved September 8, 1961 (Acts 1961, V. II, p. 1204), an Act providing 
supernumerary circuit court reporters for the State of Alabama. 


No estimate of revenue available. 


H. 970. To amend Section 509 sub-section 23 of Title 52 of the Code 
of Alabama of 1940 as recompiled (Pertaining to State Fire College Ad- 
visory Committee). 


This bill does not affect State Revenue. 


H. 782. To amend Section 2 of Act No. 48, H. 34, approved Novem- 
ber 1, 1950 (Acts of Alabama, 1951, p. 102) as amended, entitled “An 
Act to provide old-age and survivors insurance for certain officers and 
employees of the State and Local governments and making appropria- 
tions therefor.” 


This bill will decrease the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund 
approximately $35,000 per year. 


H. 935. To provide for the organization of a public corporation in 
the state to be known as the State Industrial Development Authority; 
to designate the officers and members of the board of directors of the 
Authority; to prescribe the powers and duties of the Authority, includ- 
ing the power to make certain state surveys incidental to industrial 
development and the power to make grants of money to counties, muni- 
cipalities, and local industrial development boards, subject to certain 
limitations, for the purposes of making certain local surveys incidental 
to industrial development and to grade and drain industrial sites and 
the means of access thereto; to provide that the Authority may issue 
and sell bonds for the purpose of making said grants of money; to pro- 
vide that such bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from 
taxation, and that such bonds may be issued to secure deposits of funds 
of the state and its political subdivisions, instrumentalities and

agencies and for investment of fiduciary funds, and shall not create an 
obligation or debt of the state; to provide that all bonds issued by the 
Authority may thereafter be "refunded by the issuance of refunding 
bonds; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and pledge of funds 
from the special tax levied by Code of Alabama of 1940, Title 51, Section 
179, as amended, to the extent necessary to pay the principal of and 
interest on bonds of the Authority, as such principal and interest ma- 
ture; to authorize the Authority to pledge such funds for the payment 
of the principal of and interest on its bonds; to provide that such prin-

Funds made available in General Fund appropria- 
tion bill.

Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, as heretofore ameided,

he deposits such garbage, refuse, rubbish, trash or debris in a receptable, 
container, or place provided by the county governing body for that pur- 
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pose. Whoever violates this section is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not more than five hundred dollars, or be sen- 
tenced to hard labor for the county for not more than six months, or 
both, in the discretion of the court. 


Section 2. The board of revenue, court of county commissioners, 
or other like county governing body of Escambia County shall maintain 
a suitable place or places for the deposit of garbage, refuse, rubbish, 
trash and debris and provide for the subsequent disposal thereof in a 
sanitary manner. It shall also provide for marking such place or places 
so that the public will be informed that garbage, refuse, rubbish, trash 
and debris may lawfully be dumped there. 


The county governing body may also place or cause to be placed 
and maintained at strategic points along the public highways and roads 
in the county suitable receptacles or containers for the deposit of gar- 
bage, refuse rubbish, trash and debris; and if such receptacles or con- 
tainers are so placed, the county governing body shall provide for the 
regular periodic removal and sanitary disposal of all garbage, refuse, 
rubbish, trash and debris deposited therein. All receptacles or containers 
placed by the county governing body along the public highways or 
roads in Escambia County shall be plainly marked or identifed as offi- 
cial trash or garbage receptacles and the governing body may, in its 
discretion erect signs notifying motorists where such receptacles or con- 
tainers have been placed.

Section 1. Meaning of Terms Used in This Act. The following 
words, terms and phrases where used in this Act shall have the following 
respective meanings, except where the context clearly indicates a 
different meaning: “this State’ means the State of Alabama; “Jackson 
County” means Jackson County in this State; “State Sales Tax statutes” 
means Act No. 100 adopted at the 1959 Second Special Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama; “State Sales Tax’? means the tax imposed by the 
State Sales Tax statutes; “State Use Tax statutes” means Article 11 of 
Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 as the said Article 
11 has been amended; “State Use Tax” means the tax imposed by the 
State Use Tax statutes; “registered sellers” means the person registered 
with the State Department of Revenue pursuant to Section 790 of Title 
51 of said Code, as heretofore amended; “month’? means a calendar 
month; “quarterly period” means the period of three months ending 
on the last day of each March, June, September, or December; “fiscal 
year” means the period commencing on October 1 of each calendar year 
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and ending on September 30 of the next succeeding calendar year. In 
addition to the foregoing definitions, all words, terms and phrases that 
are defined in the State Sales Tax statutes or in the State Use Tax 
statutes shall, where used in this Act, have the meanings respectively. 
ascribed to them in the State Sales Tax statutes or in the State Use Tax 
statutes, as the case may be, except where the context herein clearly 
indicates a different meaning. 


Section 2. Levy of License Tax Measured by Gross Sales or Gross 
Receipts. There is hereby levied in Jackson County, in addition to all 
other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, and shall be collected as 
herein provided, a privilege or license tax against the person on ac- 
count of the business activities and in the amount to be determined by 
the application of rates against gross sales, or gross receipts, as the case 
may be, as follows: 


(a) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Jackson County, in the business of selling at retail any tangible 
personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and commodities 
of every kind and character (not including, however, bonds or other 
evidence of debts or stocks), an amount equal to one per cent (1%) of 
the gross proceeds of sales of the business except where a different 
amount is expressly provided herein; provided, however, that any per- 
son engaging or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or 
jobber shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales 
of such business at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as 
to show separately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and 
when his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as a retailer, on the 
gross sales of the business; 


(b) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing, 
within Jackson County, in the business of conducting or operating places 
of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving 
picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football 
and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or under 
the asupices of any educational institution within this State, or any 
athletic association thereof, or other association whether such institution 
or association be a denominational, a state, a county, or a municipal 
institution or association or a state, county, or city school, or other 
institution, association or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, 
or any other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement or enter- 
tainment is offered to the public or place or places where an admission 
fee is charged, iticluding public bathing places, public dance halls of 
every kind and description within Jackson County, an amount equal to 
one percent (1%) of the gross receipts of any such business: 


Provided, that there are exempted from the provisions of this Sec- 
tion and from the computation of the amount of the tax imposed in this 
Section the gross receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all 
sales which are exempted under the State Sales Tax, statutes from 
computation of the amount of the State Sales Tax; and there are like- 
wise exempted the gross proceeds of sales of automotive vehicles, truck 
trailers and semi-trailers, machines and machinery used in the mining, 
quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of tangible per- 
sonal property, and the parts of such machines and machinery and the 
attachments and replacements therefor which are made or manufactured 
for use on or in the operation of such machines and machinery and are 
customarily used in the operation thereof. 


Section 3. Levy of Excise Tax on Use, Storage and Consumption of 
Tangible Personality. An excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, 
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use or other consumption in Jackson County of tangible personal prop- 
erty purchased at retail, on or after the first day of October, 1965, for 
storage, use or other consumption in Jackson County, at the rate of 
one per cent (1%) of the sales price of such property, regardless of 
whether the retailer is or is not engaged in business in Jackson County 
or in this State; provided, however, that there are exempted from the 
provisions of this Section and the tax imposed in this Section the storage, 
use or other consumption of property the storage, use or other consump- 
tion of which are exempted under the State Use Tax statutes from the 
State Use Tax; and there are likewise exempted from the storage, use 
or other consumption of any automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi- 
trailer purchased at retail, and any machine or machinery used in min- 
ing, quarrying, compounding, processing or manufacturing of tangible 
personal Property, including the parts of such machines or machinery 
and attachments and replacements therefor. Subject to the exemptions 
provided for in the preceding sentence, every person storing, using or 
otherwise consuming in Jackson County tangible personal property pur- 
chased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed by this Section, and 
the liability shall not be extinguished until the said tax has been paid 
by such person as herein provided; provided, however, that a receipt 
from a registered seller given, pursuant to Section 5 of this Act, to the 
purchaser of any property to be used, stored or consumed in Jackson 
County shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability 
for a tax to which such receipt may refer. 


Section 4. Due Dates and Payment of, and Reports Respecting, the 
Taxes herein Levied. All taxes levied in this Act shall be paid to and 
collected by the State Department of Revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. On 
or prior to the due dates of the taxes herein levied each person subject 
to said taxes shall file with the State Department of Revenue a report 
or return in such form as may be prescribed by the department, setting 
forth, with respect to all sales and business that are provided in Section 
2 hereof to be used as a measurement of the tax levied in said Section 2, 
a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such sales and the gross 
receipts of all such business and setting forth, with respect to the tax 
levied in Section 3, hereof, the total sales price of all property, the use, 
storage, or other consumption of which became subject to the tax im- 
posed by said Section 3 during the then preceding quarterly period; 
provided. however, that said reports shall include also such other items 
of information pertinent to the said taxes and the amount thereof as the 
State Department of Revenue may require. Any person subject to the 
taxes levied in Section 2 hereof may defer reporting credit sales until 
after their collection, and in the event he so defers reporting them, he 
shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit collections 
made during the month preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon 
at the time of filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the 
State Department of Revenue under this section shall be available for 
inspection by the governing body of Jackson County, or its designated 
agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Collection, Payment and Report by Registered Sellers 
of Tax Levied in Section 3 hereof. Every registered seller regularly 
and continually making sales of tangible personal property for storage, 
use or other consumption in Jackson County (which storage, use or 
other consumption is not herein exempted from the tax imposed in 
Section 3 hereof) shall at the time of making such sales or, if the storage, 
use or other consumption of such tangible personal property in Jackson 
County is not then taxable under this Act, at the time such storage, 
use or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect the tax im- 
posed by Section 2 of this Act from the purchaser, and shall give to the 
purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner and form prescribed by the 
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State Department of Revenue. On the twentieth day of the month fol- 
lowing the close of each quarterly period provided for in Section 4 
hereof, each registered seller shall file with the State Department of 
Revenue a return for the preceding quarterly period in such form as 
may be prescribed by the department, showing the total sales price of 
the tangible personal property sold by such registered seller, the storage, 
use or other consumption of which became subject to the tax imposed 
by Section 2 of this Act during the then preceding quarterly period; 
and each return shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amouni 
of the tax herein required to be collected by such registered seller dur- 
ing the period covered by the return; provided that any registered seller 
may defer collecting the tax with respect to credit sales until collection 
of the plosceds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until 
after their collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along 
with collection of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly 
report all credit collections made during the preceding quarterly period, 
and shall remit the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such 
report or return. Any person who has paid to a registered seller the 
tax with respect to the use, storage or other consumption of tangible 
personal property in Jackson County need not file a report or make any 
further payment of the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible 
personal property, the storage, use or other consumption of which is 
subject to the tax imposed by Section 3 of this Act and who has not 
paid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered seller, shall report 
and pay the tax as required by Section 4 hereof. 


Section 6. Tax to be Passed on to Purchaser, User or Consumer. 
Each person engaging or continuing within Jackson County in a busi- 
ness subject to the taxes levied in Section 2 of this Act shall add to the 
sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the per- 
son paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on account 
of said taxcs lovied in said Section 2: and every registered seller shall 
likewise add to the sales price and collect from the hearse the amount 
of any tax which such registered seller is required by Section 5 hereof 
to collect. It shall be unlawful for any peo subject to the tax levied 
in said Section 2 to fail or refuse to add to the sales price or admission 
fee and to collect from the purchaser or person paying the admission

Section 7. Enforcement and Collection of Taxes herein Levied; 

The 
taxes imposed by this Act shall constitute a debt due Jackson County 
and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all other methods pro- 
vided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, together with interest 
and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute and be secured by a 
lien upon the property of any person from whom said taxes are due or 
who is required to collect said taxes.

All provisions of the State 
Sales Tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection 
of the State Sales Tax, making of monthly reports and keeping and 
preserving records with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax,

The State 
Commissioner of Revenue and the State Department of Revenue shall 
have and exercise all of the same powers, duties and obligations with 
respect to the taxes levied in Section 2 and 3 hereof that are imposed 
on the commissioner and the department, respectively, by the State Sales 
Tax statutes and the State Use Tax statutes. All provisions of the 
State Sales Tax statutes and the State Use Tax statues that are made 
applicable in his Act to the taxes herein levied and to the administration 
of this Act are hereby incorporated herein by reference and made a 
part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. Discounts allowed Retailers and Registered Sellers. Each 
perscn subject to the license tax provided for in Section 2 hereof shall be 
allowed and may retain, out of the taxes levied by said Section 2 and 
payable by such retailer, a discount equal to two per cent (2%) thereof.

certified resolution and plat or map shall be filed by the judge of 
probate. (2) Within ten days from the date of the filing of such resolu- 
tion, the judge of probate must make and enter an order upon the min- 
utes of said court, directing and ordering an election to be held by the 
qualified electors residng within the territory prescribed, not less than 
twenty days nor more than forty days from the date of the making of 
the order. The said judge shall give notice of the holding of such elec- 
tion by publication in a newspaper published within the town of Madi- 
son, if a newspaper is published therein, and if no newspaper is published 
in such municipality, then by posting notices at three public places in 
such municipality, which notice shall state the day on which such elec~ 
tion is to be held, the voting place or places, the boundaries within which 
voters must reside to vote at the respective voting places, which must 
be within the territory proposed to be brought into the town of Madison, 
and such notice must give a description of the territory proposed to 
be annexed, and must state that a map of such territory is on file in 
the office of the judge of probate of said Madison County, open to the 
inspection of the public.

(4) Each qualified elector who has resided 
within the boundaries of the territory proposed to be brought into the 
town of Madison for three months next preceding the election, may vote 
at such election, but must vote at the voting place designated by the 
judge of probate for voters in the territory in which he resides. (5) The 
election to determine whether or not the proposed territory shall ba 
brought within such corporate limits must be conducted in all respects 
as provided by the general election laws, and under the same sanction 
and penalties, except as changed by the provisions hereof, and except 
that an official ballot need not be provided. (6) Each voter may furnish 
his own ballot with the following words written or printed thereon: 
“For annexation,” if he desires to vote in favor of annexing the territory 
to the town of Madison, or “Against annexation,” if he desires to vote 
against annexing the territory to the town of Madison. It shall not be 
necessary for the ballot to be of any particular size, form, or color. (7) 
The inspectors at the respective voting places must as soon as the polls 
are closed, ascertain and certify the results of the election, at their 
respective voting places, to the judge of probate, and deliver the same 
to the returning officer, who must at once return the same to the judge 
of probate, and the judge of probate must canvass the return as made 
by the inspectors, and if it appears that a majority of the votes cast at 
the election were “for annexation,” the judge shall make and enter an 
order on the records of the probate court adjudging and decrecing the 
corporate liimts of the town of Madison to be extended so as to em- 
brace the territory described in the resolution and designated on the plat 
or map attached to the resolution, and must cause the certified resolution 
and the map and all orders or decrees or judgments to be recorded in 
the records in his office, and from the time of the entry of such order 
such territory shall be a part of and within the corporate limits of the 
town of Madison.

the Circuit Court. The Register of the Circuit Court in Equity shall 
be Ex-Officio Register of the Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, 
Alabama, and shall have the powers and discharge the duties which shall 
devolve upon the Register of the Law and Equity Court of Chilton 
County, Alabama, and shall be subject to the same pains and penalties 
with regard to the duties of the office, and shall be entitled to the same 
fees and commissions as are now, or as may here after be allowed ta 
the Register of the Circuit Courts in Equity, and the same shall be 
collected as such fees are collected in Circuit Courts. 
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SECTION 5. That the Judge of said Law and Equity Court of 
Chilton County, Alabama, shall receive a salary of not less than 
$9,600.00 per annum payable in equal monthly installments out of the 
county oe at the end of each month, his signed receipt being 
required. 


SECTION 6. That Honorable Lawrence F. Gerald, Jr., Deputy 
Solicitor of Chiiton County, Alabama, who was elected to said office 
at the general election held in 1962, shall be the Solicitor of the Law 
and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, during the term of office 
for which he was elected at said election, and there after the duly 
elected Deputy Solicitor of Chliton County, Alabama, shall be the 
Solicitor of the said Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, 
and all solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in said Court shall be paid, 
into the county treasury of Chitlon County, Alabama, for the benefit of 
the general fund of said county, or such other fund or funds as may 
hereafter be provided. 


It shall be the duty of said Solicitor to prosecute all criminal causes 
pending in said Court, and to assist the Judge of the Court in the hand- 
ling of Juvenile cases, upon the request of the Judge or the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security and for the extra duties required of the 
Deputy Solicitor he shall be paid $100.00 per month, in addition to 
the salary now paid him and it shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue. 
and Control of Chilton County, Alabama, to pay said extra compensation 
0 the Deputy Solicitor at the end of each month, taking his receipt for 

e same. 


SECTION 7. That the said Law and Equity Court of Chilton Coun- 
ty, Alabama, shall be held at the Courthouse of Chilton County, Ala- 
bama, and that said Court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases 
and transaction of business. In the case of sickness or disqualification 
of the Judge of said Court, the law applicable to the appointment and 
service of special Judges in the Circuit Court shall apply, and said special 
Judge shall receive the same pay as the special Circuit Judges receive 
for their services, and the same to be paid out of the general funds of 


phone and other supplies necessary to enable the Judge of said Court tc 
efficiently conduct the affairs of his office. 


SECTION 8. A session of said Court for the trial of Criminal cases 
shall be held on the first Monday of each month and at such time as the 
Judge of said Court may order. A session of said Court for the trial of 
civil cases shall be held on the second Monday in January, April, July, 
and October of each year. A session of said Court for the trial of Equity 
eases shall be held on the fourth Monday in January, April, July, and 
October. The Judge of said Court may call a special session for the trial 
of any cases pending on the dockets of said Court, as is provided or may 
hereafter be provided by law for the calling of special sessions for the 
trial of causes in the Circuit Court. 


SECTION 9. Any party feeling aggrieved from the judgment of 
said Court rendered in any civil cause, may appeal from said judgment 
to the Circuit Court of Chilton Co., Alabama, by giving security for the 
costs, the same to be approved by the Clerk or the Judge of said Law 
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and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, or if the party desiring 
to appeal, wishes to supersede the judgment of said Court, then he may 
give the security for the cost, and a supersedeas bond in double the 
amount of the judgment, to be approved by the Judge or Clerk of said 
Court. All appeals from the judgments in Civil causes in said Court 
shall be taken to the Circuit Court within thirty days after the rendition 
of the judgment, and all appeals taken from said Court shall be tried 
de novo in the Circuit Court in any case appealed from said Court to 
the Circuit Court. The appellant, within ten days after the perfection 
of his appeal, and the appellee, within ten days after notice of appeal 
is served on him may have the issues of fact tried by jury in the Circuit 
Court by filing with the Circuit Court a written demand for a trial of 
said cause by a jury. 


SECTION 10. In all criminal cases of conviction in said Law and 
Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, the defendant shall have the 
right of appeal to the Circuit Court of Chilton County, on entering into 
bond, with sufficient surety, to appear at the term of the Court to 
which the appeal is taken, and from term to term until discharged; the 
bond to be in such penalty as the Judge of the said Law and Equity 
Court of Chilton County, Alabama, may prescribe, and to be approved 
by the Judge or Clerk of said Court. If the defendant does not make the 
bond required he shall remain in custody and said defendant may, within 
ten days after taking said appeal, demand in said Circuit Court a trial 
by jury, otherwise, said case shall be tried by the Court without a jury. 


SECTION 11. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of this 
State shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said Court 
and the Judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same manner as 
such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the State 
and the Judges thereof, and appeals may be taken from the orders and 
judgments of said Court while sitting as a Court of Equity to the 
Supreme Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner, and within the 
same time, as appeals are now taken from the orders and judgments of 
the Circuit Courts of the State, (except as herein provided for appeals 
to the Circuit Court). The same rules, regulations and laws applicable 
to appeals from the Circuit Court in Equity to the Supreme Court or 
Court of Appeals shall govern appeals in all Equity cases from the 
Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, unless otherwise 
provided in this Act. 


SECTION 12. That any civil and equity cases now or hereafter 
pending in the Circuit Court of Chilton County, Alabama, may be, by' 
agreement of the parties thereto, transferred from the Circuit Court 
to the Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, and any 
civil or equity cases hereinafter pending in the Law and Equity Court 
of Chilton County, Alabama, may be, by agreement of the parties there- 
to, transferred from said Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Ala- 
bama, to the Circuit Court of Chilton County, Alabama. 


SECTION 13. That the procedures, practice and rules governing the 
Circuit Courts of Alabama now, or which hereafter may be adopted, 
shall in all things apply to and govern the procedure and practice of the 
Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, except as otherwise 
provided herein. 


SECTION 14. The Sheriff of Chilton County, Alabama, shall in 
person or by a deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment 
to be approved by the Judge of said Court, be required to attend upon 
said Court in preserving order, and execute all writs of process and per- 
form such other duties in all respects as in the Circuit Court of this 
State, and each deputy required, not exceeding three, for attendance 
upon said session of said Court, shall receive the sum of $3.00 per day, 
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payable out of County treasury upon the warrant of the Judge of said 
Court, provided that such deputies shall not receive pay except for the 
time that the Court is actually in session and none of such compensation, 
to the deputies shall be shared in by the Sheriff, and no compensation 
shall be paid to those deputies of the sheriff who are paid regular 
monthly salaries by the county; and for the service by the Sheriff of the 
process of said Court, he shall receive compensation as he receives 
under the law of ihe State of Alabama or any laws enacted in the future 
by the Legislature of Alabama for the compensation of the sheriff for 
pier services in the Circuit Court, except as herein otherwise pro~ 
vided. 


SECTION 15. That if for any reason a forfeiture be taken on any 
bond on the criminal side of said Court, the Court may order the alias 
capias returnable instanter or in ten days, and unless the party or 
parties against whom the forfeiture is taken shall appear and show 
cause, when the forfeiture is returnable, why the forfeiture should be set 
aside, then the Court is hereby authorized and empowered to make 
the judgment final. 


SECTION 16. That the Judge of the Law and Equity Court of Chil- 
ton County, Alabama, shall adopt a seal for the law side of the docket 
of the Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, which shall 
be kept in the custody and control of the Clerk of the Court. 


SECTION 17. That the Judge of the Law and Equity Court of Chil- 
ton County, Alabama, shall adopt a seal for the equity side of the docket 
of the Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, which shall 
be kept in the custody and control of the Register of the Court. 


SECTION 18. When the summons, writ of attachment, summons 
and complaint in attachment, or other process, either in law or in equity, 
has been executed on the defendant, or service perfected on him, as re- 
quired by law, the defendant shall appear and plead, answer or demur 
thereto, within the time now or which hereafter may be provided by 
law, in the Circuit Courts of .Alabama. 


SECTION 19. That said Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, 
Alabama, shall have exclusive jurisdiction over children, and the Judge 
of said Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, shall be the 
Judge of the Juvenile Court; it being the intention herein to confer com- 
plete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon the Law and Equi- 
ty Court of Chilton County, Alabama, of all juvenile matters and juvenile 
jurisdiction in Chilton County, Alabama, as now provided under Title 
13, Chapter 7, Sections 350 iv 363, both inclusive of the Code of Ala- 
bama, Recompiled 1958, or as hereafter amended, and appeals in such 
eases shall be as provided by law. The Clerk of the Circuit Court is 
hereby made the Clerk of such Juvenile Court. 


SECTION 20. That this Court shall have exclusive and original 
jurisdiction of all cases arising under Title 34, Article 3, Sections 89 to 
104, both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama, Recompiled 1958, or as here- 
after amended which Article 3 is entitled ‘“Desertion and Non-Support.” 
That the trial of such cases shall be by the Court without a jury and ap- 
peals in such cases shall be as provided by law. That the Judge of the 
Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, shall be the Judge 
of the Domestic Relations Court, it being the intention to confer com- 
plete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon the Law and 
Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, of all domestic relations mat- 
ters arising under Title 34, Article 3, Section 89 to 104, both inclusive, 
of the Code of Alabama, Recompiled 1958, as amended or hereafter 
may be amended.

SECTION 21. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Chil- 
ton County, Alabama, may be instituted in the said Court by making 
an affidavit before the J udge of said Court or the Clerk, the writ on said

T.he Judge of said Court shall have power to issue 
search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo’ 
warranto, injunctions, mandamus and all other special and extraordinary 
writs, and the procedure, prctice and rules of the Circuit Courts of Ala- 
bama relating to such writs as are now, or which hereafter may be 
provided by law, except as otherwise provided in this Act, shall prevail 
in the Law and Equity Court of Chilton County, Alabama, and the 
Judge thereof shall have the same powers and authority, including 
punishment for contempt, as is or hereafter may be conferred upon the 
dudeee of the Circuit Courts of Alabama, unless otherwise provided 
in this Act. 


SECTION 23. The Judge of the Law and Equity Court of Chilton 
County, Alabama, shall have the authority and power to appoint a 
competent court reporter to attend the terms of the Court and report 
cases tried in said Court and said court reporter shall be paid out of the 
General Fund of Chilton County, Alabama, a salary of $300.00 per month 
payable at the end of each month on a certificate and order of the Judge 
of said Court. The Judge of said Court may remove the court reporter, 
at his will, without assigning any cause for his action in doing so. The 
court reporter, when not actively engaged in the work of the Court as 
court reporter, shall serve as secretary to the Judge of said Court in his 
office. In addition to the compensation herein provided, said reporter 
shall be entitled to tax and collect from the litigants or their attorneys 
for whom he or she is making a transcript of the evidence, the sum of 
twenty cents for each one hundred words of said transcript and the sum 
of five cents for each one hundred words of each carbon copy thereof 
made at the same writing, and when said transcript is made the reporter 
shall append thereto his or her certificate to the correctness of the same 
as such official reporter.

Section 1. All criminal and quasi-criiminal jurisdiction of whatever 
kind, whether final or for the purpose of binding over to await the 
action of the grand jury, is hereby withdrawn and taken away from 
justices of the peace and notaries public with powers of justices of 
the peace within the boundaries of Geneva County, Alabama.

1953, pages 766- 
777); and (4) The Circuit Solicitor serving Jefferson County, Alabama, 
the Solicitor of the Court of Juvenile and Domestic Relations of Jeffer- 
son County, Alabama, the Solicitor of the Jefferson County Criminal 
Court and any deputy or deputies appointed by said Circuit Solicitor; 
provided, however, that for pension purposes only that part of the salary 
of the said Solicitors and deputies of Solicitors paid by Jefferson County, 
Alabama, shall be considered.

The system established by the law shall be 
liable for all obligations, either accrued or contingent, of the two pen- 
sion systems established by the two Acts above mentioned. 


The law will allow an employee credit, to the extent specified in the 
next succeeding sentence, for service with the County during a period 
when the employee was not contributing to any pension system. For the 
period specified in the next foregoing sentence, the employee will re- 
ceive, for each year’s service, a benefit in the following amount, or his 
benefit based upon paid membership time in a pension system will be 
increased by the following amount: An amount equal to one-half of one 
percent (4% of 1%) of his final average salary multiplied by the number 
of years during which he was in the service of the County while not 
making contributions to any pension system of the County. 


As hereinafter used, the term “paid membership time” means a 
period during which an employee was making contributions to a 
pension system for employees and officers or for employees of Jeffer- 
son County, Alabama. The monthly benefit, based on the final average 
salary, subject to the said maximum salary limitation of $800, shall be 
in the following amount or amounts: 


(a) 134% for each year of paid membership time during which the 
maximum salary considered for pension purposes is 800, not to exceed 
20 years plus 1% for each year in excess of 20, And, 


(b) for the period from January 1, 1956, to the effective date of the 
$800 maximum, 134%, up to $400, for each year of paid membership 
time not exceeding 20 years, plus 1% for each year in excess of 20, plus

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(c) for paid membership time before January 1, 1956 134%, up to 
$300, for each year up to a total of 20, plus 1% for each year in excess 
of 20, plus 142% on that part of salary in excess of $300. 


(d) For any period of service with the County other than paid 
membership time, %% of the final average salary for each year of 
such service. 

The iaw will permit memhers to elect to receive the same credit for 
unpaid membership time as for paid membership time by paying into 
the pension fund, contributions plus interest, which they would have 
made if the $800 maximum had been in effect all along. They may make 
such payment to cover all or any part of past service in order to make 
the $800 maximum applicable to such period of service. 


The law will provide that for the purpose of making such payments, 
members may borrow from the Pension Fund, up to 50% of the amount 
they have contributed. This loan will be repayable by payroll deductions 
in equal installments over a period not to exceed thirty months. 


Under the law, ordinary disability benefits will be provided and 
determined in accordance with the same formula as retirement pensions 
are calculated under the two above mentioned Acts, and service con- 
nected disability will be provided and calculated as presently porvided 
under the two pension Acts listed above, except that the maximum salary 
on which pensions can be based will be $800.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Aiabaina: 


Section 1. If the judge of the probate court of Mobile County is in- 
competent from any legal cause, or shall be absent from sickness or 
otherwise disqualified from acting as judge, he or his chief clerk shall 
certify the fact of incompetency, absence, sickness or disqualification 
to the presiding judge of the circuit court of Mobile County, and such 
judge must, upon such certificate, appoint a disinterested person prac- 
ticing in the county, learned in the law to act as temporary judge of 
probate. Such temporary judge shall have the jurisdiction and authority, 
and discharge the duties of the judge of probate and the judgments,

Section 1. Sections I, II, and VII of Act No. 470, H. 952 of the 
Regular Session of 1939 (Local Acts 1939, p. 298), which creates and 
establishes the countywide civil service system in Mobile County, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


__ ° “Section I. DEFINITIONS. -In this Act, words used in the mascu- 
line gender include the feminine and neuter genders, and words used 
in the neuter gender include the masculine and feminine genders. The 
following words, terms, and phrases, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this Section unless 
the context plainly indicates a contrary meaning: (1) ‘Committee’ 
means the Supervisory Committee created by this Act. (2), ‘Board’ or 
‘The: Board’ means the Personnel Board created by this Act. (3) 
‘Municipality’ or ‘Such Municipality’ or ‘City’ means a duly incorporated 
town, village, or city within Mobile County. (4) ‘Director’ means the 
Personnel Director created by this Act. (5) ‘Appointing Authority,’ or 
‘Appointing Power’ means a person, officer, board, commission, or other 
body or person whose lawful jurisdiction or puwers are confined wholly 
or primarily within the territorial limits of Mobile County, or any in- 
corporated city or town therein, and who or which have the power to 
make appointments to offices or positions of employment or trust in any 
of the Classified Service as in this Act defined. (6) ‘Employe’ or ‘Ap- 
pointee’ means a person in the Classified Service herein set up and 
appointed by an Appointing Authority, unless herein specifically ex- 
cepted. (7) (a). The ‘Classified Service’ includes all offices, positions, 
and employment in Mobile County or any such city therein as these 
offices, positions and employment now exist or as they may hereafter 
exist, the holders of which are paid whether by salary, wages or fees 
in whole or in part from public funds of Mobile County or any such 
city, or the holders of which receive their compensation from any elected 
official or Appointing Authority and perform duties pertaining to the 
office of such elected official or officer, or other Appointing Power, 
except those placed in the ‘Unclassified Service’ by Section Two hereof. 
(7) (b). It is also intended that the classified service shall include all 
personnel of any public corporation, board, committee, or commission, 
appointed or created by the governing body of any such county or 
municipality, whether or not the salaries, wages or compensation of 
such officers or employes are paid directly by such county or municipal- 
ity; except any such employes which may be exceluded under the pro- 
visions of subsection (7) (c) here following; provided the appointive 
members of any such public corporation, board, committee or commission 
shall not be so included. (7) (c). The Classified Service, shall not, how- 
ever, be deemed to include any employes of any such public corporation, 
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board, committee, or commission, appointed or created by the govern- 
ing body of any such county or municipality as defined in subsection (7) 
(b) herein, where such employees are covered by a bargaining agree- 
ment with a recognized union as of January 1, 1966. (8) ‘Employment 
Register’ means records containing names of those persons who have 
successfully completed their prescribed tests, listed and ranked in order 
of their final earned average from the highest to the lowest. (9) ‘Roster’ 
means records of persons in the Clasified Service, containing information 
as to their service. (10) ‘Tests’ means written and/or orai examination 
and/or other methods established by rules and regulations of the Board 
and/or the Director as herein provided, to determine the merit, effi- 
ciency, and general fitness of applicants for positions. (11) ‘Public Hear- 
ings’ means a meeting of the Board, open to the public, whereat any 
citizen, taxpayer, or party at interest may appear and be heard subject 
to such rules and regulations as may be fixed by the Board. (12) ‘Public 
Record’ means a record which the public shall have the right to inspect 
in a reasonable manner during ordinary business hours. (13) ‘Rules’ 
means the regulations adopted by the Board for carrying out the provi- 
sions of this Act. 


“Section II. UNCLASSIFIED SERVICE: The following shall be in 
the Unclassified Service: (1) Officials elected by popular vote and, in 
case of death, resignation, or removal, their legal substitute; (2) Where 
by present law official duties of any officer mentioned in subdivision 
One of this section are or may be performed by a chief assistant ap- 
pointed by him, such chief assistant; (3) Principals, supervisors, teachers 
and instructors in the Public Schools engaged in teaching and/or super- 
vising teaching, and all employes of the Mobile County School Board; 
(4) The Personnel Director provided for by this Act; (5) Independent 
contractors receiving their remuneration from public funds under con- 
tracts awarded by competitive bidding; (6) Persons in the ‘Classified 
Service’ within the meaning of and subject to the State of Alabama merit 
system under any present or future law, and se long as any such law 
remains effective. (7) Common laborers not engaged in regular employ- 
ment. (8) Attorneys, physicians, surgeons, and dentists employed in their 
professional capacities. (9) The Judge of any Court. (10) Members of 
Board who are not employed on a full time basis and are not required 
to devote their services exclusively to such counties and cities therein. 
(11) Any person whose employment is subject to the approval of the 
United States Government or of any agency thereof. (12) Chief hospital 
administrator and interns, student technicians, and student nurses while 
undergoing training in a hospital maintained by public funds. 


“Section VII. PERSONNEL BOARD: The Personnel Board shall 
cunsist of three members designated respectively as Member Number 
One, Member Number Two, and Member Number Three, each of whom 
shall be over 21 years of age, of recognized good character and ability, 
a bonafide resident and a qualified elector of Mobile County, and shall 
not, when appointed, nor for the three years then next preceding the date 
of his appointment have held public office, nor have been a candidate 
for such. If any person actively solicits a position on such Board, the 
Committee may, for this reason, refuse to consider his appointment. The 
Board shall meet once a month on dates to be fixed by its Rules and 
regulations and as much oftener as shall be necessary for the orderly 
dispatch of its business. The members of the Board shall be selected 
for the following terms and in the following manner: The Supervisory 
Committee of the Mobile County Personnel Board shall, within thirty 
days after September 15, 1939, appoint all three members and _ shall 
appoint the successors of said Board Members within thirty days after a 
term expires or a vacancy occurs. Member Number One shall hold office 
for a term of two years beginning on September 15, 1939, and until his 
successor is appointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold office 
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for terms of six years, the first of which shall begin September 15, 1941, 
and the subsequent terms shall begin each six years thereafter. Member 
Number Two shall hold office for a term of four years beginning on 
September 15, 1939, and until his successor is appointed and has qualified. 
His successors shall hold office for terms of six years, the first of which 
shall begin September 15, 1943, and the subsequent terms shall begin 
each six years thereafter. Member Number Three shall hold office for a 
term of six years beginning on September 15, 1939, and until his succes- 
sor has been appointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold office 
for terms of six years, the first of which shall begin on September 15, 
1945, and the subsequent term shall begin each six years, thereafter. In 
the event of a vacancy on the Board accasioned by death, resignation, 
impeachment or other cause, such vacancy shall be filled by the Super- 
visory Committee of the Mobile County Personnel Board for the then 
unexpired term. Each Member shall receive twenty dollars for each 
meeting of the Board provided no Member shall receive more than 
Eighty Dollars ($80.00) compensation for services during any one month.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To define, regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, and other 
like businesses in St. Clair County; to create a barber’s commission for 
said county; to fix the powers and aduties'of said commission; and to 
provide a penalty for the violation of the provisions hereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. After this Act takes effect it shall be unlawful for any 
person, co-partnership, association or corporation to act in St. Clair 
County as a barber, operate a barber college, barber shop or other like 
business in such county or to advertise or assume to act as such without 
a license issued by the barbers’ commission of St. Clair County. No 
co-partnership, association or corporation shall be granted a license, 
unless every member or officer of said co-partnership, association or 
corporation, who actively engages in the barber business, barber college 
or like business of such co-partnership, association or corporation, shall 
hold a license as a barber as hereinafter provided for. 


Section 2. A barber, barber shop, barber college or other like 
business within the meaning of this Act is any person, firm, partnership, 
co-partnership, association or corporation, who, for a valuable con- 
sideration or hire, shaves or trims the beard; gives facial or scalp 
massages, or treats the same with oils or other preparations; singes, 
shampoos, cuts or dyes the hair of a human being, or applies hair tonic 
or other cosmetic preparations, clays, or lotions to the scalp, neck or face; 
or engages in the teaching of any person or persons in the art of barber- 
ing as in this paragraph defined. Provided, however, the provisions 
of this Act shall not apply to (1) persons engaged in the practice of 
medicine, surgery or beauty culture, (2) persons actively engaged in 
the military service of the United States Government while acting in line 
of duty, (3) registered nurses in the course of their employment as 
such, (4) persons who render any of said services to members of their 
immediate families, or other persons who receive such services without 
charge therefor. 


Section 3. There is hereby created a barbers’ commission for St. 
Clair County, State of Alabama. The governor shall appoint three 
persons, each of whom immediately prior to the date of his appointment 
has been a resident of. St. Clair County, State of Alabama, for three 
years and who has had at least five years’ experience as a barber, one 
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member to be appointed for a term of one year, one member to be 
appointed for a term of two years, and one member to be appointed for a 
term of three years. Thereafter the term of any member appointed 
and qualified to succeed the members of the barbers’ commission for St. 
Clair County first appointed shall be for three years and until their 
successors are appointed and qualified. Members to fill vacancies shall 
be selected in the manner following: The commission shall, sixty days 
vrior to the expiration of the term of any commissioner ur the chairman 
of the commission, gave notice in writing to the licensed barbers of St. 
Clair County that such vacancy will be created on the date of the ex- 
piration of the term of the commissioner whose term is about to expire; 
or if a vacancy be caused for any reason other than the expiration of the 
term the barbers’ commission for St. Clair County shall within thirty 
days after such vacanc is created give notice to the licensed barbers 
of St. Clair County of such vacancy calling upon the said barbers to 
suggest to the barbers’ commission the names of three barbers to fill 
the vacancy or vacancies thus occasioned. A ballot shall be prepared 
and enclosed in the letter notifying the barbers of the vacancy or 
vacancies thus created, the said ballot reading: “I hereby nominate for 
appointment by the governor of the State of Alabama to the barberss’ 
commission for St. Clair County, Alabama, one of the following named 
three persons: 
ballots shall be numbered and identified in such manner as to prevent 
anyone employing any ballot other than that forwarded the licensed 
barber entitled to vote and in addition to the ballot the barbers’ com- 
mission shall forward the licensed barber an envelope addressed to the 
barbers Commission for St. Clair County and properly stamped with 
postage of the United States Government. When the ballots are re- 
turned to the barbers’ commission they shall be opened on a day 
designated in the notification forwarded the duly licensed barbers of 
St. Clair County in the presence of the commissioners of the barbers’ 
commission for St. Clair County then serving. The ballots shall be 
counted, and the names of the three barbers who receive the greatest 
number of votes shall be selected as the three nominees of the barbers’ 
commission and the commission shall then certify to the governor of the 
State of Alabama the the names of the three barbers receiving the 
highest number of votes. The governor shall appoint one of the three 
persons thus nominated to fill the vacancy. If more than one vacancy 
exists at any time there shall be nominated in the manner hereinabove 
designated and certified to the governor three nominees for each such 
vacancy so that if there be one vacancy there shall be three nominees, if 
there be two vacancies there shall be six nominees, and if there be three 
vacancies there shall be nine nominees certified to the governor of Ala- 
baima, wiv shail seiect for apopintment one nominee from each group 
thus nominated. The commission immediately upon the qualification 
of the member appointed such year shall organize by selecting from its 
members a chairman, and may do all things necessary or convenient 
for carrying into effect the provisions of this act. Each member of the 
commission shall receive as full compensation for each day actually 
spent in the work of said commission the sum of six dollars per day and 
his actual and necessary expenses thereby incurred. The commission 
shall appoint and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary-treasurer and 
such assistants as may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties 
imposed by the provissions of this act: The treasurer so appointed shall 
be required to enter into a bond to be approved by the commission in 
the sum of not less than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) conditioned to 
pay any shortage or loss of funds on hand by said treasurer during his 
term of office or at the time that he is holding office. Said commission 
shall outline the duties and fix the compensation of the treasurer. The 
commission shall obtain such office space, furnishings, and other proper 
conveniences as shall be reasonably necessary for carrying out of the 
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provisions of this act, The principal office of said commission shall be 
located in the City of Ashville, provided, however, that upon the request 
of said commission, the St. Clair County Board of Revenue, or other 
like county governing body, shall furnish an office in the courthouse 
without charge. The commission shall adopt a seal with such design 
as it may prescribe, engraved thereon, by which it shall authenticate its 
proceedings. The commission shall make appropriate rules and regula- 
tions for the administration of the office of the commission and for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act. In addition, thereto, 
the commission is empowered to make reasonable inspection of the 
barbers and barber shops of St. Clair County to the end that they ob- 
serve proper methods of sanitation and sterilization in and about the 
conduct of their business. Copies of all records and papers in the office 
of the commission duly certified and authenticated by its seal shall be 
received in evidence in all courts with like effect as the original. All 
records kept in the office of the commission under authority of this act 
shall be open to public inspection under such rules and regulations as 
shall be prescribed by the commission. All fees and charges collected 
by the commission under the provisions of this act, shall be paid into the 
treasury of the commission; said funds shall be used and kept exclusively 
in the hands of the treasurer of this commission, and shall be used under 
the direction of the commission, not inconsistent with this act. Funds 
may be disbursed by an order of the commission on a check drawn 
by the treasurer against such funds, as may be on hand, and approved 
by the chairman of the board for the purpose of paying all expenses 
incurred by the commission, including the compensation of members 
and their employees and their assistants and the treasurer, provided the 
total expenses for every purpose incurred shall not exced the total fees 
and charges collected and paid into the treasury of this commissin, and 
all monies remaining in said separate fund at the end of the fiscal year 
not expended as herein provided, shall become a part of the funds of 
said commission and shall be retained by the said commission and may 
be deposited in any bank on savings account or otherwise. 


Section 4. Licenses shall be granted only to persons of good moral 
character, who have an elementary school education or its equivalent in 
the judgment of the commission, and who are at least eighteen years 
of age, have practiced as an apprentice for a period of at least one year, 
and satisfactorily pass an examination conducted by the commission. 
Provided, however, any person engaged in the occupation of barbering 
for a period of less than one year may be licensed as an apprentice bar- 
ber, provided he is at least seventeen years old and has an elementary 
school education, or its equivalent in the judgement of the commission, 
upon successfully passing the commission’s examination for licensing a 
barber, as herein set forth. 


Section 5. Whenever the masculine gender is used in this act it 
is to be construed in such manner as to include the feminine gender. 
Every applicant for a barber’s license,, apprentice-barber’s license or for 
a license to operate a barber shop or barber college or other like business 
shall apply therefor in writing on blanks prepared for and furnished 
by the barber’s commission. It shall be accompanied by the recommen- 
dation of at least two barbers doing business in said County of St. Clair 
not related to the applicant certifying that the applicant is of good 
reputation, is qualified to practice the trade of barbering, and recom- 
mending that a license be granted him. Said application shall be accom- 
panied by the application fee hereinafter provided and a reputable 
doctor’s certificate certifying that said applicant has no communicable 
or contagious or infectious disease. The commission, after applications 
in proper form have been filed, shall set the application down for a 
hearing and determination as hereinafter provided in this act. The 
commission shall examine the application, doctor’s certificate and re- 
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commendations of the barbers recommending the applicant and if these 
documents are found in order, then and in that event the commission 
shall proceed with the examination of the applicant. The applicant shall 
be examined with a view of determining whether he has an elementary 
school education or its equivalent, and in addition thereto the applicant 
shall be conducted to a chair in some barber shop where barbers 
licensed to practice barbering under the terms of this act are emplyed, 
where ihe applicant shall be givon an cxamination which will determine 
his skill as a barber and in addition thereto the applicant may be re- 
quired to name the instruments which are in general use in such barber 
shop and he shall be examined as to his knowledge concerning and the 
proper employment of shaving and shampooing soaps, antiseptics, lotions, 
facial massage creams and hair tonics, and if, in the opinion of the 
commission, such demonstration is deemed necessary or advisable the 
applicant may be required to demonstrate his skill in shaving some per- 
son or cutting his hair, in the art of massage or shampooing, or to do any 
or all of those things which a reputable barber is generally called upon 
to perform in practicing barbering. In addition thereto he shall be 
examined relative to his knowledge of certain skin diseases commonly 
dealt with by experienced barbers with the view of determining whether 
or not such diseases are infectious, or contagious; and in this connection 
he shall be required to show to the reasonable satisfaction of the com- 
mission his knowledge of the proper sterilization of the instruments and 
tools he is required to employ in and about the practice of barbering. 
If the applicant passes the examination the commission shall issue a 
license in such form as it may prescribe showing the name and address 
of the licensee and the barber shop or college in which he is employed. 
The seal of the commission shall be imprinted on the license and such 
other additional matter placed thereon as the commission may designate. 
It shall be the duty of each person, co-partnership, association, or cor- 
poration to display conspicuously the license thus issued in the place of 
business wherein such person, co-partnership, association or corporation 
operates. The commission shall issue to each licensee a pocket card, 
on which shall be an imprint of the seal of the commission certifying 
that the person whose name appears thereon is a licensed barber or 
operator of one of the businesses herein named as the case may be. The 
original fee for each barber’s license shall be $15.00 and the annual 
renewal fee shall be $15.00. The original fee for any non-resident bar- 
ber coming into this State shall be $25.00. Every license shall expire on 
the 3lst day of December of each year. The commission shall issue a 
new license for the ensuing year in the absence of any reason or condi- 
tion that might warrant the refusal of granting of the license upon the 
receipt of the written request of the applicant accompanied by the an- 
nual fee therefor, as herein required, and accompanied, also, by a 
certificate of a reputable physician asserting thai ihe applicant then has 
no contagious, communicable, or infectious disease. The commission 
may upon its own motion, and shall upon the verified complaint in 
writing of any three persons making out a prima facie case, investigate 
the actions of any person hereby affected, and shall have the power to 
suspend or to revoke any license issued under the provisions of this act 
at any time where the licensee has fraudulently obtained the license, 
or where the licensee in performing or attempting to perform any of the 
acts mentioned herein is deemed to be guilty of (a) the violation of any 
state, county or city statute or ordinance pertaining to the operation 
of the business herby affected, (b) the violation of any rule or regula- 
tion established by the commission, (c) or who has failed upon request 
of the treasurer to give evidence and/or proof of the compliance with the 
same. The commission shall, before denying an application for license, 
or before suspending or revoking any license, set the matter down for a 
hearing, and at least ten days prior to the date set for the hearing, notify 
the applicant or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact 
statement of the charges made, and the date and place of hearing. The 
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applicant or licensee at all hearings, shall have the opportunity to be 
heard in person or by counsel or both. Such notice may be served by 
delivery of the same personally to the applicant or licensee, or by mail-~ 
ing the same by registered mail to the last known residence or business 
of such applicant or licensee. In preparation and conduct of hearings 
the commission shall have power to require by subpoena the appearance 
and testimony of witnesses and the production of papers, and any mem- 
ber of the commission may sign subpoenas, administer oaths and ex- 
amine witnesses. The fees and mileage shall be the same as prescribed 
by law in judicial procedure in the courts of this State in civil cases. Any 
party to a hearing shall have the right to the attendance of witnesses 
in his behalf. In case of disobedience to a subpoena, any member of 
the commission may invoke the aid of any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion in requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of papers, and such court may issue an order requiring the 
persons to appear before the commission, and give evidence, or produce 
papers, as the case may be, and any failure to obey such order of the 
court may be punished by the court as a contempt thereof. Any person 
so refusing to appear and give testimony required by such commission 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished as provided by Sec- 
tion 6 of this act. If the commission shall determine that any applicant 
is not qualified to receive a license, or that any licensee is guilty of a 
violation of any of the provisions of this act, a license shall not be 
granted, or the same suspended or revoked as the case may require. 
Upon request of the applicant or licensee in writing, the commission 
shall furnish said party with a definite statement of its findings of facts 
and its reason or reasons for refusing to grant the license or for its 
suspension or revocation of same. The findings of the commission may 
be appealed to the circuit court of St. Clair County, provided an appeal 
is taken within 10 days after such final determination of the commis- 
sion. Any person desiring to appeal under this section shall file with the 
commission or some member thereof, a notice in writing that he ap- 
peals to the circuit court with at least one solvent surety payable to 
the County of St. Clair, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to effect, 
and upon failure to do so, to pay all costs and damages which may be 
taxed against him by the circuit court on such appeal. Such bond to 
be approved by the circuit court of St. Clair County, and any cause so 
appealed shall be tried de novo in said circuit court. The commission 
shall at least every three months hold an examination for the purpse of 
determing the qualifications of any applicants to become barbers or 
barber-apprentices, and shall conduct said examination in accordance 
with the provisions hereof and in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions promulgated by said commission not inconsistent with this act. 
Said examination shall be conducted in the City of Ashville. 


Section 6. Any person violating the provisions of this act shall 
upon conviction be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment for a term not to exceed six months or by 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. This provision 
shall have application to any officer, agent of a corporation, co-partner- 
ship or association operated in violation of this act. Any court of 
competent jurisdiction in said county shall have full power to try any 
violation of this act, and upon conviction the court may at its discretion 
revoke the license of the person, co-partnership, association or corpora- 
tion violating the terms hereof. Before the commissioners herein pro- 
vided for shall receive a commission and enter upon the discharge of 
their duties each shall take and subscribe the oath provided by law to 
be taken by elective officers of the State of Alabama. 


Section 7. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or 
requirement of this act is for any reason held to be unconstitutional, 
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such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions 
thereof. The legislature hereby declares that it would have passed this 
act and each section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase and require- 
ments thereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more sections, 
subsections, sentences, clauses, phrases or requirements be declared un- 
constitutional. 


Section 8. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with this act he, 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 9. Nothing in this act contained shall affect the power of 
the State, county or municipality to tax, license and regulate persons, 
co- -partnerships, associations or corporations, operating barber shops, 
barber colleges, or other like businesses. The requirements hereof shall 
be in addition to the requirement of any existing or future law or 
ordinance of any state, county or municipality so taxing, licensing or 
regulating persons, co-partnerships, associations or corporations opera- 
ting barber shops, colleges or other like businesses. 


Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

SUBSTITUTE TO H. B. 499 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


TO AUTHORIZE AND PROVIDE FOR THE ADOPTION OF 
ORDINANCES BY INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM IN CITIES OF 
THE STATE WITH A MAYOR-COUNCIL FORM OF GOVERNMENT 
HAVING A POPULATION OF 300,000 INHABITANTS OR MORE AC- 
epee TO THE LAST OR ANY SUBSEQUENT FEDERAL CEN- 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only in those cities of the State 
with a Mayor-Council form of government, having a population of 300,- 
000 inhabitants or more according to the last or any subsequent Federal 
census. 


Section 2. Any proposed ordinance may be submitted to the Coun- 
cil by petition signed by ten per cent or more of the qualified electors 
of such city. All petitions circulated with respect to any proposed 
ordinance shall be uniform in character and shall contain the proposed, 
ordinance in full, and have printed thereon the names and addresses 
of at least five electors who shall be officially regarded as filing the 
petition and shall constitute a committee of the petitioners for the pur- 
poses hereinafter named. Each signer of a petition shall sign his name 
and shall have placed on the petition after his name his place of resi- 
dence by street and number, if there be such street and number. The 
signatures to any such petition need not all be appended to one paper, 
but to each such paper there shall be attached an affidavit by the 
circulator thereof stating the number of signers to each part of the 
petition and that each signature appended to the paper is the genuine 
signature of the person whose name it purports to be, and was made in 
the presence of the affiant. All papers comprising a petition shall be 
assembled and filed with the probate judge of the county in which said 
city is situated as one instrument. Within seven days from the filing of 
a petition with him the probate judge shall ascertain whether it is 
signed by the required number of qualified electors. Upon completion 
of his examination the probate judge shall endorse upon the petition 
a certificate of the result thereof. If the certificate of the probate judge 
shows that the petition is insufficient he shall at once notify each member 
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of the committee of the peitioners herein before provided for, and the 
petition may be amended at any time within ten days from the date of 
the probate judge’s certificate of examination by filing with the probate 
judge an additional petition in the same manner as provided for the 
original petition. Upon the filing of such amendment the probate judge 
shall notify each member of the committee of that fact. The final 
finding of the insufficiency of a petition shall not prejudice the filing 
of a new petition for the same purpose. When the certificate of the 
probate judge shows the petition to be sufficient, he shall submit the 
proposed ordinance to the Council at its next regular meeting. Such 
Council shall either pass and adopt said ordinance without alterations 
within twenty days after attachment of the probate judge’s certificate 
to the accompanying petition, or within said time cause to be transmitted 
the papers and petition to the election commission, which shall call a 
special election unless a general municipal election is fixed within 
twenty days thereafter, and at such special or general election if one is 
so fixed, such ordinance shall be submitted without alteration to the 
vote of the electors of said city. The ballots used when voting upon 
said ordinance shall contain these words, “for the ordinance” (stating 
the nature of the proposed ordinance and “against the ordinance” 
(stating the nature of the proposed ordinance), and the voter shall ex- 
press his choice by a cross mark. If the majority of the qualified elec- 
tors voting on the proposed ordinance shall vote in favor thereof, such 
ordinance shall thereupon become valid and binding ordinance of the 
city, and any ordinance proposed by petition and which shall be adopted 
by vote of the people cannot be repealed or amended except by a vote 
of the people. Any number of proposed ordinances may be voted upon 
at the same election in accordance with the provisions of this section, 
but there shall not be more than one special election in any period of six 
months for such purpose. A proposal for the repeal of such ordinance or 
for amendments thereto may in like manner be submitted to be voted 
upon and adopted at any succeeding election. Whenever any ordinance 
is required by this section to be submitted to the voters of the city at any 
election, such ordinance if adopted by the electorate shall be published 
in the same manner as ordinances regularly adopted by the Council and 
shall become effective from the date of publication. The election to be 
held under this section shall be in accordance with general election 
laws governing elections in such city and all laws governing elections 
generally applicable to such city shall be applicable to elections held 
hereunder. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

That the Congress of the United States is hereby memorialized to 
limit any legislation on the subject of firearms to the prohibition of 
the use of such firearms in a criminal act, and to proper punishment for 
the improper or criminal use of firearms, and that no new legislation 
regulating the sale, shipment, or taxation of firearms be enacted by the 
Congress of the United States; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED; that copies of this resolution be 
forwarded to the members of Congress from the State of Alabama, and 
to the President of the United States, and that copies be made available 
to the news media.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. Declaration of Legislative Intent. The legislature 
finds as facts and determines that: 


1. That the present law of the State of Alabama providing for a 
period of redemption from sales of real estate under a power of sale, 
deed of trust or decree of court of two years, is excessive and clogs the 
title to land, unduly restricts and prevents alienation of land, has dis- 
couraged the investment of capital both domestic and foreign, in Ala- 
bama in the form of mortgage loans and investments in land development 
and construction companies and give rise to undesirable substitutes for 
mortgage financing in order to avoid such excessive period of redemp- 
tion. 


2. That it is to the best interests of the State of Alabama and the 
welfare of the people of Alabama to shorten the period of redemption 
of real estate from sales under power of sales, deed of trust, decree of 
court, and that this will produce and stimulate economic and financial 
investment in the State of Alabama by capital, domestic and foreign, 
that has not previously been invested in Alabama, because of the 
present law of Alabama. 


3. That ample provision can be made to protect persons whose real 
estate has sold under a power of sale, deed of trust, or decree of court 
by providing for a six months period of redemption. 


SECTION 2. Title 7, Chapter 15, Section 727 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940 is amended to read as follows: 


§ 727. Redemption by debtor, et al—Where real estate, or any in- 
terest therein, is sold under execution, or by virtue of any decree in the 
circuit court, or under any deed of trust, or power of sale in a mortgage, 
the same may be redeemed by the debtor, junior mortgagee, vendee of 
the debtor, or assignee of the equity or statutory right of redemption, 
wife, widow, child, heir at law, devisee, or any vendee or assignee of 
the right of redemption under this Code, from the purchaser, or his 
Nena within six months thereafter in the manner provided in this 
chapter. 


SECTION 3. Title 7, Chapter 15, Section 728 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940 is amended to read as follows: 


§ 728. Priority of rights to redeem and notice required.—The 
priority of the rights of the several persons or parties mentioned in the 
preceding section, to redeem, shall be in the order in which they are 
mentioned therein; but any person or party who is entitled to redeem 
may give notice of his intention to redeem, to those having prior rights 
to redeem, and if such persons to whom notice is thus given do not 
redeem or bring suit to redeem within 15 days after the service of such 
notice, then the party giving the notice may, within ten days thereafter, 
exercise his right to redeem by suit or otherwise and no further 
redemption by the parties so notified may be made. The notice shall be 
in writing, served upon the party, if a resident of this state and can be 
found.: If not found, or if a nonresident, the notice may be given by 
registered letter, requiring signed return receipt, sent to his last known 
address, or by publication once a week for three successive weeks in 
some newspaper published in the coun where all or a portion of the 
lands sought to be redeemed are situated. Where no redemption is made 
as provided in this section within 90 days from the day of sale, any one 
entitled to redeem may do so thereafter without givng the notice pro-

vided for herein, and the property may not be again redeemed from 
said redemptioner.

§ 739. The debtor, his vendee, etc., may redeem from a redeeming 
judgment creditor.—No redemption by a judgment creditor from the 
purchaser or his vendee, or by one judgment creditor from another, 
shall operate to defeat the rights of redemption in this chapter secured 
to the debtor, his vendee, Junior mortgagee, or assignee of the equity 
of redemption, or of a child to whom the debtor had conveyed the land;

sale under execution, decree in chancery, deed of trust or power of sale

SECTION 8. This act shall apply to mortgages and deeds of trust 
executed and to judgments and decrees rendered after the effective date 
of this act. 


SECTION 9. If part of this act is invalid, all valid parts that are 
severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If part of the act is 
invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains in effect 
in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid application. 


SECTION 10. Effective date. This act shall become effective after 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

sumers,” and who are not otherwise engaged in the milk business. All 
such members shall serve during good behavior and shall not be subject 
to removal from office or involuntary retirement from office during the 
duration of the term of office, unless the Governor shall determine that 
any member of the Board shall have become incapacitated, by reason of 
physical or mental disabilty or illness, to the extent that he cannot 
efficiently perform the duties of his office. Any and all vacancies, 
whether arising from expiration of term, voluntary or involuntary re- 
tirement or death, shall be filled in the same manner as provided for 
each orignal respective appointment. The Commissioner of Agriculture 
and Industry shall be an ex-officio member of the Board; he may 
designate any member of the Department of Agriculture and Industry 
to represent him at its meetings. During the month of February, 1967, 
one producer member, one distributor member, and one consumer mem- 
ber shall be appointed and shall hold office for two years beginning 
February, 1967. During February, 1967, one producer member, one 
distributor member, and one consumer member shall be apopinted by the 
Governor and shall hold office for four years beginning February, 1967. 
Thereafter, all appointments except appointments to fill unexpired 
terms of office shall be for four years. During the month of February, 
1967, and during the month of February of each fourth year thereafter, 
and during the month of February, 1969, and during the month of 
February of each fourth year thereafter, the Dairy Committee of the 
Alabama Farm Bureau Federation shall submit in writing, to the Gover- 
nor, the names of six persons qualified to serve as members of the 
Board, and who are, in the opinion of said Committee, persons competent 
to serve as producer members of the Alabama Milk Control Board. From 
such list of nominees, the Governor shali appoint each producer member 
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of the Board. During the month of February 1967, and during the month 
of February of each fourth year thereafter, and during the month of 
February, 1969, and during the month of February of each fourth year 
thereafter, the distributor licensees and the producer-distributor licen- 
sees, acting as a body, shall submit in writing to the Governor the names 
of six persons qualified to serve as distributor members of the Board and 
who are, in the opinion of said nominating body, persons competent to 
serve as membcrs of the Board. From this group of six nominees, the 
Governor shall appoint each distributor member of the Board. During 
the month of February, 1967, and during the month of February of 
each fourth year thereafter, and during the month of February, 1969, 
and during the month of February of each fourth year thereafter, the 
Governor shall appoint each consumer member directly from among 
such group of qualified persons as the Governor might wish to consider 
without nomination. 


SECTION 3. Section 208, Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 208 EMPLOYEES OF THE MILK CONTROL BOARD— 
The milk control board may employ such employees and assistants and 
legal representatives and counsel as it may deem necessary to carry out 
the provisons of this chapter and may authorize and affix their respec- 
tive salaries, wages, or compensation and such employees shall be paid 
subsistence and necessary traveling expenses at the rate allowed other 
state employees. All such employees and assistants and legal repre- 
sentatives and counsel shall serve at the will of the milk control board 
and may be removed by it at any time but all expenditures made under 
the authority of this chapter shall and must be paid from receipts here- 
inafter provided for. The milk control board shall have the authority 
to call upon the attorney general of the state of Alabama for any legal 
opinion, the same as other state agencies, and there shall be one or more 
assistants attorney general assigned to the milk control board to lend 
such legal assistance to the board as may be required. It shall be the 
duty of any solicitor of the state of Alabama when requested by the milk 
control board to investigate, institute, and prosecute any violation of the 
milk control law or any lawful order, rule, or regulation of the milk 
control board. However, the milk control board may have its own 
attorney or legal counsel to institute for it and in its name any civil 
action which the milk control board may deem it necessary or advisable 
to institute to enforce any provision of this chapter or any lawful order, 
rule, or regulation of the milk control board. The milk control board shall 
have the authority to designate its own attorney to assist the solicitor 
as special prosecutor in any criminal prosecution brought for any viola- 
tion of this chapter or any lawful order, rule or regulation of the state 
milk control board or to defend the milk control board in any action 
wherein its interests are involved. 


SECTION 4. Section 218, Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 218 RECORDS—In addition to the records which the milk 
control board is heretofore authorized to require of licensee, the milk 
control board shall require licensee to keep the following records: 
Record of all milk produced, and the source or location of the production 
of such milk. A record of all milk received or purchased detailed as to 
source and as to names and addresses of suppliers with a record of the 
butterfat test, price paid, deductions or charges made. A record of all 
milk sold classified as to grade or usage, location and market outlet, 
and size and style of container with prices and amount received therefor, 
A record of the quantity of each controlled milk product manufactured 
and quantity of milk or cream used in the manufacture of each con- 
trolled product. Also the quantity and value of milk products sold. A 
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record of wastage or loss of milk or butterfat. A record of items of 
operating or handling expenses and profit or loss. Such other records 
and information pertaining to milk as the milk control board may deem 
necessary for the proper enforcement of this chapter.” 


SECTION 5. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the Act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


SECTION 6. 

All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are repealed.

This Act shall become effective on February 1, 1967.

H. J. R. 122. To create a joint legislative advisory and study com- 
mittee to investigate the feasibility of constructing a toll bridge con- 
necting Dauphin Island and Fort Morgan, making possible a scenic 
coastal highway in Alabama. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created and 
established an interim legislative committee to be composed of fifteen 
members, ten of whom shall be members of the House, appointed by the 
Speaker of the House, and five members of the Senate who shall be 
appointed by the President of the Senate. In addition to the regular 
members there shall be four ex officio members of the committee who 
shall be the director of the State Highway Department, the director of 
the Alabama State Docks, the director of the State Department of Con- 
servation, and director of the Bureau of Publicity and Information. 
Of the legislative members of the committee, five shall be appointed 
from Mobile County, two from Baldwin County, and one from each of 
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the eight congressional districts, provided that the members of the 
committee from the first and second districts shall be appointed from 
counties other than from the counties of Baldwin and Mobile. The 
committee shall meet within one month after the adoption of this 
resolution and shall elect from among its members a chairman and a 
vice-chairman. It shall hold such other meetings upon the call of the 
chairman, and at such time and place as the chairman may designate. 
Any cight members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
any business which may properly come before the committee. The 
committee shall be authorized to appoint from among its numbers a 
sub-committee to perform such duties of the committee and with such 
authority as the committee members may direct. Committee members 
shall be entitled to their regular per diem pay and allowances for each 
meeting of the committee actually attended or when otherwise actually 
engaged in committee business. 


It shall be the duty of the committee: 1) to study the possibility and 
feasibility of constructing a bridge from Fort Morgan to Dauphin Is- 
land, giving detailed consideration to the operation of the proposed 
ferry between Fort Morgan and Dauphin Island; 2) to determine the 
kind and type of bridge best suited or required to be constructed as 
related to flow of traffic to be borne on the bridge, and navigation in 
the channel below the bridge; 3) to determine insofar as possible 
within the limitations set forth herein the cost of construction; 4) to 
investigate and determine available financing for such bridge, in- 
cluding financing with state funds; with state and federal funds; with 
funds from the proceeds of a bond issue; with funds provided partially 
from the proceeds of a bond issue and partially from state and federal 
funds; or financing by any combination of such funds which may be 
available; 5) to ascertain whether or not a detailed and conclusive 
finding on the problems to be considered can be made by the utiliza- 
tion of free assistance from the highway department, the finance 
department, and other appropriate state agencies, and without the em- 
ployment of consultant services; 6) to obtain, in the event engineering 
studies are favorable, the advice and approval of recognized bond ex- 
perts on fiscal questions involved before bonds can be sold by any 
authority which might be created for such construction purposes, by the 
State of Alabama, or by such other group as might be involved in the 
construction of a bridge or operation of a ferry; 7) to report the result 
of its investigations and its final conclusions to the respective houses 
of the Legislature at the next regular session, whereupon the committee 
shall be dissolved.

SUBSTITUTE TO H. B. 952 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create the Shelby County Planning Commission; to provide 
for the organization, membership, powers, personnel, jurisdiction, and 
financial and legal status of such commission; to authorize the Commis- 
sion to make subdivision regulations, a master plan, and to adopt zoning 
regulations for the development of Shelby County; to provide for an 
election in each beat prior to the application of such authority of the 
Commission in each beat; to grant the Commission power to zone certain 
areas within the county and provide a procedure for the amendment of 
zoning regulations; to prohibit zoning regulations from being retro- 
active; to provide remedies for the enforcement of the provisions of 
this act; and to provide exceptions to such zoning regulations and for 
appeals from the decisions of the Commission. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Creation of County Planning Commission. There is 
hereby created a Planning Commission for Shelby County, Alabama 
which Commission shall be appointed as herein provided and shall have 
responsibilities and duties as are stated herein. The Commission shall 
be known as the Shelby County Planning Commission. The term, “county 
governing body” when used herein shall refer to the Shelby County 
Board of Revenue and Control or its successors. 


Section 2. Personnel of the Shelby County Planning Commission. 
The Commission shall be composed of seven members, all of whom shall 
be over the age of 25 years and each of whom shall be a qualified elec- 
tor in and an actual resident of and a free-holder in Shelby County. 
Two of the members shall be appointed by the Board of Revenue and 
Control of Shelby County, two shall be appointed by the Shelby County 
Board of Education, two shall be appointed by the Shelby County Bar 
Association, and one shall be appointed by the Judge of the Circuit 
Court of Shelby County. Not over two members of the Commission 
shall come from any one beat of the County. Each member shall serve 
a term of six years and until his successor is duly appointed and quali- 
fied. Prior to taking office each member shall subscribe to an oath 
as provided by law for public officials and the same shall be recorded 
in the Probate Office of Shelby County. The original members of this 
Commission shall draw lot to determine the period of time each is to 
serve and the terms of two shall expire two years from the date of 
the organization of the Commission, the terms of two shall expire four 
years from the date of the organization of the Commission and the 
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terms of three shall expire six years from the date of the organization 
of the Commission. In the event of a vacancy on the Commission the 
same shall be filled as in the case of the original appointment. All 
members shall serve wihtout compensation, and the members shall 
hold no other county office. However, reasonable and necessary ex- 
penses of the members shall be paid from the General Fund of Shelby 


County. 


Section 3. Jurisdiction of Commission. The jurisdiction of the 
Commission shall extend to all areas of the county outside the bound- 
aries of municipal corporations; provided, however, that where a 
municipality now or in the future is authorized to exercise and does in 
fact exercise planning and zoning powers in any area outside its muni- 
cipal boundaries, such areas shall be excluded from the jurisdiction of 
the county planning commission. 


Section 4. Organization aiid rules. The Commission shall elect its 
chairman and create and fill such other offices as it may determine. 
The term of chairman shall be for one year, with eligibility for re- 
election. The Commission shall normally hold at least one regular meet- 
ing each month. It shall adopt by-laws for the transaction of business 
and shall keep a record of its resolutions, transaction of business, which 
record shall be a public record. Five of the members shall constitute a 
quorum to transact the business of the Commission. 


Section 5. Staff and Finances. The Commission may appoint, pro- 
mote, demote, and remove such employees as it deems necessary for its 
work. The Commission may also contract with county or city planners, 
engineers, architects, and other consultants and with any local, state, 
or federal agency for such services as it may require. The Commission 
may cooperate with and accept funds from Federal, state and local 
public or semi-public agencies, private individuals or corporations, and 
may aoe such funds, and may carry out such cooperative undertak- 
ings and contracts for planning studies necessary in the performance of 
its duties. The expenditures of the Commission, exclusive of gifts, grants, 
or contract receipts, shall be within the amounts appropriated for the 
purpose by the County governing body. 


Section 6. General Power and Duties of the Commission. It shall 
be the function and duty of the Commission to make and maintain in 
an up-to-date manner a master plan and to adopt appropriate zoning 
regulations as provided by Section 10 hereof for the physical devel- 
opment of Shelby County. Such plan and regulations with the accom- 
panying maps, plats, charts, and descriptive material shall show the 
Commission’s recommendations for the use and development of the 
territory of the said county. The zoning regulations shall also include 
a zoning plan for selected areas for the control of the height, area, 
bulk, location, and use of buildings and land. As the work of making 
the whole master plan and preparation of zoning regulations progresses, 
the commission may from time to time adopt and publish a part or 
parts thereof, any such part to cover one ur more majer sections or 
divisions of the county. The commission may from time to time amend, 
extend, or add to the plan or regulations as hereinafter provided. 
Nothing in this Act shall be construed to impair the right of eminent do- 
main conferred on utilities, both public and private, or their right to 
construct and maintain structures reasonably required in the public 
service or their right to exercise authority conferred by statutes, fran- 
chises, certificates of convenience and necessity, licenses or easements. 


Section 7. Purposes in View. In the preparation of the master plan 
and zoning regulations, the commission shall make careful and compre- 
hensive surveys and studies of the present conditions existing within 
the county with due regard to existing agricultural uses, to land by 
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virtue of its fertility, proximity to water supplies, and other geographi- 
cal features is particularly suited to agricultural uses, to neighboring 
rupee aes: towns and villages, to the growth of subdivisions, to the 
general population growth of the county, and make adequate provision 
for traffic, recreational areas and industry, and other public require- 
ments. The plan and zoning regulations should be made with the gen- 
eral purpose of guiding and accomplishing a coordinated, adjusted and 
harmonious development of the county, which will, in accordance with 
present and future needs, best promote health, safety, morals, order, 
convenience, prosperity, and general welfare, as well as efficiency and 
economy in the process of development, and should promote safety from 
fire, flood and other dangers, the healthful and convenient distribution 
of population, and the wise and efficient expenditure of public funds. 
The plan and regulations shall be a public record, but its purpose and 
effect shall be to aid the planning commission in the performance of its 
duties, including making recommendations to the county governing body 
and assisting cooperating with other federal, state and local agencies 
so as to achieve coordinated, adjusted, and harmonious development. 


Section 8. Election to Determine if Beat is to be Covered by The 
Master Plan and Zoning Regulations. The master plan and zoning regu- 
lations provided by the Commission shall not be applicable in any beat 
of Shelby County until the majority of the qualified electors of the beat 
voting in a special election shall have signified by their vote that they 
desire the authority of the Commission, its master plan and the zoning 
regulations to apply to their beat. Such an election must be held not less 
than 30 nor more than 45 days after a petition is filed in the office of 
the judge of probate seeking such an election and signed by no less than 
25 electors who vote in said beat and who also own an interest in real 
estate that is located in such beat. Notice of such election shall be given 
by three weeks publication and posting notice in two public places within 
the beat. The cost of conducting said election shall be paid from the 
General Fund of Shelby County. The ballot shall be so worded as to 
give the voter the opportunity to vote either “Yes” or “No” as to 
whether he wishes the authority of the Commission, its master plan and 
the zoning regulations to apply to such beat. Only those qualified elec- 
tors outside of the boundaries of municipal corporations, or where a 
municipality now or in the future is authorized to exercise, and does, in 
fact, exercise planning and zoning powers in any area outside its muni- 
cipal boundaries, or such areas excluded from the jurisdiction of the 
commission as set out in Section 3, shall be permitted to vote or sign a 
petition calling for election in the beat concerned and a statement to this 
fact shall be carried on the ballot and the petition or said ballot and 
petition shall not be valid. 


Section 9. Subdivision Regulations. The Commission shall adopt a 
code of regulations applicable to the subdivision of land and plats of 
subdivisions shall not, after the adoption of such code of regulations, 
be accepted for filing and recording in the Probate Office until they 
have been approved in a manner to be designated by the Commission. 
The Commission is hereby authorized to provide a penalty not to exceed 
$100 per lot to be paid by anyone who sub-divides property and conveys 
lots therefrom without first having recorded the plat of such sub- 
division as is herein provided. The provisions of this section shall apply 
within the jurisdiction of the Commission as specified in Section 3. 


Section 10. Zoning; Grant of Power. For the purpose of promotin 
the health, safety, morals, convenience, order, prosperity and genera 
welfare of the County, the Commission is hereby empowered to divide 
the portion of the county within its zoning jurisdiction into districts 
of such number, shape and area as may be found best suited to carry out 
the purposes of this act, and to provide within such districts for 
standards relating to the use of the land and the types and kinds of 
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structures that may be erected in such districts, excluding all buildings 
having a cost of under five hundred ($500.00,) and all home remodeling 
or modification in such districts. Such provision shall be made in 
accordance with a comprehensive plan and shall be designed to lessen 
congestion in the streets and highways; to secure safety from fire, flood, 
panic, and other dangers; to provide health and the general welfare; to 
provide adequate light and air; to prevent the overcrowding of land; to 
avoid undue mixed use of land; to facilitate the adequate provision of 
transportation, water supply, sewerage, schools, parks, and other public 
requirements. Such provision shall be made with reasonable considera- 
tion, among other things, of the character of the land and district and 
its peculiar suitability for particular uses and with a view of promoting 
desirable living conditions, sustaining the stability of neghborhoods, 
protecting property against blight and depreciation, securing economy in 
governmental expenditures, conserving the value of buildings; and 
encouraging the most apropriate use of land and of hbnildings and 
structures throughout the jurisdiction of the Commission. For the 
purpose of providing for the division of the territory into districts, 
consonant with the conditions provided in this section, the Commission 
may make a single zoning plan for all the territory of the area which 
lies within its jurisdiction or may make and certify separate and suc- 
cessive zoning plans for parts of such territory which it deems suitable 
for urban or suburban development or which for other reasons it 
deems to have appropriate territorial unity for a zoning plan; and 
correspondingly any zoning regulations enacted by the Commission may 
cover and include the whole territory lying within its jurisdiction or 
such territory as the commission deems to be appropriate territorial 
unit for a zoning plan. 


Section 11. Publication of Notice of Proposed Change in Zoning 
Regulations. Once zoning regulations have become applicable to a 
beat as provided by Section 8 hereof, such regulations shall not be 
changed by the Commission until the proposed change has been 
published for three weeks in a newspaper of general circulation within 
the county together with a notice stating the time and place that the 
change in regulations will be considered by the Commission, and 
stating further that at such time and place all persons who desire shall 
have an opportunity to be heard in favor of or in opposition to such 
change in such zoning regulations. 


Section 12. Zoning Regulations Shall not be Retroactive. No zoning 
regulation adopted by the Commission shall change any use to which 
land is being made at the time such zoning regulations become appli- 
cable in any beat. 

Section i3. Remedies. In case any building or structure is erected, 
constructed, reconstructed, altered, repaired, converted or maintained, 
with the exception of those buildings or structures as excluded in Sec- 
tion 10, or any subdivision is established, or land used in violation of 
this enactment or of any regulation made under the authority con- 
ferred hereby, the county attorney, or uvther appropriate administrative 
officer of the Commission may institute any appropriate action or pro- 
ceedings to prevent such unlawful erection, construction, reconstruction, 
alteration, repair, conversion, maintenance, or subdivision of the land 
or use of the land to restrain, correct, or abate such violation, or to 
prevent the occupancy of any such building, structure, subdivision or 
land or to prevent any illegal act, conduct, business, or misuse in or 
upon any premises regulated under the authority conferred by this 
article. 


Section 14. Exceptions to Zoning Regulations. The Commission 
may in appropriate cases and subject to appropriate conditions and safe- 
guards, make special exceptions to the terms of the zoning regulations 
in harmony with its general purposes and interests and in accordance 
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with general or specific rules adopted by the Commission. Anyone wish- 
ing to appeal from an existing zoning regulation may file a written 
petition stating the basis for such appeal whereupon the Commission 
shall fix a date for such hearing, giving notice as to the Commission may 
seem appropriate, and on such hearing the Commission shall have the 
following powers: (1) to hear and decide appeals where it is alleged 
there is error in any order, requirement, decision or determination made 
by the Commission or official in the enforcement of this article of any 
regulation adopted pursuant thereto; (2) to hear and decide on requests 
for special exceptions to the term or provisions of the regulations upon 
which such Commission is required to pass; and (3) to authorize upon 
appeal in special cases such variance from the yard, open space, land use, 
bulk and height requirements of the regulation as will not be contrary 
to the public interest, where, owning to special conditions of the building 
site or land, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the regulation will 
result in unnecessary hardship, all in order that the spirit of the regula- 
tions shall be observed and substantial justice done. 


Section 15. Appeals. Any party aggrieved by any final judgment 
or decision of the Commission pursuant to the provisions of Section 14 
may within 15 days thereafter appeal therefrom, which appeal shall rest 
upon the contention that such zoning regulations in question are unrea- 
sonable, discriminatory, unconstitutional, or otherwise invalid, and such 
appeal shall be addressed to the circuit court or other court having like 
jurisdiction within the county where the affected property of the ag- 
grieved party is located, by filing with such Commission a written notice 
of appeal specifying the judgment or decision from which the appeal is 
taken. In case of such appeal the Commission shall cause a transcript 
of the proceedings in the cause to be certified to the court to which the 
appeal is taken. 


Section 16. Severability. The provisions of this Act are severable. 
If any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 17. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective upon 
the first day of the calendar month immediately following its passage 
and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

To provide for the sale and transfer of the assets and facilities and 
for the merger and dissolution of public improvement authorities in 
counties having a population of 500,000 or more according to the last or 
any subsequent federal census which have been or may be created or 
organized under Chapter 3, of Title 50, of the 1958 Recompiled Code of 
Alabama (General Acts 1935, page 72, as amended by General Acts, 1956, 
2nd Extra Session, page 359, and by General Acts, 1957, page 611); and 
to provide for the payment or assumption of all obligations of such 
authority or authorities in the event of any such merger, sale or dissolu- 
tion. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1: This Act shall apply and be applicable only to public 
improvement authorities organized under Chapter 3, Title 50, of the 1958 
Recompiled Code of Alabama (General Acts, 1935, page 72, as amended 
by General Acts, 1956, 2nd Extra Session, page 359, and by General Acts, 
1957, page 611) in counties having a population of 500,000 or more ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent federal census. 


Section 2. Chapter 3 of Title 50 of the 1958 Recompiled Code of 
Alabama (and General Acts, 1935, page 72) is amended by adding thereto 
the following as Title 50, Section 38(1) of the 1958 Recompiled Code of 
Alabama [and will be Section 23(1) of Act No. 40, Regular Session, 
1935, Approved February 7, 1935]. 


“Section 38(1). Sale or Transfer of Assets and Facilities or Merger 
of Authority—All of the assets and facilities of any authority created 
and organized under this chapter in counties having a population of 
500,000 or more according to the Jast or any subsequent federal census 
may be transferred, sold and conveyed to, and any such authority in 
said county or counties may be merged with any other authority created 
and organized under this chapter in such county or counties, or with any 
utility, public or private, rendering the same or a similar service in the 
general area near or contiguous to the area served by such authority in 
such county created under this Act, subject to and with the approval 
of a majority of the electors of the territory served by such authority 
created under this Act. Any proposal for such sale, transfer or merger 
shall not be submitted to the electors of the territory served by such 
authority until and unless a definitive contract has been entered into 
providing for such sale or merger, for the assumption or payment of all 
obligations of such authority and subject to and contingent upon ap- 
proval of a majority of electors in the area served by such authority 
participating in an election to be called and held for the purpose of 
submitting such proposal. Upon execution of any such contract or agree- 
ment, the trustees of such authority shall adopt a resolution requesting 
the probate judge to cause the question of approval of such proposed 
contract to be submitted to a vote of the electors in the territory served 
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by such authority at the next general, special or local election, at which 
the issue shall be submitted in substantially the following form: 


Shall the contract providing for the sale and transfer of the assets 
and facilities of the (name improvement authority) to (proposed 
vendee or transferee) be approved, or 


Shall the contract providing for the merger of the assets and facili- 
ties of the (name improvement authority) with (name authority, 
agency or company with which to be merged) be approved. 


Upon receipt of a certified copy of such resolution, the probate judge 
of such county in which the authority is located shall designate the day 
for the holding of a special election to ascertain the will of the electors 
as to such question, which said election shall be held on the date of the 
next special or general election. The provision of the election laws 
covering the registration of voters, equipment or polling places, furnish- 
ing of supplies, appointment of election officers, voting and canvassing 
of returns at a general election shall apply to such election. The cost of 
such election shall be paid by such city or town or the governing body of 
the county in which such unincorporated area is located, but such city 
or county shall be reimbursed for such cost by the authority or by the 
agency or company to whom the assets and facilities of such authority 
are to be sold or with which it is to be merged. In the event a majority 
of the electors served by such authority approve the contract for the 
sale, transfer or merger of the property and facilities of the authority, 
then the board of trustees of such authority shall proceed immediately 
with consummation of such agreement and transfer of such assets and 
facilities, following which they shall file in the office of the probate 
judge of the county in which said authority operated and with the 
Secretary of State a certificate of dissolution of the authority executed 
by all trustees and upon the filing of such certificate such authority 
shall be dissolved. No such contract shall be entered into and no such 
cloction chall he held unless provision is made for the payment or law- 
ful assumption of all obligations of such authuriy by the pronosed 
vendee or merging organization or agency. The obligations of contracts 
of such authority shall not in any manner be impaired. Funds to pro- 
vide for the payment of obligations issued by such authority shall be 
raised, collected and paid for by the vendee or merged authority, agency 
or company as though this section had not been adopted and such obliga- 
tions shall remain a charge, lien or other encumbrance upon revenues 
derived from the area served by such authority. All contracts of such 
authority shall be assumed by the vendee or merged agency or company 
or authority and the terms and conditions to be performed on the part 
of such authority shall be compiled with and performed by the vendee or 
merged agency or authority and the benefits of such contracts shall inure 
to the benefit of such vendee or such merged agency or authority. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.”

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create the office of judge of the juvenile court in all counties 
having populations of not less than 225,000 nor more than 500,000 accord- 
ing to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census as a separate 
office; and to provide for the appointment, election, tenure, qualification, 
duties, authority, compensation and commissioning of such judge in all 
such counties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall apply only in counties of this State 
which have populations of not less than 225,000, nor more than 500,000 
according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 


Section 2. In every county in which this act applies the office of 
judge of the juvenile court hereby created shall be an office separate and 
apart from that of judge of any other court. The judges of all such 
courts shall be appointed or elected in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 
Every judge of a juvenile court of a county to which this act applies 
shall have been a citizen of the State of Alabama and of the county 
for which he is annninted for at least five years before the beginning 
of his term of office. He shall also be learned in the law, at ileasv 
twenty-five years of age, of high moral character and of clean life. 
He shall be selected for his special fitness by training, 2. --‘'-~, 774 
experience to deal with the problems of dependent, neglected and 
delinquent children and of the home and family life. 


Section 3. The judges of juvenile courts in all counties to which 
this act applies shall be elected by the qualified electors of their respec- 
tive counties at the same time and for the same term of office as circuit 
court judges. If the judge of another court is serving ex officio as judge 
of the juvenile court of any county when this act becomes applicable 
in such county the presiding judge of the circuit court of sucii county 
shall immediately call a meeting of the circuit judges of the circuit in 
which such county lies to appoint the judge of such juvenile court. 
Notice of the time and place of such meeting shall be given in writing 
by the presiding judge to each circuit judge of such circuit at least three 
days prior to the day of the meeting. It shall be the duty of ail the 
judges of the circuit court to be present at all such meetings and ad- 
journed meetings to proceed to fill the office of judge of the juvenile 
court as herein provided. However, a majority of the judges of the 
circuit shall constitute a quorum at any meeting held for the purpose 
of appointing a judge of the juvenile court; and any such meeting may 
be adjourned from time to time; provided, that any juvenile judge so 
appointed must receive the votes of a majority of the circuit judges of 
such circuit. The clerk of the circuit court of the county shall act as 
secretary of the meeting and shall certify the appointment of the judge 
of the juvenile court to the governor of Alabama. The first judge of the 
juvenile court so appointed shall begin his term of office on the next 
succeeding October first after this act becomes effective. 
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Whenever there is a vacancy for any cause other than expiration 
of the term the presiding judge of the circuit shall again call the other 
judges to a meeting for the purpose of appointing a successor to the 
judge of the juvenile court who has died or otherwise vacated the office. 
Appointments made to fill vacancies occurring during terms shall be for 
the remainder of the unexpired term. 


Section 4. The governor shall issue a commission to the person ap- 
pointed or elected as judge of a juvenile court under this act in the same 
manner as provided by law for other commissioned officials. 


Section 5. The salary of the judge of the juvenile court in each 
county to which this act applies shall be nine thousand six hundred 
dollars ($9,600.00) a year, payable in equal semi-monthly installments 
out of the general fund of the county. 


Section 6. The judge of the juvenile court in each county to which 
this act applies shall have authority to fix the character and form of the 
records of such court and to make and promulgate rules of procedure 
necessary or convenient for the preparation and trial or disposition of 
causes and the transaction of business of such court. He may practice 
law insofar as it does not interfere with his duties as a judge, but not in 
any case or matter that arose in said juvenile court, nor in any matter 
or case in any domestic relations division of the circuit court of any such 
county. Said judge, before entering upon the duties of his office shall 
take and subscribe to the oath of office as provided for other commis- 
sioned public officers. 


Section 7. Appeals from such juvenile courts shall lie to the cir- 
cuit court of any such county, except in those counties which have a 
separate domestic relations division, in which case appeals shall lie to 
such domestic relations division. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

The special county privilege license tax or taxes levied 
in Bullock County under Act No. 176, H. 687, Regular Session 1957, 
shall be subject to all the definitions, exceptions, proceedings, require- 
ments, rules, regulations, provisions, penalties, fines, punishments and 
deductions as set out in the state sales tax act, Act No. 100, H. 94, Second 
Special Session 1957, as amended, and in the state use tax act levied 
in Section 787 through Section 811 and Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, 
Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, except where inapplicable or where 
herein otherwise provided, all of which are adopted and made a part 
hereof by reference, including the provisions for the enforcement and 
collection thereof. 


Section 2. Such special county taxes, together with the interest 
and penalties imposed by this Act, shall be a lien upon the property of 
any person, firm, or corporation due said taxes under the provisions of 
Act No. 176, H. 687 Regular Session 1957 and all of the provisions of the 
revenue laws of the State of Alabama applying to or with reference to 
the enforcement of liens for license taxes due the State, shall apply 
fully to the collection of the special county taxes levied under Act No.

Section 3. Such special county taxes levied shall be collected by 
and be paid to the Court of County Commissioners of Bullock County 
or to its officially designated agent.

majority of the voters in the respective political subdivisions before the 
provisions of this act can become operative as to any such subdivision. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. As used in this act, the term “elected official” shall in- 
clude the mayors and members of ‘the board of commissioners and city 
and town councils of every incorporated mucicipality in Mobile County 
and shall also include the following officials of Mobile County: members 
of the County Commission, tax assessor, tax collector, treasurer, com- 
missioner of licenses, judge of probate, judges of the Court of General 
Sessions, circuit clerk and sheriff. It shall not include circuit judges, 
circuit solicitor, county administrator, county coroner, members of the 
Board of School Commissioners or members of the legislature from Mo- 
bile County. The term “former elected official” shall mean any person 
who has formeriy served in any one or more of the offices described by 
the term “elected official’. 


Section 2. Each former elected official who has served not less 
than eighteen (18) years in said office or a combination of two or more 
of said offices shail Lé entitled tc, and shall he naid, a retirement allow- 
ance equal to fifty per cent (50%) of average compensation in such 
official’s ten highest-paid years while in covered office. 


Section 3. Each elected official who, upon completion of his service 
in a covered office or combination thereof, shall have served not less than 
eighteen (18) years in said office or combination thereof and shall contri- 
bute an amount equal to two and one-half percent (24%%) of the annual 
salary of the covered office in which he serves, shall be entitled to, and 
shall be paid, a retirement allowance equal to fifty percent (50%) of 
average compensation in such official’s ten highest- paid years while in 
covered office. Such contributions shall be paid in equal monthly install- 
ments to the general fund of the governmental unit which such official 
serves. 
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Section 4. The retirement benefit provided for in Sections 2 and 3 
above shall start when the person entitled thereto attains his 65th birth- 
day, if male, or her 62nd birthday, if female. However, retirement 
benefits shall start for an eligible participant earlier in the event of total 
and permanent disability. Total and permanent disability means a physi- 
cal or mental condition of an eligible participant resulting from a bodily

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala~- 
bama is proposed, to become valid when approved and proclaimed as 
provided by law: 


Proposed Amendment 


“Any provision of the Constitution or laws of the State of Alabama 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the municipality of Livingston in 
Sumter County shall have full and continuing power and authority, after 
an election held in accordance herewith, to do any one or more of the 
following: 


“1. To purchase, construct, lease, or otherwise acquire real property, 
plants, buildings, factories, works, facilities, machinery and equipment 
of any kind. 
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“2. ‘To lease, sell for cash or on credit, exchange, give and convey 
any such property described in subdivision 1 above, to any person, firm, 
association or corporation. 


“3. To promote local industrial, commercial or agricultural devel- 
opment and the location of new industries or businesses therein. 


“4, To become a stockholder in any corporation, association or 
company. 


“5. To lend this credit or to grant public moneys and things of value 
in aid of, or to, any individual, firm, association, or corporation whatso- 
ever. 


“6. To become indebted and to issue and sell interest bearing bonds, 
warrants (which may be payable from funds to be realized in future 
years), notes or other obligations or evidences of indebtedness, to a prin- 
cipal amount not exceeding fifty percent of the assessed value of taxable 
property therein as determined for state taxation, in order to secure 
funds for the purchase, construction, lease or acquisition of any of the 
property described in subdivision 1 above or to be used in furtherance 
of any of the other powers or authorities granted in this amendment. 
Such obligations or evidences of indebtedness may (in addition to any 
pledge or pledges authorized by subdivision 8 of this amendment) be 
issued upon the full faith and credit of the municipality of Livingston, 
or may be limited as to the source of their payment. 


“7, To levy and collect annually, in addition to all other taxes now 
authorized or permitted, a special tax or taxes of not exceeding two 
percent on the value of all taxable property therein as determined for 
state taxation, in the same manner as other county or municipal taxes 
are levied and collected. Such tax may be upon all property in the 
municipality of Livingston in Sumter County, or upon all property in any 
district the boundaries of which the governing body of such municipality 
shall describe and which it shall determine to be specially improved and 
benefited by any proposed use or expenditure of the proceeds of such 
tax. 


“8. To pledge to the payment of any bonds, warrants, notes or other 
obligations or evidences of indebtedness the annual proceeds from any 
such special tax or taxes and to obligate itself irrevocably to continue 
to levy and collect such taxes annually until such obligations or evidences 
of indebtedness are paid in full and to pledge thereto any rental or sales 
proceeds of property leased or sold by it. 


“9, To create a public authority or corporation having such powers, 
managed and governed by such board or governing body, and subject 
to such limitations as the governing body of the municipality of Livings- 
ton in Sumter County may impose, by approving and filing a certificate 
to that effect in the office of the judge of probate or the Secretary of 
State, or their respective successors in function, and to delegate to such 
public authority or corporation and its board or governing body all 
powers and authority conferred in this amendment upon the munici- 
pality. 


“The recital in any bonds, warrants, notes or other obligations or 
evidences of indebtedness that they were issued pursuant to this amend- 
ment or that they were issued to provide funds to be used in furtherance 
of any power or authority herein authorized or that any special tax 
herein authorized has been pledged to the payment thereof shall be con- 
clusive; no purchaser or holder thereof need inquire further; and the 
levy and collection of such tax shall continue until the principal of and 
interest on such obligations or evidences of indebtedness shall have been 
paid in full. The bonds, warrants, notes or other obligations or evidences 
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of indebtedness issued hereunder shall not be considered an indebtedness 
of the municipality of Livingston in Sumter County for the purpose of 
determining the borrowing capacity of the county under Section 225 of 
the Constitution; and the taxes herein authorized shall be in addition 
to those provided for or permitted in Section 216 of the Constitution and 
all amendments thereto. 


“This amendment shall be self-executing; but the legislature shall 
have the right and power by general, special or local act to adopt laws 
supplemental to this amendment or in furtherance of the purposes and 
objectives hereinabove set forth. 


“10. The municipality of Livingston in Sumter County shail not 
make any engagement or commitment or undertake any project under 
the provisions hereof unless and until the proposition has been approved 
by a majority of the qualified electors of the municipality. The governing 
body of the municipality may provide for holding such election, but in na 
case shall an election be held until notice of the election and of the 
Bropostyen to be voted on has been published for at least three successive 
weeks,” 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months 
from final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The 
election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 
and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, 
Articie 18, Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall 
be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the 
day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
State. In every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of 
the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In addition to all other taxes imposed by law, every 
person, firm, or corporation who sells, stores, delivers, uses or otherwise 
consumes cigarettes or cigars in Winston County shall pay a privilege, 
license or excise tax in the folowing amounts: 

(a) One cent ($0.01) for each package of cigarettes, made of tobacco 
or any substitute therefor. 


(b) One cent ($0.01) for each cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 


Provided, however, when the license tax hereby required to be paid 
shall have been paid by a wholesaler or seller of cigarettes and cigars 
such payment shall be sufficient, the intent being that such license tax 
hereby required to be paid shall be paid but once on each package of 
cigarettes and on each cigar. 


Section 2. Every person, firm, corporation, club or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution in Winston 
County any cigarettes or cigars shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed herein to the price of the cigarettes 
and cigars, it being the purpose and intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the consumer with the person, firm, corpora- 
tion, club or association, who selis or sivres or receives for the purpose of 
distributing the cigarettes or cigars, acting merely as agent for the col- 
lection of the tax. The dealer, storer, or distributor shall state the 
amount of the tax separately from the price of the cigarettes and cigars 
on all price display signs, sales or delivery slips, bills and statements 
which. advertise or indicate the price of the ciagrettes and cigars. It shall 
be unlawful for any dealer, storer or distributor engaged in or continuing 
in the county in the business for which the tax is hereby levied to fail 
or refuse to add to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the 
amount due on account of the tax herein provided or to refund or offer 
to refund all or any part of the amount collected or to absorb or advertise 
directly or indirectly the absorption of the tax or any portion thereof. 
Any person, firm, corporation, club or association violating any of the 
provisions of his section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or 
imprisoned in the county jail for not more than sixty days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.

Section 4. The state department of revenue is hereby authorized to 
promulgate and enforce rules and regulations to effectuate the purposes 
of this Act.

The board of revenue, court of county commissioners, 
or other like governing body of Winston County is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay to T. A. Baldy of, Winston County the sum of four 
thousand doilars ($4,006) from any funds ii the county treasury not 
otherwise appropriated as reimbrusement for medical and hospital ex- 
penses incurred and as compensation for personal injuries suffered by 
him as the result of an injury received by him in 1964 while performing 
his duty as a deputy sheriff of the county. The Legislature finds that 
the circumstances surrounding the injury were such that the said T. A. 
Baldy has an equitable and just claim against Winston County but no 
recourse at law to recover his damages. 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the follow- 
ing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit:

by minors under eighteen (18) years of age; and to provide penalties for 
exhibiting and viewing prohibited film or view. 


To regulate the handling, control, custody and disposition 
of all official or trust funds by clerks of the circuit court in counties in 
this state having a population of 500,000 or more according to the last 
or any subsequent Federal census; to provide that the county commission.

Mr. Engel, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legisla- 
tion No. 3, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1145. Relating to the powers of cities having populations of not 
less than 200,000 and not more than 300,000 according to the most recent 
federal decennial census; authorizing the governing bodies of such cities 
to adopt ordinances to permit certain commissions for the preservation 
and protection of the historic architectural character of the city and the 
promotion of historic districts as tourist attractions, to provide certain 
outdoor dining facilities in connection with such promotion; amending 
Section 3 of Act No. 356, H. 627, Regular Session 1963 (Acts 1963, p. 855). 


H. 1147. Requiring all ships entering or leaving the Port of Mobile 
to fly the flag of their country of registry; requiring all advertising and 
sales of passenger ship services to evidence the country of registry of 
such ships; prescribing penalties; and authorizing and directing the de- 
partment of state docks to enforce the provisions of this Act. 


Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means,

H. 1061. To provide facilities for displaying certain exhibits in 
cooperation with the Army and NASA; creating the Army and Space 
Exhibits Commission as an agency of the State of Alabama and providing 
for its membership, terms, authority, and duties; authorizing the issuance 
of bonds; and providing exemptions from all taxes. 


This bill has no effect on state revenue. 


H. 1107. To amend further Code of Alabama 1940, Title 51, Section 
348, which relates to the franchise tax levied on foreign corporations. 


This measure amends Title 51, Section 348 relative to the levy of 
franchise tax on foreign corporations. Paragraph 5(c)—Determination 
of Capital employed in the State, was amended by the addition of the 
phrase “or by a state insurance department”. It appears that this change 
was necessary in order to preserve the constitutionality of the measure. 
Its impact will have some small effect on revenue with a negligible 
reduction of some $20,000 per year. 


H. 1123. To propose and provide for the submission of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama authorizing each municipality in 
the state to issue revenue bonds for the purpose of enlarging, improving 
or expanding any manufacturing, industrial or commercial project then 
owned by such municipality and acquired by it pursuant to the provisions 
of Act No. 756 (1951 Regular Session), as heretofore amended, or for the 
combined purpose of so enlarging, improving or expanding any such 
project and of refunding any revenue bonds theretofore issued by it 
under said Act No. 756, and providing that no such bonds shall be 
deemed to constitute bonds or indebtedness of the municipality by which 
they are issued within the meaning of Sections 222 and 225 of the Con- 
stitution if by their terms they are not made a charge on the general 
credit or tax revenues of such municipality and are made payable solely 
out of revenues to be derived by such municipality from the leasing 
of such project as so enlarged, improved or expanded. 


This bill has no effect on State Revenue. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


S. 216. To provide for the acquisition, financing and leasing of 
prison and correctional facilities; to authorize the Governor, the Com- 
missioner of Corrections, the Director of Finance, the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor and the Attorney General to become a public corporation to be 
known as Alabama Corrections Institution Finance Authority; to provide 
the procedure for incorporation, to designate the members, directors and 
officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the Authority, 
including the power to provide for the construction, reconstruction, im- 
provement, alteration and equipment of prisons, correctional institutions, 
buildings and facilities and the acquisition of sites therefor, the power 
of eminent domain, and the power to sell and issue not exceeding 
$5,500,000 principal amount of bonds for such purposes; to make tem- 
porary loans; to authorize the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide 
for the investment of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds of the 
Authority; to provide that all properties of the Authority and the income 
therefrom and all bonds issued and the income therefrom and all leases 
made and all lien notices filed shall be exempt from all taxation in the 
State of Alabama; to provide that such bonds shall constitute negotiable 
instruments; to provide that such bonds shall be payable solely out of 
revenues of the Authority and shall not create an obligation or debt 
of the State; to provide that any bonds issued by the Authority may be 
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used as security for deposits and investment of public funds and fidu- 
ciary funds; to specify the application of the proceeds of the bonds of the 
Authority; to provide for the construction and equipment of buildings 
and facilities; to authorize the conveyance to said Authority of lands 
owned by the State; to authorize the sale or lease of lands conveyed by 
the State and the use of sale or rental proceeds to construct, reconstruct, 
or equip buildings or facilities, herein authorized, or to pay bonds issued 
for such purpose; to authorize the Authority to pledge its revenues and 
receipts to pay the principal of and interest on its bonds; to authorize 
the filing for record of an instrument reciting the issuance of said bonds 
and the creation of said pledge as a lien on said revenues which filing 
will constitute constructive notice; to provide that the State Treasurer 
shall be the custodian of the funds of the Authority; to provide for the 
lease by the Authority of its buildings and facilities to the Board of Cor- 
rections, and to others; to provide for the lease by the Board of Cor- 
rections and other State agencies of prison and correctional buildings and 
facilities from the Authority; to authorize the publication of notice of 
the resolution authorizing any bonds, pledges and covenants and to 
specify a limitation of time thereafter for actions or defenses respecting 
said bonds, pledges and covenants; and to provide for dissolution of said 
Authority and conveyance of its assets and properties to the State upon 
payment of said bonds; and to grant authority and provide restrictions 
incidental to the performance of the foregoing. 


This bill authorizes the issuance of $5,500,000.00 in bonds to be 
repaid by sale or rental of all or any part of Kilby property. 


H. 848. To amend Section 2 of Act No. 545, Acts of Alabama 1963, 
Volume 2, page 1162, entitled “An Act To appropriate to the Department 
of Conservation, Division of State Parks, Monuments and Historical 
Sites, the sum of One Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars or so much there- 
of as may be necessary for the purpose of paying such sums as may be 
ordered by the Federal Court in settlement of equities in the litigation 
concerning the Gulf State Park properties, and further for the purchase 
of a motel and certain lands adjacent thereto located within Gulf State 
Park in Baldwin County, Alabama, and further authorize the Director of 
Conservation to make such purchase from the Small Business Adminis- 
tration, an agency of the United States Government.” 


This bill provides for a technical change in Act No. 545, Acts of 
Alabama 1963. Will not increase spending. 


H. 1157. To provide for purchasing and furnishing state-owned 
textbooks for classes and schools operated by the Alabama Institute 
for Deaf and Blind. 


This bill will cost $3,000.00 per year. 


S. 223. To amend Section 2 of Act No. 648 enacted at the 1949 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, as heretofore amended, 
so as to re-state and expand the declaration of legislative intent of said 
act to include, as one of the purposes of said act, the re-location, in or 
around the same municipality, of manufacturing, industrial, commercial 
or research projects to replace any such projects all or a major portion 
of which have been acquired for one or more public purposes by certain 
public bodies, whether by purchase, condemnation or otherwise. 


This bill has no effect on state revenue or state expenditures, 


H. 1140. To make a supplemental appropriation for the payment of 
salaries from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


This bill appropriates $26,905 for each of the fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1966 and September 30, 1967 from the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund. 
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H. 574. To authorize the USS Alabama Battleship Commission to 
carry fire and casualty, workmen’s compensation, and public liability 
insurance of all kinds and to pay the premiums thereon and to fix the 
liability in connection therewith and to authorize suits directly against 
the insurance carriers on any such policies. 


This bill has no effect on state revenue. 


H. 1089. To provide for payment of certain claims against the State 
and making an appropriation from the state treasury for such purpose. 


This bill appropriates the sum of $9,049.72 from the State General 
Fund for the purpose of paying claims against the State for work and 
services rendered and supplies and materials furnished in the construc- 
tion and equipment of the Governor’s Mansion at Gulf Shores. 


Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


S. 280 (with substitute). To fix the compensation of the Com- 
missioner of Revenue. 


This bill increases expenditure from the Department of Revenue’s 
funds in the amount of $3,500.00 per year. It also increases expenditure 
from the State Department of Aeronautics funds in the amount of 
$3,000.00 per year. 


Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were. severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


S. 39. To amend Section 13 of Title 5 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940. 


This bill relates to the Annual Assessment of Banks and does not 
have any effect on State Revenue. 


H. 1108. To amend Sections 2 and 5 of Act No. 157, H. 126, Second 
Special Session 1963, the act establishing the University of South Ala- 
bama. 


This bill has no effect on State Revenue. 


H. 422. To authorize the Alabama Public School and College Au- 
thority to sell and issue its bonds to provide for the construction, recon- 
struction, improvement, alteration and equipment of college building 
facilities needed for establishment of a medical college or school of 
medicine at the University of South Alabama; to provide that said bonds 
shall be in addition to the bonds authorized to be sold and issued under 
the provisions of H. B. 29, First Special Session 1965, and shall be 
subject to the same terms, conditions, and pledges as other bonds issued 
by the Authority. 


This bill authorizes the Alabama Public School and College Au-~ 
thority to sell and issue its bonds in the amount of $5,000,000 for 
facilities at the University of South Alabama. 


H. 610. To Authorize and Provide for an Additional Circuit Court 
Judge in the Thirty-Third Judicial Circuit of Alabama, and to Prescribe 
the Qualifications, Compensations, Powers, Duties and Authority of Such 
Judge. 
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This bill will decrease the State General Fund in the amount of 
$27,000. 


H. 894. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
authorizing each county and municipality of the State to levy and collect 
additional property taxes for library purposes. 


This bill has no effect on State Revenue. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 207, 208, and 218, of Title 22 and to add Section. 
207(1) to Title 22 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended, relating 
to Milk Control Board. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. Section 207, Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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‘Section 207 MILK CONTROL BOARD—tThere shall be a milk con- 
trol board to be known as “The Alabama State Milk Control Board,” to 
consist of six members. The members shall hold office until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualified under the provisions of the next 
succeeding section and shall have the powers and perform the duties 
provided for in this article. 


SECTION 2. Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended, is 
amended by adding thereto Section 207(1), which shall read as follows: 


Section 207(1) HOW MEMBERS SELECTED—The members of the 
milk control board shall be appointed by the Governor of Alabama, 
with the following qualifications: Two persons who are “wholesale 
producers,” two persons who are “distributors,” two persons who are 
“consumers,” and who are not otherwise engaged in the milk business. 
All such members shall serve during good behavior and shall not be 
subject to removal from office or involuntary retirement from office 
during the duration of the term of office, unless the Governor shall deter- 
mine that any member of the Board shall have become incapacitated, by 
reason of physical or mental disability or illness, to the extent that he 
cannot efficiently perform the duties of his office. Any and all vacancies, 
whether arising from expiration of term, voluntary or involuntary retire- 
ment or death, shall be filled in the same manner as provided for each 
original respective appointment. The Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Industry shall be an ex-officio member of the Board; he may designate 
any member of the Department of Agriculture and Industry to represent 
him at its meetings. During the month of February, 1967, one producer 
member, one distributor member, and one consumer member shall be 
appointed and shall hold office for two years beginning February, 1967. 
During February, 1967, one producer member, one distributor member, 
and one consumer member shall be appointed by the Governor and shall 
hold office for four years beginning February, 1967. Thereafter, all 
appointments except appointments to fill unexpired terms of office shall 
be for four years. During the month of February, 1967, and during the

SECTION 3. Section 208, Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 208 EMPLOYEES OF THE MILK CONTROL BOARD—The 
milk control board may employ such employees and assistants and legal

representatives and counsel as it may deem necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this chapter and may authorize and affix their respective 
salaries, wages, or compensation and such employees shall be paid sub- 
sistence and necessary traveling expenses at the rate allowed other state 
employees. All such employees and assistants and legal representatives 
and counsel shall serve at the will of the milk control board and may be 
removed by it at any time but all expenditures made under the authority 
of this chapter shall and must be paid from receipts hereinafter provided 
for. The milk control board shall have the authority to call upon the 
attorney general of the state of Alabama for any legal opinion, the 
same as other state agencies, and there shall be one or more assistants 
attorney general assigned to the milk control board to lend such legal 
assistance to the board as may be required. It shall be the duty of any 
solicitor of the state of Alabama when requested by the milk control 
board to investigate, institute, and prosecute any violation of the milk 
control law or any lawful order, rule, or regulation of the milk control 
board. However, the milk control board may have its own attorney or 
legal counsel to institute for it and in its name any civil action which 
the milk control board may deem it necessary or advisable to institute 
to enforce any provision of this chapter or any lawful order, rule, or 
regulation of the milk control board. The milk control board shall have 
the authority to designate its own attorney to assist the solicitor as 
special prosecutor in any criminal prosecution brought for any violation 
of this chapter or any lawful order, rule or regulation of the state milk 
control board or to defend the milk control board in any action wherein 
its interests are involved. 


SECTION 4. Section 218, Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 218 RECORDS—In addition to the records which the milk 
control board is heretofore authorized to require of licensee, the milk 
control board shall require licensee to keep the following records: 
Record of all milk produced, and the source or location of the production 
of such milk. A record of all milk received or purchased detailed as to. 
source and as to names and addresses of suppliers with a record of the 
butterfat test, price paid, deductions or charges made. A record of all 
milk sold classified as to grade or usage, location and market outlet, and 
size and style of container with prices and amount received therefor. A 
record of the quantity of each controlled milk product manufactured 
and quantity of milk or cream used in the manufacture of each controlled 
product. Also the quantity and value of milk products sold. A record 
of wastage or loss of milk or butterfat. A record of items of operating 
or handling expenses and profit or loss. Such other records and informa- 
tion pertaining to milk as the milk control board may deem necessary 
for the proper enforcement of this chapter.” 


SECTION 5. 

The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the Act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 

SECTION 6. 

All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are repealed. 

SECTION 7. 

This Act shall become effective on February 1, 1967.

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Reserves, on active duty for training, and the Merchant Marine, or the 
wife of any member of the armed services if she meets the requirements 
of said section, may, not more than forty-five nor less than five days 
prior to the election at which he or she desires to vote, make application 
for an absentee ballot, as herein provided to be made by a prospective 
voter in writing or by filling out the Federal post card application form, 
authorized and provided for under the provisions of ‘The Federal Voting 
Assistance Act of 1955’ (Public Law 296, Chapter 656, H. R. 4048, ap- 
proved August 9, 1955, 84th Congress, Ist Session), and mailing such 
application to the register, or to the person designated to serve instead 
of the register. The affidavit herein provided to be attached to the 
absentee ballot shall be executed by the prospective voter in person 
before such commanding officer or authority in charge who shall certify 
to such fact. Such ballot shall be returned by United States mail to the 
register or to the person acting in his stead and shall be by him marked 
the day and hour of the receipt thereof.

The commission shall be 
composed of the Governor, who shall be the chairman thereof, the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Industries, the President of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation, the Director of the Auburn University Ex- 
periment Station System, the Director of the Alabama Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service, the Director of the State Planning and Industrial 
Development Board, and two persons to be appointed by the Governor, 
one who is actively engaged in the business of fruit and vegetable 
production and one who is actively engaged in processing business. 
The pape of the commission shall serve without remuneration of 
any kind. 


Section 2. It is the intent of the Legislature by the passage of this 
Act to authorize the Alabama Food Processing Commission to establish, 
acquire, own and lease a pilot food processing plant for experimental 
purposes. 


Section 3. The commission shall meet on the call of the chairman, 
at such times and places as he may direct. The rules of procedure 
generally applicable to deliberative bodies shall be observed by the 
commission. The commission may appoint clerks, stenographers, and 
such other personnel as may be needed in the performance of its duties. 
The personnel employed by the commission shall not be subject to the 
state merit system act, and their compensation, conditions of work, and 
duties shall be prescribed by the commission. 


Section 4. The commission may acquire by purchase, lease, or 
gift a site for the location in this State of a pilot food processing plant, 
and may enter into contracts and agreements concerning the establish- 
ment, operation, and maintenance of such pilot plant. Such contracts and 
agreements would be first offered to Alabama concerns prior to offering 
to out-of-state concerns. 
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Section 5. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or other like governing body of any county, and the governing body of 
any municipality, may make such appropriations as they consider proper 
to assist the commission in the establishment of any project coming 
within the purview of this Act. 


Section 6. The sum of $300,000 is hereby appropriated from any 
funds in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated, to the use of the 
commission to effectuate the purposes of this Act. Towever, such 
appropriation is conditional upon the condition of the treasury as as- 
certained by the Governor, and shall be released and paid out only upon 
approval by the Governor. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

To authorize and make provision for the incorporation of 
Municipal Parking Authorities as public corporations for the purpose of 
acquiring, constructing, enlarging, equipping, improving, maintaining,

able solely out of the revenues of the Authority issuing such bonds; to 
specify provisions of such revenue bonds issued by any such Authority 
and to provide that such revenue bonds shall be deemed negotiable in- 
struments; to provide that such revenue bonds issued by any such 
Authority may be secured by pledge of any of the revenues of the 
Authority issuing such bonds, whether the Authority’s right to such 
revenues then exists or may thereafter come into existence and by mort- 
gage on any property of any such Authority whether then in existence 
or thereafter acquired; to provide that such pledge may be provided 
for in an indenture between the Authority issuing such bonds and a 
trustee or by resolution providing for the issuance of the bonds; to pro- 
vide that such pledge shall be valid and binding when made and effective 
against third parties without notice from the time a statement thereof 
is filed in the office of the judge of probate of the county in which the 
principal office of the Authority is located; to provide that any such 
Authority may include in any indenture or resolution authorizing the 
issuance of such bonds provisions customarily contained in instruments 
securing evidence of indebtedness; to provide that bonds issued and 
contracts entered into by any such Authority pursuant to this Act shall 
not constitute or create a debt of the State or of any political subdivision 
thereof; to specify the uses to which the proceeds of revenue bonds 
issued by any such Authority may be put; to authorize the refunding of 
said bonds; to provide for remedies in the event of any default; to 
exempt from all taxation the bonds issued by any such Authority and the 
income therefrom and the property and income of any said Authority; 
to authorize the investment of any idle funds of any county, city or 
town within this State in bonds issued by any such Authority; to provide 
that bonds issued by any such Authority shall be legal investments for 
fiduciaries, savings banks and insurance companies; to authorize the 
publication of notice of the adoption of any resolution authorizing the 
issuance of bonds by any such Auhority and specifying the time after 
such publication within which actions and defenses may be asserted 
respecting such bonds, pledge and indenture and the proceedings au- 
thorizing the same, and to provide for the dissolution of any such 
Authority and the disposition of its property.

Before or within a rea- 
sonable period of time after acquisition or construction by any Authority 
organized hereunder of any off-street parking facility for the use of 
which tolls, charges or rentals are to be collected, such Authority shall 
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by published notice invite the submission of bids for the lease and 
operation of said facilitiy by the highest satisfactory bidder. The notice 
of the invitation for such bids shall be published at least once a week for 
three succesive weeks preceding the date required for submission of 
bids, in a newspaper of general circulation in the county in which is 
located the principal office of the Authority. Said published notice 
shall set out such terms, provisions, and conditions for the lease of the 
facility as the board may deem necessary or desirable to be included 
in the lease agreement. The board shall have the power to reject ail 
bids in the event no bid is received which conforms to the provisions, 
terms and conditions set out in the published notice provided for here- 
inabove, but in that event the Authority shall promptly advertise, in the 
manner prescribed hereinabove, for new bids to be submitted not more 
than three months after the date prescribed for the original submission. 
Prior to leasing any such parking facility, the board must determine and 
find the following: The amount necessary in each year to pay the prin- 
cipal of and interest on any bonds of the Authority issued hereunder or 
proposed to be issued hereunder to finance the acquisition and con- 
struction of said facility; the amount necessary to be paid each year 
into any reserve funds which the board may deem it advisable to estab- 
lish in connection with the retirement of said bonds and the maintenance 
of said parking facility; and, unless the terms under which said facility 
is to be leased provide that the lessee shall maintain said facility and 
carry all insurance (including liability insurance) deemed proper by 
the board with respect thereto, the estimated cost of maintaining said 
facility in good repair and securing such insurance. The agreement for 
the lease of any such parking facility by an Authority hereunder shall 
provide for payment of rentals, based on such findings and determina- 
tions, as are sufficient (a) to pay the principal of and interest on any 
bonds of the Authority issued hereunder to finance the acquisition and 
construction of that facility, (b) to build up and maintain any reserves 
deemed by the board to be advisable in connection therewith, and (c) 
unless the agreement of lease provides that the lessee shall maintain 
and carry all insurance (including liability insurance) deemed proper 
by the board with respect to said facility, to pay the cost of maintaining 
said facility in good repair and paying for such insurance. The lease 
agreement may, at the discretion of the board, contain provisions 
prescribing minimum operating hours, maximum charges to be collected 
by the operator, and other terms to be observed by the lessee.”

PASSAGE OF H. 439, AS AMENDED 

H. 439. To authorize and make provision for the incorporation of 
Municipal Parking Authorities as public corporations for the purpose of 
acquiring, constructing, enlarging, equipping, improving, maintaining, 
developing and operating facilities for parking motor vehicles, and 
related facilities, including offices for each such Authority, and leasing 
or letting such buildings, structures or facilities; to provide that in order 
for any such Authority to be organized, application must be made to the 
governing body of the city or town in Alabama within the municipal 
boundaries of which the Authority is to do business, and permission for 
organization of such Authority must be obtained from the governing 
body to which application is made; to provide for the selection of the 
directors and officers of each such Authority; to specify the powers 
of each such Authority; to endow each such Authority with eminent 
domain powers; to provide that laws, ordinances and regulations relating 
to the advertising and award of construction or purchase contracts which 
are applicable to the city or town authorizing the establishment of the 
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Authority shall also be applicable to each such Authority; to provide 
that any city or town of this State which authorizes establishment of 
such an Authority may aid and cooperate with such Authority in the 
planning, undertaking, acquisition, construction and operation of parking 
facilities and may lend, give, donate, sell, convey or transfer to any 
such Authority money, property or any right capable of transfer; to 
authorize the issuance by each such Authority of interest bearing revenue 
bonds payable solely out of the revenues of the Authority issuing such 
bonds; to specify provisions of such revenue bonds issued by any such 
Authority and to provide that such revenue bonds shall be deemed 
negotiable instruments; to provide that such revenue bonds issued by any 
such Authority may be secured by pledge of any of the revenues of the 
Authority issuing such bonds, whether the Authority’s right to such 
revenues then exists or may thereafter come into existence and by mort- 
gage on any property of any such Authority whether then in existence 
or thereafter acquired; to provide that such pledge may be provided 
for in an indenture between the Authority issuing such bonds and a 
trustee or by resolution providing for the issuance of the bonds; to pro- 
vide that such pledge shall be valid and binding when made and 
effective against third parties without notice from the time a statement 
thereof is filed in the office of the judge of probate of the county in 
which the principal office of the Authoriy is located; to provide that any 
such Authority may include in any indenture or resolution authorizing 
the issuance of such bonds provisions customarily contained in instru- 
ments securing evidence of indebtedness; to provide that bonds issued 
and contracts entered into by any such Authority pursuant to this Act 
shall not constitute or create a debt of the State or of any poliical 
subdivision thereof; to specify the uses to which the proceeds of revenue 
bonds issued by any such Authority may be put; to authorize the refund- 
ing of said bonds; to provide for remedies in the event of any default;

authorizing the issuance of bonds by any such Authority and specifying 
the time after such publication within which actions and defenses may be 
asserted respecting such bonds, pledge and indenture and the proceedings 
authorizing the same, and to provide for the dissolution of any such 
Authority and the disposition of its property.

Such hearing shall be held as early as practical within 
not more than thirty days after receipt of such request in the county 
wherein the licensee resides unless the director of public safety and the 
licensee agree that such hearing may be held in some other county.” 


and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Upon suspending the license of any person as hereinbefore in this 
section authorized, the director of public safety shall immediately notify 
the licensee in writing and upon his request shall afford him an opportu- 
nity for a hearing as early as practical within not more than thirty days 
after receipt of such request in the county wherein the licensee resides 
unless the director of public safety and the licensee agree that such 
hearing may be held in some other county. The request for hearing shall 
be in writing and mailed to the director not more than fifteen days after 
receipt of notice suspending said livense. Pending the hearing herein- 
above provided for and pending the hearing and ruling thereon, the 
order of the director of public safety shall be suspended.’

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To revise and amend Section 68 of Title 36 of the Code of Alabama, 
1940, as amended and recompiled relating to the cancelling, suspending 
or revoking of license or driving permit. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 68 of Title 36 of the Code of Alabama, 1940, all of which 
relates to the cancelling, suspending or revoking or license or driving 
permit is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


_ Section 1. Cancellation, suspension or revocation of license or driv- 
ing permit.—The director of public safety is hereby authorized to cancel 
any driver’s license upon determining that the licensee was not entitled 
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to the issuance thereof hereunder or that said licensee failed to give the 
required or correct information in his application or committed any fraud 
in making such application. Upon such cancellation, the licensee must 
surrender the license so cancelled. If such licensee refuses to surrender 
such license, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, 
shall be punished in the manner hereinafter provided. The privilege of 
driving a motor vehicle on the highways of this state given to a resident 
or non-resident hereunder shall be subject to suspension or revocation 
by the director of public safety in like manner and for like cause as a 
driver’s license issued hereunder may be suspended or revoked. The 
director of public safety is further authorized, upon receiving a record 
of the conviction in this state of a non-resident driver of a motor vehicle 
of any offense under the motor vehicle laws of this state, to forward 
a certified copy of such record to the motor vehicle administration in 
the state wherein the person so convicted is a resident. The director of 
public safety is authorized to suspend or revoke the license of any 
resident of this state or the privilege of a resident or non-resident to 
drive a motor vehicle in this state upon receiving notice of the conviction, 
of such person in another state of any offense therein which, if committed 
in this state, would be grounds for the suspension or revocation of the 
license of a driver. For the purposes of this act conviction in another 
state shall include a disciplinary order by any court, board, or hearing 
officer, of any military establishment of the United States authorized 
by the Uniform Code of Military Justice. 


Section 2. (a)—-Whenever any person is convicted of any offense 
for which this article makes mandatroy the revocation of the driver’s 
license or driving privilege of such person by the director of public 
safety, the court in which such conviction is had shall require the sur- 
render to it of the driver’s license then held by the person so convicted 
and the court shall thereupon cause the same to be forwarded together 
with a record of such conviction to the director of public safety. Every 
court having jurisdicion over offenses committed under this article or 
any other law of this state or municipal ordinance of any municipality in 
this state regulating the operation of motor vehicles on highways, shall 
cause to be forwarded to the director of public safety a record of the con- 
viction of any person in said court for a violation of any said laws other 
than regulations governing standing or parking, and may recommend 
the suspension of the driver’s license of the person so convicted. For the 
purposes of this article the term “conviction” shall mean a final convic- 
tion. Also, for the purpose of this article a forfeiture of bail to secure a 
defendant’s appearance in court, which forfeiture has not been vacated, 
shall be equivalent to a conviction. For the purposes of this article a 
plea of nojo contendere upon which 2 penalty is assessed in this or any 
other state, or territory, shall be equivalent to a final conviction. 


Section 2. (b)—The director of public safety shall forthwith revoke 
the license or privilege of any driver upon receiving a record of such 
driver’s conviction in this or any other state, territory or possession of the 
United States of any of the following offenses, when such conviction has 
become final: 


Manslaughter resulting from the operation of a motor vehicle; driv- 
ing a motor vehicle by a person who is an habitual user of narcotic drugs 
or is under the influence of drugs, or while intoxicated; being in physical 
control of a motor vehicle while intoxicated; any felony in the commis- 
sion of which a motor vehicle is used; failure to stop and render aid as 
required under the laws of this state in the event of a motor vehicle 
accident resulting in the death or personal injury of another, or damage 
to the property of another; perjury or the making of a false affidavit or 
statement under oath to the director of public safety under this article 
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or under any other law relating to the ownership or operation of motor 
vehicles; conviction, or forfeiture of bail not vacated, upon three charges 
of reckless driving committed within a period of twelve months. 


Section 2. (c)—-The director of public safety is hereby authorized 
to suspend the license or privilege of a driver without preliminary hear-~ 
ing upon a showing by court records or other sufficient evidence that 
the licensee: Has been charged with an offense for which mandatory 
revocation of license is required upon conviction; is an habitually reck- 
less or negligent driver of a motor vehicle; is an habitual violator of 
the traffic laws; is incompetent to drive a motor vehicle; has permitted 
an unlawful or fraudulent use of such license; or has committed an 
offense in another state which if committed in this state would be 
grounds for suspension or revocation. 


Section 3. Before suspending the license or privilege of any person 
as hereinbefore in this act authorized, the director of public safety shall 
notify the person in writing, and such person shall within ten days give 
notice of a request for a hearing and such suspension shall be stayed 
until the expiration of the ten days and if no request is made for a hear- 
ing shall be effective on the eleventh day; provided that if a hearing is 
requested the director shall afford him an opportunity for a hearing 
pending which said suspension shall be stayed. Such hearing shall be as 
early as practical within not more than thirty days after receipt of such 
request in the county wherein the licensee resides unless the director 
of public safety and the licensee agree that such hearing may be held 
in some other county. Such hearing shall be before the director of public 
safety or his duly authorized agent, and upon such hearing the director of 
public safety or his duly authorized agent may administer oaths and may 
issue subpoenas for the attendance of witnesses and the production of 
relevant books and papers and may require a re-examination of the 
licensee. Upon such hearing the director of public safety or his duly 
authorized agent shall either rescind his order of suspension or, good. 
cause appearing therefor, may extend or modify the suspension of such 
licensee or revoke such license. If the hearing is conducted by a duly 
authorized agent instead of by the director of public safety himself, the 
action of such agent must be approved by the director of public safety. 


Section 4. The director of public safety shall not suspend a license: 
for a period of more than one year. The director of public safety upon 
suspending or revoking any license shall require that such license shall 
be surrendered to and be retained by the director of public safety except. 
that at the end of the period of suspension such license so surrendered 
shall be returned to the licensee. The expiration date of suspension shall 
be computed from the time such license is received by the director 
which date of receipt shall be the first day of the established period of 
suspension. If such licensee refuses to surrender such license, he shall 
be guilty fo a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be punished in the 
manner hereinafter provided. Any resident or non-resident whose right 
or privilege to drive a motor vehicle in this state has been suspended 
or revoked as provided in this section shall not drive a motor vehicle 
in this state under a license, permit, or registration certificate issued 
by any other jurisdiction or otherwise during such suspension. 


Section 5. Any person denied a license or whose license has been 
cancelled, suspended, or revoked by the director of public safety except 
where such cancellation or revocation is mandatory under the provisions 
of this article shall have the right to file a petition within thirty days 
thereafter for a hearing on the matter in the circuit court or court of 
like jurisdiction in the county wherein such person resides, and such 
court is hereby vested with jurisdiction and it shall be its duty to set. 
the matter for hearing upon thirty days’ written notice to the director 
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of public safety, and thereupon to take testimony and examine into the 
facts of the case and to determine whether the petitioner is entitled to a 
license or subject to suspension, cancellation, or revocation of license 
under the provision of this article. 


Section 6. For the purposes of this act unlicensed drivers shall be 
subject to and suffer the disabilities and penalties herein imposed upon 
persons whvu at the time of the application of the sanctions of this act 
were possessed of a valid driver license. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any portion 
hereof is declared invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent 
jurisdiction such declaration shall not affect any part of this act which 
remains. 


This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 2. Board of Trustees. Trustees shall be appointed to serve 
six-year terms, ending on ihe thirticth day of September, and two 
trustees shall be appointed every year except three trustees shail be 
appointed every sixth year. No trustee shall serve more than two con- 
secutive six-year terms; provided, however, that trustees shall continue 
to serve until their successors have been appointed and appruved.

When a decision of a said 
hearing committee is adopted by the board, the said decision then and 
there becomes a final decision and may be reviewed in the circuit court 
only upon a finding of the court that such decision was arbitrary, 
illegal, or capricious. 


(17) It is hereby authorized to retain legal counsel, and, with the 
consent of the Attorney General, to bring suits in any court in the name 
of the Alabama Mental Health Board to enforce this Act and such rules 
and regulations as have been duly promulgated under authority of this 
Act. 


(18) It is authorized to accept gifts, trusts, bequests, grants, endow- 
ments, or transfers of property of any kind, and shall prudently manage 
such property in accordance with the terms of such gift or transfer of 
property and in accordance with sound financial principles. 


(19) It is hereby authorized and directed to receive moneys coming 
to it by way of fees for services or by appropriations and shall prudently 
manage such moneys in accordance with sound financial principles. 


(20) The Board is hereby authorized to establish personnel policies 
and salary schedules for all officers and employees of the Alabama Men- 
tal Health Board and such policies and schedules shall not be limited 
by Title 41, Section 152, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, or any 
other provisions of law. Such personnel policies may be established so 
as to include certain jobs within the State merit system plan and so as 
to exclude other jobs, however, officers and employees of the Merging

The provisions of this Act are hereby declared to be 
serverable. Should any section or provision hereof be held invalid or 
unenforceable by a court of competent jurisdiction, said holding shall 
ne edi bentt Lad or render unenforceable the remaining provisions or sec- 
ions hereof.

As used in this Act “patients” is defined as those persons afflicted with 
mente or emotional illness; and “Board’’ means Alabama Mental Health 

oard. 


Section 9. Additional Powers of the Board. The Alabama Mental 
Health Board is given hereby the following additional and cumulative 
powers: 
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(1) It is authorized and directed to set up State plans for the pur- 
pose of controlling and treating any and all forms of mental and emo- 
tional illness, and shall divide the State into regions, districts, areas, or 
zones, which need not be geographic areas, but shall be areas for the 
purpose of establishing priorities and programs, and for organizational 
and administrative purposes. 


(2) It is designated and authorized to supervise, coordinate, and 
establish standards for all operations and activities of the State related 
to mental health and the providing of mental health services; and it is 
authorized to receive and administer any funds available from any 
source for the purpose of acquiring building sites for, constructing, 
equipping, maintaining, or operating mental health centers or facilities 
or institutions for the purpose of providing mental health services; pro- 
vided, however, that the State Board of Health is designated as the 
single and sole State agency to receive and administer any Federal funds 
available under Public Law 88-164, approved October 31, 1963, or any 
other Federal funds which are available now, or which may become 
available in the future, for construction of facilities for providing mental 
health services. 


(3) It is hereby designated as the single State agency of the State 
of Alabama to receive and administer any and all funds available from 
any source for the purpose of training, research, and education in regard 
to all forms of mental and emotional illness. 


(4) It is hereby authorized to enter into contracts with any other 
State or Federal agency, or with any private person, organization, or 
group capable of contracting, if it finds such action to be in the public 
interest. 


(5) It may, in its discretion, develop a program for the care of aged 
patients and operate, in any area of the State, nursing homes which shall 
care for and treat patients that require primary treatment for their 
geriatric infirmities; such nursing homes operated by the Board shall 
meet the standards duly promulgated by the State Board of Health and 
shall be licensed under its authority. The Board is further authorized to 
transfer such geriatric patients to private nursing homes if it finds such 
action to be in the public interest. 


(6) It is hereby authorized to apopint advisory councils as needed 
from among those leaders in disciplines concerned with mental and 
emotional illness, or from the public generally, to advise with it in 
regard to plans, programs, and regulations. The State Mental Health 
Officer is ex-officio chairman of these advisory councils and shall call 
meetings when advise is needed or when a majority of any such advisory 
council requests a meeting. 


(7) The members of such advisory councils shall be entitled to be 
reimbursed for mileage expenses, not to exceed the amount prescribed 
by State law for attending meetings called by the State Mental Health 
Officer. Such sums as are necessary to meet these mileage expenses are 
hereby appropriated from the Alabama Special Mental Health Fund and 
shall be paid on warrants signed by the State Mental Health Officer. 


(8) The Alabama Mental Health Board is hereby authorized and 
directed to establish and promulgate reasonable rules, policies, orders, 
and regulations providing details of carrying out its duties and responsi- 
bilities, including by-laws for its own organization, government, and 
procedure. 


(9) It is authorized and directed to purchase or lease land or acquire 
property by eminent domain and to purchase, lease, rent, sell, exchange,

or otherwise transfer property, land, buildings, or equipment in order 
to carry out its duties and responsibilities. 


(10) It is authorized and directed to determine reasonable fees for 
services which it makes available to the public, and it shall collect such 
fees unless, on application and investigation, it is determined that the 
person receiving such services is unable to pay the established fee, and, 
in such case, such amount as he is able to pay will be collected. 


(11) It is authorized and directed to establish and promulgate rea- 
sonable minimum standards for the construction and operation of facili- 
ties, including reasonable minimum standards for the admission, diagno- 
sis, care, treatment, transfer of patients and their records, and also in- 
cluding reasonable minimum standards for providing day care, outpatient 
care, emergency care, inpatient care and follow-up care when such care 
is provided for persons with mental or emotional illness. 


(12) It is authorized to inspect any institution or facility providing 
any kind of treatment or care for those suffering from mental or emo- 
tional illness and shall certify any such institution or facility which 
meets its minimum standards to the State Board of Health. 


(13) The State Board of Health may issue a license to operate such 
facilities or institutions as may be established under the provisions of this 
Act upon recommendation of the Board and upon certification by said 
Board that such facility or institution is in compliance with rules and 
regulations promulgated by said Board and approved by said State 
Board of Health. 


(14) It is authorized to establish and collect reasonable fees for 
necessary inspection services incidental to certification of compliance. 


(15) It is authorized and directed to hold such meetings as are con- 
venient and necessary to carry out its duties and responsibilities at such 
places as it may direct, and a quorum consisting of any seven members 
of the board of trustees shall be competent to act at all regular or special 
meetings. Special meetings may be called by the Chairman of the Board, 
by the State Mental Health Officer, or by any seven members of the 
Board upon giving a week’s notice to every member of the Board, and 
stating in the call the purpose of the meeting. 


_ (16) It is authorized and directed to provide hearings for anyone 
claiming to be damaged by decisions of its employees or agents and it 
may delegate the holdings of such hearings to hearing committees consist- 
ing of any three or more of its members. When a decision of a said hear- 
ing committee is adopted by the board, the said decision then and there 
becomes a final decision and may be reviewed in the circuit court only 
upon a finding of the court that such decision was arbitrary, illegal, or 
capricious. 


(17) It may, upon approval of the Attorney General, file and prose- 
cute suits in any court in the name of the Alabama Mental Health Board 
to enforce this Act and such rules and regulations as may be duly 
promulgated under authority of this Act, such suits may include actions 
for an injunction to restrain any person, agency, or organization from 
violating any provision of this Act or any rule or regulation duly promul- 
gated under authority of this Act; and it may also, with the approval 
of the Attorney General, authorize its legal counsel to attend to any other 
litigation which concerns the Board. 


(18) It is authorized to accept gifts, trusts, bequests, grants, endow- 
ments, or transfers of property of any kind, and shall prudently manage 
such property in accordance with the terms of such gift or transfer of 
property and in accordance with sound financial principles. 
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(19) It is hereby authorized and directed to receive moneys coming 
to it by way of fees for services or by appropriations and shall prudently 
manage such moneys in accordance with sound financial principles. 


(20) The Board is hereby authorized to establish personnel policies 
and salary schedules for all employees of the Alabama Mental Health 
Board and such policies and schedules shall not be limited by Title 41, 
Section 152, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, or any other provisions of 
law. Such personnel policies may be established so as to include certain 
positions under the State merit system law and so as to exclude other 
positions; however, employees of, and positions in, the Merging Agencies 
under the State merit system law prior to the effective date of this Act 
shall continue under such law thereafter unless any such position be 
abolished by the Board, and employees and positions not under such law 
prior to the effective date of this Act shall continue not under such law 
after the effective date of this Act until changed by the Board. 


Section 10. The State Mental Health Officer; duties; powers. The 
Alabama Mental Health Board shall elect an executive officer to be 
known as the State Mental Health Officer and shall fix his term of office 
and salary, such salary to be established without regard to any limitation 
now, or hereafter, established by law unless such law specifically refers 
to such State Mental Health Officer. The said State Mental Health Officer 
so elected shall, under the direction of the Alabama Mental Health Board 
appoint all officers and employees of the Board, or he may authorize any 
superintendent, division or bureau head, or other administrator, to select 
with his approval all staff members and employees, and shall fix the 
salaries of the officers and employees of the Alabama Mental Health 
Board without regard to any limitation established by law, unless such 
law passed hereafter shall refer to the particular officer or peat ta by of 
the Alabama Mental Health Board. The said State Mental Health Officer 
shall act for the Alabama Mental Health Board and shall carry out the 
policies of the Board when it is not in session, exercising all its powers 
and shall report his actions to said Board for confirmation or modification. 
The State Mental Health Officer may be removed from office by a major- 
ity of the Board for justifiable cause fully set forth in the minutes of their 
meeting. The State Mental Health Officer shall exercise supervision over 
all the officers and employees of the Alabama Mental Health Board, and 
should any such officer or employee fail to perform faithfully any of the 
duties which are lawfully prescribed for him, or if he fails or refuses to 
observe or conform to any rule, regulation, or policy of the Alabama Men- 
a Health Board, the State Mental Health Officer may remove him from 
office, 


Section 11. Certification or License required. No person, partner- 
ship, corporation, or association of persons shall operate a facility or in- 
stitution for the care or treatment of any kind of mental or emotional ill- 
ness as defined in this Act, without being certified by the Board or 
licensed by the State Board of Health; provided that nothing herein shall 
be construed so as to require a duly authorized physician, psychiatrist, 
psychologist, social worker, or Christian Science Practitioner to obtain 
a license for treatment of patients in his private office, unless he keeps 
two or more patients in his office for continuous periods of twenty-four 
hours or more in one week. 


Section 12. Legal Division. The Board may establish a legal divi- 
sion which shall be under the direction of an assistant attorney general, 
and it shall be his duty to conduct the legal affairs of the Board. With 
the approval of the Board, and of the Attorney General, he may appoint 
other attorneys to assist him who shall also be assistant attorneys general, 
and, for particular litigation, with the consent of the Attorney General 
and the Board, special counsel may be appointed. The compensation of 
any such attorney shall be paid from the funds of the Board. ; 
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Section 13. Penalties. Any person, partnership, corporation, or 
association that violates the provisions of this Act or any regulation 
promulgated under authority delegated to the Alabama Mental Health 
Board, and after due notice served by registered mail or personally, shali 
be liable to pay a penalty of $50.00 per day for each day of such violation. 
Any officer or any employee of the Alabama Mental Health Board, or any 
other person, who shall allow, assist, or abet in the escape of any patient 
confined by court action under the authority of the Alabama Mental 
Health Board, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. He may 
be punished by imprisonment in the county jail or at hard labor for the 
county, not exceeding ninety days, the imprisonment to be at the discre- 
tion of the judge trying or presiding over the trial of the case. 


Section 14. Court Review. Any person who has been legally dam- 
aged by a final order or decision of the Alabama Mental Health Board 
may have a review of such decision in the circuit court, sitting in equity, 
provided a sworn bill is filed within fifteen days of the date of such order 
or decision, charging that such order or decision was arbitrary, illegal, or 
capricious; and provided further that security be given to cover court 
costs and costs of preparing the record of the proceedings before the Ala- 
bama Mental Health Board, should the said order be upheld by the court. 


Section 15. Commitment Forms. The Alabama Mental Health 
Board shall prescribe forms for probate judges to use which would give 
information deemed necessary by the Board about prospective patients. 


_ Section 16. Report to the Legislature. As near after the end of the 
fiscal year as possible the Board shall print and send to the Governor a 
report consisting of activities of the Board, needs of facilities under its 
jurisdiction, mental health conditions in the State with respect to the 
extent to which needs are being met, plans for the future, financial report 
for the preceding year, and the names and addresses of the trustees; and 
a sufficient number of copies shall be printed to distribute to the mem- 
bers of the Legislature. 


Section 17. Budget. Every budget period the Board shall present to 
the Governor a request for funds based on projected needs for mental 
health services in the State, together with a budget showing the expendi- 
ture of such requested funds; and the Governor shall include in his ap- 
popration bill a request for funds to meet the financial needs of the 

oard. 


Section 18. Funds for Essential Functions. Any State supported 
facility under the jurisdiction of the Board providing services requiring 
on-premises residence of patients, including but not limited to Bryce Hos- 
nital, Searcy Hospital. and Partlow State School and Hospital, shall be 
considered an essential function of the State, and funds ailiocaied for the 
support of said State supported facilities shall not be subject to proration 
at any time a deficit occurs in the general fund. 


Section 19. Fees and Income. All fees, receipts, and income of the 
Alabama Mental Health Board are hereby appropriated for the support, 
administrative control, operation, maintenance, repairs, and improve- 
ments of the facilities, institutions, and services of the Board and shall 
me rors in the manner and for the purposes determined by the 

oard. 


Section 20. All laws or parts of laws local, special, or general, in 
conflict with this Act are hereby specifically repealed. 


Section 21. The provisions of this Act are hereby declared to be 
severable. Should any section or provision hereof be held invalid or unen- 
forceable by a court of competent jurisdiction, said holding shall not 
yee or render unenforceable the remaining provisions or sections 

ereof, 
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Section 22. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law. However, no changes in the operation of the Alabama State Hos- 
pitals, Partlow State School and Hospital, the Commission on Alcoholism, 
or the Division of Mental Hygiene are to be affected pursuant to this Act 
before October 1, 1965.

thereof, as amended, relating to the penalty for violations by providing 
that persons engaging in such professional services or work without a 
permit may be restrained and enjoined from performing such work. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 674 of Chapter 7 of Title 2 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940, as heretofore amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“Section 674. A. (a) PERMIT; EXAMINATION; FEES; STRUC- 
TURAL PEST CONTROL WORK REQUIREMENTS.—Before any per- 
son engages in professional work or services as defined in this Chapter, 
or before any person shall solicit such work through advertising or in 
any other manner, such person shall apply for and obtain from the 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries an annual permit therefor 
and the application for a permit shall be on forms furnished for this 
purpose. The annual permit fee shall be Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00); 
except, however, the annual permit fee for persons engaged in the type 
of entomological work known as structural pest control work, as here- 
inafter defined, shall be Fifty Dollars ($50.00); provided, further, that 
any person engaged in structural pest control work who conducts such 
work from more than one location or place of business which location 
is a branch office, as hereinafter defined, shall be required to obtain a 
branch office permit for each branch office and the permit fee shall 
be Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) for each such branch office. The fee 
levied hereunder for any permit issued on or after April 1 of any year 
shall be one-half of the amount prescribed above for a permit fee. All 
such permits shall expire on September 30, the end of the fiscal year 
for which they are issued and shall be renewable as of October 1 upon 
payment of the permit fee as herein prescribed and compliance with the 
other requirements of this Chapter. The Commissioner pursuant to rules 
and regulations as authorized hereunder may require applicants for a 
permit to submit statements as to training and experience in profes- 
sional work or services and applicants shall be required to pass such 
tests or examinations for each type or branch of professional services or 
work as the Examining Board may prescribe for the type of work that 
applicant desires to perform. An examination fee of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) shall accompany each application for an examination; provided, 
however, such examination fee shall entitle the applicant to take all 
examinations for any branch or type of professional work or services 
that may be given at one particular time. All permit fees and examina- 
tion fees collected hereunder shall be deposited in the State Treasury to 
the credit of the Agricultural Fund for use and expenditure for the 
administration and enforcement of this Chapter. The term “STRUCTUR- 
AL PEST CONTROL WORK” as used herein shall mean and include 
that branch or type of entomological or pest control or eradication work 
which involves the performance of work, or giving advice or prescrip- 
tions, for compensation for the prevention, control or eradication of 
insects, vermin, rodents, other pest animals, fungi or other wood destroy- 
ing organisms in household structures, commercial buildings, or other 
structures by the use of insecticides, rodenticides, repellants, other 
chemicals, mechanical devices, or structural modifications, as well as 
the fumigation of products, containers, structures, or transportation 
vehicles. Before a permit is issued to any applicant such applicant must 
be certified by the Examining Board as qualified to perform the type or 
branch of professional work or services for which a permit is desired; 
provided, however, a full-time employee of the applicant who has been 
certified by the Examining Board as qualified to perform the type or 
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branch of professional work or services in which applicant will engage 
may be designated by applicant as supervisor to be in charge of and 
responsible for applicant’s professional work or services and the permit 
may be issued naming such employee as supervisor. When a person has 
qualified for a permit to perform more than one type or branch of 
professional work or services, other than structural pest control work, 
only one permit shall be required to be obtained by such person and 
the permit shall specify each kod of professional work or services that 
such person is authorized to perform. When a person has qualified for a 
permit to perform more than one type or branch of structural pest con- 
trol work, such person shall be required to obtain only one permit which 
shall specify thereon each type of such work that such person is au- 
thorized to perform; provided, however, any person who performs 
structural pest control work from a branch office, as hereinafter defined, 
shall also be required to obtain a branch office permit for each such 
branch office maintained by such person. If the permit fee levied here- 
under is not paid within thirty (30) days from the date on which such 
fee is due, a delinquent penalty of 10% shall be added to the amount 
thereof. (b) GRANDFATHER CLAUSE.—Every person who has been 
determined by the Examining Board prior to the effective date of this 
Act to be qualified to perform any type or branch of professional work or 
services shall not again be required to be examined by said Board for 
determination of his qualifications to be issued a permit as required 
hereunder with respect to that type or branch of such work which he 
has been previously determined by said Board to be qualified to per- 
form. 


B. (a) STRUCTURAL PEST CONTROL WORK REQUIREMENTS. 
—Every person who has been issued a permit to engage in structural 
pest control work shall conduct such work from an established location, 
or place of business, and such person or another individual as a full-time 
employee of such person who has been certified by the Examining Board 
as being qualified for a permit shall be in charge of and responsible 
for such person’s structural pest control work as supervisor. Where 
a person has more than one separate place of business or location, such 
person shall obtain a permit for each such separate location or place of 
business and each such separate location from which structural pest 
control work is conducted including a branch office shall be under the 
supervision of an individual who has been certified by the Examining 
Board as qualified to conduct the type of structural pest control work 
that such person offers to perform. “Branch office” as used herein 
means a place of business at an established location other than the main 
office having equipment and one or more employees directly engaged in, 
structural pest control work from such place of business which place 
of business is a subdivision or branch of the main office. point of head- 
quarters or principal operation of the firm. Any place or location main- 
tained for telephone answering service and the handling and dispatch 
of orders only shall not be construed to be a “branch office” under the 
foregoing definition of that term. No person having a permit as re- 
quired hereunder or who has been certified by the Examining Board as 
qualified for such a permit shall be assigned or designated to supervise 
the activities of more than one main or principal office or more than one 
branch office. Any person who has been granted a right or a franchise 
from another person to conduct structural pest control work as a separate 
company, firm or corporation shall qualify and comply with all of the 
requirements of this Chapter before such company, firm or corporation 
is authorized to engage in structural pest control work. Any individual, 
firm or corporation who allows others to use its permit in such a manner 
so as to avoid compliance with any of the requirements of this Chapter 
shall be guilty of a violation of the penalty provisions of this Chapter 
and shall be punished as therein prescribed. Persons engaged in struc- 
tural pest control work by the treatment of buildings or structures shall 
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use for such treatment a chemical with a toxic or other effective base, 
or employ other effective methods to be approved by the Commissioner 
of Agriculture and Industries under regulations adopted by the State 
Board of Agriculture and Industries for this purpose. The Department of 
Agriculture and Industries through its agents or employees shall have 
authority at all times to examine and test any and all chemicals or other 
methods used or employed for structural pest control work by any per- 
son engaged in such work. (b) MINIMUM QUALIFICATIONS FOR A 
PERMIT FOR STRUCTURAL PEST CONTROL WORK.—Every appli- 
cant for examination for a permit to engage in structural pest control 
work must have a knowledge of the practical and scientific facts under- 
lying the practice of structural pest control work, and the necessary 
knowledge and ability to recognize and control those hazardous condi- 
tions which may affect human life and health. Applicants before being 
eligible to take an examination must present satisfactory evidence to 
the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries relative to his or her 
qualifications which must include, as minimum qualifications for a per- 
mit, three years working experience in the field of structural pest con- 
trol for which the permit is applied; or, in lieu of the foregoing, a college 
degree which includes instructions in entomology satisfactorily com- 
pleted. 


C. TERMITE ERADICATION WORK REQUIREMENTS.—iIn addi- 
tion to the other requirements hereof, each person who has been issued 
a permit to engage in that branch or type of structural pest control 
work known and designated as subterranean termite eradication or con- 
trol work must have his unit or equipment marked for easy identifica- 
tion, and such persons shall be required to file with the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries a monthly report containing such information 
relative to work performed as may be required by rules and regulations, 
duly adopted as authorized under provisions of this Chapter in order that 
it may be determined whether persons having been issued a permit are 
complying with the requirements of this Chapter. Every person engaged 
in subterranean termite eradication and control work shall make an 
annual inspection of each job done during the term of guarantee or 
contract and shall report to the building owner in each instance as to 
whether or not there has been a reinfestation of subterranean termites. 
If a contract for termite eradication work provides for inspections of 
such work at intervals of less than one year, such persons engaged in 
such work shall make the inspections as required under the terms of the 
contract and failure or refusal to make such required inspections or any 
retreatment or other related work as required under a contract shall 
constitute a valid and sufficient reason for revocation of the permit. 


D. REVOCATION OF PERMITS.—Upon determination by the 
Commissioner that any person having a permit issued under the provi- 
sions of this Chapter, or any person who has applied for such a permit, 
has violated or failed to comply with any of the provisions or require- 
ments of this Chapter or any rules and regulations promulgated there- 
under, the Commissioner shall be authorized to revoke such permit or he 
shall refuse to issue a permit to an applicant therefor. The performance 
of unauthorized work not covered by a permit, making misrepresenta- 
tions or any fraudulent practices, failure to perform a contract, or con- 
tinued use of ineffective methods or materials shall also be valid 
grounds for revocation of a permit; provided, however, no permit shall 
be revoked unless the holder thereof shall be given, at least ten (10) 
days notice that such action is to be considered by the Commissioner with 
an opportunity being given for a hearing before the Commissioner. Any 
applicant refused or denied a permit or any person whose permit is 
revoked shall be entitled to appeal such action of the Commissioner to 
the State Board of Agriculture and Industries by filing with the Com- 
missioner, within a period of fifteen (15) days, a written notice or 
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demand for review of the action of the Commissioner in denying or 
revoking a permit. The State Board of Agriculture and Industries shall 
review the action of the Commissioner in denying or revoking a permit 
and make a finding as to whether the permit shall be issued or revoked. 
Any person denied or refused a permit or any person whose permit has 
been revoked by action of the Commissioner shall have the right to 
appear before the Board and be heard in support of his appeal. Any 
person whose permit io perform work or services as regulated hereunder 
has been revoked shall not be eligible to have such a permit again 
issued to him for a period of not less than one year following the date 
on which such a permit was revoked. Nothing contained in this Chapter 
shall require the Commissioner to issue a permit to any person who has 
been convicted for a violation of this Chapter.” 


Section 2. Section 676 of Chapter 7 of Title 2, Code of Alabama 
of 1940, as heretofore amended, is hereby further amended to read: 


“Section 676. A. PENALTY; MISDEMEANOR.—Any person who 
engages in professional work or services as defined in this Chapter 
without having a permit as required by said Chapter or any person who 
violates any of the provisions or requirements of this Chapter or any 
rules and regulations adopted and promulgated as authorized under said 
Chapter shall be guilty or a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be fined not less than Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) nor more than Five 
hundred Dollars ($500.00), and, within the discretion of the court, may 
also be imprisoned for a period not to exceed six (6) months. Fines 
paid for such violations shall be deposited in the State Treasury to the 
credit of the Agricultural Fund. 


“B. INJUNCTIVE RELIEF.—In addition to the penalty provided 
hereunder and notwithstanding the existence of an adequate remedy at! 
law, the circuit court, in equity, or other court of like jurisdiction, or 
any judge thereof, shall have jurisdiction and for cause shown to grant 
a temporary or a permanent injunction, or both, restraining and enjoin- 
ing any person from performing any professional work or services, 
as same Is defined in this Chapter, without having a valid permit as 
required by said Chapter or after such a permit has been revoked. Bills 
in equity for injunctive relief as authorized hereunder shall be filed in 
the circuit court or other court of like jurisdiction of the county of 
residence of the person who performs work or services in violation of 
this Chapter or in the county where such unauthorized work is per- 
formed. Any restraining order or injunction issued hereunder shall be 
issued without a bond. Any action commenced hereunder based upon 
facts furnished by the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries or 
others having kuowledge thereof may be brought in the name of the 
State of Alabama; provided, however, such action shali be brought upon 
the relation of the Attorney General and with his approval and such 
officer shall upon his request be assisted by the circuit, county or deputy 
solicitor of the county in which injunctive proceedings are filed. 


Section 3. SEVERABILITY.—The provisions of this Act are sever- 
able. If any part of the Act is declared to be invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not affect the part that remains.” 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1965.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, with intent to 
defraud, to avoid or attempt to avoid, or to conspire with, aid, assist or 
cause another to avoid or attempt to avoid, billing to the proper person, 
or payment of, the lawful charge, price or toll, in whole or in part, for 
any telephone, telegraph or other telecommunication service, or for the 
transmission of a message, signal or other communication by telephone, 
telegraph or other telecommunication or over telephone, telegraph or 
other telecommunication facilities by the use of any scheme, device, 
means or method. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, with intent to avoid 
billing to the proper person or payment of the lawful charge price or 
‘toll, in whole or in part, for any telephone, telegraph or other -telecom- 
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munication service or for the transmission of a message, signal or other 
communication by telephone, telegraph or other telecommunication or 
over telephone, telegraph or other telecommunication facilities, know- 
ingly to conceal or attempt to conceal or conspire with, aid, assist or 
cause another to conceal or attempt to conceal the existence, the place of 
origin or destination, or the true identity of the sender, addressee or 
receiver of any message, signal or other communication by or over the 
facilities of telephone, telegraph or other telecommunication from the’ 
supplier of such service. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any person to use, attach or 
cause to be attached or to conspire with, aid or assist another to use, 
attach or cause to be attached, any prohibitied instrument as defined 
by this Act, or in any manner to manipulate, tamper or interfere or to 
conspire with, aid, assist or cause another to manipulate, tamper or 
interfere, whether physically or by induction, to or with any communi- 
cation line, channel, device or facility of a supplier of telephone, tele- 
graph or other telecommunication service, or to attempt any of the 
foregoing. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any person to make, manufac- 
ture, possess, use, employ, transport, purchase, sell, give, transfer to 
another, or offer or advertise to sell, give or otherwise transfer to 
another, or to conspire with, aid, assist or cause another to do any of the 
foregoing, any prohibited instrument as defined in this Act, with intent 
to use or employ or to allow same to be used or employed, or with 
knowledge or good reason to believe that such instrument is intended 
to be used or employed, or designed or adapted to be used or employed 
to violate any provision of this Act or Act No. 57, Acts of Alabama, Extra 
Session 1961, approved September 15, 1961, or to conceal the existence, 
place of origin or destination, or the true identity of the sender, ad- 
dressee or receiver of any message, signal or other communication by or 
over the facilities of telephone, telegraph or other telecommunication 
from the supplier of such service or any lawful authority. 


Section 5. For the purposes of this Act, the term “prohibited instru- 
ment” shall mean and include any instrument, apparatus, equipment, 
device or appliance, or the plan or instruction for the making or assemb- 
ling thereof, which is designed, adapted or may be used to avoid billing 
to the proper person or payment of the lawful price, charge or toll, in 
whole or in part, for any telephone, telegraph or other telecommunica- 
tion service or for the transmission of a message, signal or other com- 
munication by or over the facilities of telephone, telegraph or other 
telecommunication, or to conceal the existence, place of origin or desti- 
nation, or the true identity of the sender, addressee or receiver of, any 
message, signal or other communication by or over the facilities of telc- 
phone, telegraph or other telecommunication from the supplier thereof 
or any lawful authority, or to violate any provision of this Act or Act

Section 6. The unexplained making or manufacturing, possessing, 
using, employing, transporting, purchasing, selling, giving or transferring, 
offering, or advertising to sell, give or otherwise transfer to another, or 
attempting, aiding, assisting or causing any other person to do any of 
the foregoing, of any prohibited instrument shall be prima facie evidence 
of violation of this Act. 


Section 7. The unexplained attachment of any prohibited instru- 
ment, whether physically or by induction, to a communication line or 
channel of a supplier of telephone, telegraph or other telecommunication. 
service which is located on a premise over which a person has actual 
control, custody or possession shall be prima facie evidence of violation of 
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this Act by such person having actual control, custody or possession of 
the premise on which is located the line or channel to which such instru- 
ment is attached. 


Section 8. Any person who violates any provision of this Act shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not less than $50.00 
nor more than $1,000.00, to which, at the discretion of the court or judge 
trying the case, may be added imprisonment in the county jail or at hard 
labor for the county for not more than twelve (12) months. Any person 
who violates any provision of this Act who has been previously con- 
victed of violating this Act or of any crime in this or any other state or 
federal jurisdiction involving fraud or which carries possible punishment 
by confinement in the penitentiary, shall be guilty of a felony, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by confinement at hard labor in 
the pentientiary for not less than one (1) year nor longer than ten

Section 10. Act No. 420, Acts of Alabama, Regular Session 1959,

To regulate going out of business and distress merchandise sales; 
providing for licensing such sales; providing for enforcement of the Act 
and prescribing penalties for violation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. Definitions: The following words and phrases when 
used in this Act, unless otherwise provided, shall have ‘the meanings 
respectively ascribed to them in this section: 


APPLICANT. Any person applying for a license hereunder, and 
shall include the principal, if such person is the agent of another who is 
the true owner, notwithstanding whether that other is an individual, 
partnership, association, firm or corporation, and notwithstanding 
whether the name of the true owner appears on the application or not. 
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DISTRESS MERCHANDISE SALE. Any offer to sell to the public 
or a sale to the public of goods, wares or merchandise on the implied or 
direct representation that such sale is being held other than in the 
ordinary course of business and not otherwise defined herein. Without 
limiting the generality of the above, “distress merchandise sales” shall 
include, but not be limited to, any sale advertised either specifically 
or in substances to be any one of the following:

(3) Adjustment sale; 

(4) Insurance salvage sale; 

(5) Mortgage sale; 

(6) Adjuster’s sale; 

(7) Reorganization sale; or 

(8) Other terminology of similar intent to any of the above.. 


GOING OUT OF BUSINESS SALE. Any offer to sell to the public 
or a sale to the public of goods, wares or merchandise on the implied or 
direct representation that such sale is in anticipation of the termination 
of a business at its present location or that the sale is being held other 
than in the ordinary course of business. Without limiting the generality 
of the above, “going out of business sales” shall include, but not be 
limited to, any sale advertised either specifically or in substance to be 
any one of the following: 


(1) A sale because the applicant is going out of business; 
(2) A sale because the applicant is liquidating; 


(3) A sale because the applicant is selling 50% or more of his stock, 
his entire stock or selling out to the bare walls; 


(4) A sale because the applicant has lost his lease; 


(5) A sale because the applicant is selling out his interest in the 
business establishment; 


(6) > aa because everything in the store or establishment must 
e sold; 


(7) 'Lrustee’s saie; 

(8) Bankrupt sale; 

(9) Save us from bankruptcy sale; 
(10) Insolvent sale; 

(11) Assignee’s sale; 

(12) Must vacate sale; 

(13) Quitting business sale; 

(14) Receiver’s sale; 

(15) Loss of lease sale; 

(16) Forced out of business sale; 


(17) Removal sale; 


REGULAR SESSION 1975 


(18) Liquidation sale; 

(19) Executor’s sale; 

(20) Administrator’s sale; 

(21) Warehouse removal sale; 

(22) Branch store discontinuance sale; 

(23) Creditor’s committee sale; 

(24) Adjustment sale; 

(25) Defunct business sale; 

(26) Selling out interest sale; or 

(27) Other terminology of similar intent to any of the above. 


GOODS, WARES AND MERCHANDISE. Any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise or other property capable of being the object of a sale regula- 
ted hereunder. 


INVENTORY. A list of and the wholesale cost of goods, wares and 
merchandise. 


PERSON. Any individual, partnership, association, firm or corpora- 
tion. 


SECTION 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to sell, offer for 
sale or advertise for sale at a going out of business sale or a distress. 
merchandise sale any goods, wares, or merchandise, whether it be his 
property or that of another, unless a license for such going out of busi- 
ness sale or distress merchandise sale has been issued pursuant to this 
Act and is in effect. Said license must be displayed in a prominent place 
on the premises wherein any such sale is being conducted and the num- 
oe ue de of issue of said license must be displayed in any advertising 
of said sale. 


SECTION 3. An applicant for a license to conduct a going out of 
business sale or a distress merchandise sale shall file an application with 
the Judge of Probate of the County in which such sale shall be held at, 
least thirty (30) days prior to such sale. Provided, however, that the 
said 30 day period may be waived in writing by the Probate Judge to 
whom the application is made, for good cause shown. 


The application shall be made upon forms prescribed by the Com- 
missioner of Revenue of the State of Alabama, signed and verified by 
the applicant and shall include the following information: 


(a) Name and address of the applicant, and also the name of the 
true owner if the applicant is not such true owner. 


(b) Name, location and time of the proposed going out of business 
sale or distress merchandise sale; 


(c) Inventory of the goods, wares, or merchandise, on hand and 
on order, which the applicant intends to offer for sale at a going 
out of business sale or distress merchandise sale. The inven- 
tory shall show the quantity, kind or grade of each item, the 
wholesale cost thereof and the name of the supplier from whom 
each item was acquired; 


(d) A statement of the average, highest and lowest inventory at 
the wholesale cost thereof, at the applicant’s place of business 
during the year next preceding the filing of the application 
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(I) When the applicant operates more than one retail outlet and. 
said outlets are supplied from a warehouse or warehouses 
operated by Applicant, then the amount of inventory in said 
warehouse or warehouses attributable to the retail outlet 
wherein the sale hereunder is to be conducted shall be cal- 
culated as follows: 


(a) The total volume or merchandise handled in said ware- 
house or warehouses during the year next Dasara 
hs aoe of the application hereunder shi be de- 
ermined; 


(b) The percentage of such year’s total volume sold through 
the retail outlet wherein the sale hereunder is being 
conducted shall next be determined. 


(c) The percentage so determined, of the merchandise on 
hand at said warehouse or warehouses at the time of 
the filing of the application hereunder shall be attri- 
butable to the concerned outlet and shall be included as 
part of the inventory set forth in the application. 


(e) A list of goods, wares or merchandise received by the applicant 
during the three months next preceding the filing of the appli- 
cation; 


(f) A statement that the applicant will discontinue the business 
for which the license is requested, provided such sale is a 
going out of business sale, the date when such termination will 
be effected and that the applicant will not use or authorize the 
use of his trade, business or firm name for a period of One (1) 
year immediately following the expiration of a license issued 
to him under this chapter; provided however that if such name 
is being used in connection with another establishment operated 
by applicant presently located within the State of Alabama at a 
different location, then the trade, business or firm name may be 
used at such other location, but not at the location where the 
sale is conducted and not at another location established by ap- 
plicant after the application is made. 


(g) Such other information as the Commissioner of Revenue may 
prescribe. 


SECTION 4. Every applicant under this Act shall execute and file 
with the Probate Judge to whom the application is made a good and 
suificient bond in the sum of TWO THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED DOL- 
LARS ($2,500.00), or five percent (5%) of the wholesale value of the 
inventory as set forth in the application, whichever is greater, with two 
or more sureties thereon, approved by said Probate Judge, or with the 
surety thereon a surety company authorized to do business in the State 
of Alabama, which bond in any event shall be approved by said Probate 
Judge, payable to the State of Alabama and shall be conditioned upon 
faithful observance of all the conditions of this Act and shall also 
indemnify any purchaser at said going out of business sale or distress 
merchandise sale, who suffers any loss by reason of misrepresentation in 
said sale. Said bond shall continue in effect for one year after the termi- 
nation of the sale for which it is made. 


The licensee shall notify the Probate Judge issuing the license of 
any suit filed as a result of the operation hereby licensed. Any purchaser 
claiming to have been damaged by misrepresentation in said going out of 
business sale or distress merchandise sale may maintain an action at law 
against said licensee making such misrepresentations, and may join as 
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party defendent the surety of sureties on said bond. If suit is filed by 
any purchaser or purchasers at a licensed sale, within one year after 
the termination of the sale, the bond shall remain in force and effect 
until the suit or suits are concluded and the judgement or judgements, if 
any, paid in full. 


In the event the Applicant fails to observe all of the provisions of 
this act in conducting such sale for which the bond is given, the bond 
will be deemed to be forfeited and any solicitor of the State of Alabama’ 
may recover suit in the Circuit Court of the county in which the bond 
was given, the amount of the bond from applicant and his sureties for the 
use and benefit of the State of Alabama. 


SECTION 5. When an application for a license to conduct a going 
out of business sale or distress merchandise sale is filed, the Probate 
Judge to whom the application is made shall make such investigation 
as he deems necessary prior to the public hearing hereinafter provided. 
The applicant shall pay to such Probate Judge at the time the applica- 
tion is filed a fee of $10.00 for making said investigation, and if such 
Probate Judge deems it necessary to have an independent inventory or 
audit of the Applicant’s books make, he shall advise the applicant of the 
cost of such independent inventory or audit and Applicant shall pay said 
amount to such Probate Judge to be used by him to pay the cost of such 
inventory and/or audit. 


The applicant’s refusal to pay the fee and costs hereinabove pro- 
vided and his refusal to permit examination of his books and records or 
his goods, wares and merchandise is ground for refusal by such Probate 
Judge to issue a license. 


SECTION 6. The Probate Judge to whom the application is made, 
or his designee, shall conduct a public hearing not later than two (2) 
weeks after an application has been filed. At least one (1) week prior 
to such hearing the Probate Judge shall, at the expense of Applicant, 
publish a notice of the hearing in a local newspaper of general circula- 
tion. The Probate Judge may require that a record be made of the public 
hearing and that the testimony at such hearing be under oath. 


SECTION 7. A license for a going out of business sale or distress: 
merchandise sale shall be limited to a period of thirty (30) consecutive 
business days, exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays. No license shall 
be issued for a period that will include any of the days between Novem- 
ber 15 through December 31, inclusive, and no going out of business sale 
or distress merchandise sale may be conducted during that period. If a 
licensee does not sell the quantity of goods, wares, or merchandise per- 
mitted under this Act, he may apply for, and the Probate Judge may, 
upon good cause shown, grant, an extension of thirty (30) days. 


SECTION 8. It shall be unlawful for any person to use the trade, 
business or firm name of a licensee for a period of One (1) year after 
the expiration of a license issued under this Act, if such license is issued 
for a going out of business sale, provided however that Applicant may 
continue the use of such name at a different location if it has been and is 
at the time the application is filed being used at a different location 
within the State of Alabama by Applicant. 


SECTION 9. No going out of business sale or distress merchandise 
sale shall be held at times other than regular store hours of the appli- 
cant, except that the Probate Judge issuing the license may, upon good 
cause shown by the applicant, make reasonable provision for extra 
evening hours. 
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SECTION 10. No license for a going out of business sale or a 
distress merchandise sale shall be issued except to a bonafide licensed 
merchant of the State of Alabama and no such license shall be granted 
to an applicant who sets up an establishment or who acquires an interest 
in an establishment solely or principally for the purpose of conducting 
a going out of business sale or distress merchandise sale. 


SECTION 11. No such license shall, under any circumstances, be 
granted to any persons, applicant or owner, within a period of two (2) 
years after the termination of any such going out of business sale by 
such person, applicant or owner, held or conducted hereunder. No per- 
son, applicant or owner who has been convicted of violating any of the 
provisions of this Act relating to the conduct of going out of business 
sales or distress merchandise sales, shall be granted a license for such 
sale or sales or be employed, in any manner at or in connection with 
any going out of business sale or distress merchandise sale licensed here- 
under for a period of Ten (10) years after such conviction. 


SECTION 12. When the Probate Judge to whom the application is 
made is satisfied after investigation and public hearing that: 


(1) The applicant intends to discontinue his business at the location 
designated in the application on the date specified therein if such 
sale is a going out of business sale; 


(2) The applicant’s inventory, on hand and on order, is not out of 
proportion to the stock normally carried by such applicant; 


(3) The applicant has not purchased or otherwise acquired goods, 
wares or merchandise for the purpose of conducting a going 
out of business sale or distress merchandise sale; 


(4) The goods, wares or merchandise to be offered for sale are those 
of a bonafide merchant of the State of Alabama; 


(5) No misrepresentation of the goods to be sold has been made 
or will be practiced; 


(6) The applicant has compiled with the provisions of this Act in 
all other respects not specifically set forth in this section. 


he shall issue a license to the applicant. 


SECTION 13. At the time a license is issued hereunder for a going 
out of business sale, the applicant shall surrender to the Probate Judge 
issuing the same all licenses held by him at that time for the regular 
uperation of his business at the location where such sale is to be held 
and the same shall no longer be of force and effect. 


SECTION 14. For a license issued for thirty (30) days or less, the 
applicant shall pay to the Probate Judge issuing the same, for the use 
and benefit of the State of Alabama, a license fee in accordance with the 
following schedule: 


$ 50.00 if inventory is $10,000.00 or less. 

$100.00 if inventory is over $ 10,000.00 but less than $ 25,000.00 
$200.00 if inventory is over $ 25,000.00 but less than $ 50,000.00. 
$300.00 if inventory is over $ 50,000.00 but not over $100,000.00 
$400.00 if inventory is over $100,000.00 but not over $200,000.00. 
$500.00 if inventory is over $200,000.00. 


For a license renewal of thirty (30) days or less, the applicant shall pay 
an additional license fee of ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($100.00). 


The Applicant shall also pay to the Probate Judge issuing the license 
an issuing fee of $25.00 for each license issued hereunder, and for each 
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renewal of such license, if any, and all costs of investigation and public 
hearing. 


SECTION 15. A licensee under this Act shall not advertise a going 
out of business sale or distress merchandise sale earlier than seven (7) 
days prior to the date on which the going out of business sale or distress 
merchandise sale is licensed to begin. Advertising of such sales shall 
state the number of the license issued pursuant to this Act, the date 
when the sale is to begin and during the last fifteen days of such sale 
shall clearly and prominently state the date upon which the sale shall 
end. 


SECTION 16. During any going out of business sale or distress 
merchandise sale, it shall be unlawful for a licensee to sell, offer for sale 
or advertise for sale any goods, wares or merchandise which were not 
included in the inventory filed with his application or added to his stock 
as permitted in this section. 


During any going out of business sale or distress merchandise sale 
licensed hereunder, no additions shall be made to the stock of mer- 
chandise set forth in the inventory attached to the application for 
license, provided, however that the applicant may add new stock not 
to exceed ten percent (10%) of the dollar value of the inventory of 
goods, wares or merchandise on hand as shown in the inventory attached 
to the application filed pursuant to this Act and further provided that 
the said addition of ten percent (10%) shall include the goods, wares or 
merchandise on order as shown in said application. The purpose of said 
additions to inventory shall be only to maintain reasonably balanced 
selections. 


SECTION 17. A licensee shall file with the Probate Judge issuing 
the license a daily report under oath of merchandise received. The report 
shall show the quantity, kind and grade of each item received, the sup- 
plier of each item and the wholesale value thereof. Failure to report any 
receipt of goods while a license is in force is ground for revocation of the 
license, in the discretion of the Probate Judge issuing the same. 


SECTION 18. It shall be unlawful for any licensee, his agent or 
employee to make any statement which is false in any particular or 
which has a tendency to mislead or to make any misrepresentation with 
reference to any article sold or offered for sale during said going out of 
business sale or distress merchandise sale. 


SECTION 19. No person shall act at any going out of business sale 
or distress merchandise sale as bidder, or what is commonly known as a 
“capper,” “booster,” or “shiller” or offer or make any false bid to buy’ 
any article sold or offered for sale at any going out of business sale or 
distress merchandise sale, who is not a bona fide potential purchaser. 


SECTION 20. The person to whom a license has been granted here- 
under or his authorized representative, shall remain in continuous atten- 
dance at all times while such going out of business sale or distress mer- 
chandise sale is being conducted, and shall be responsible for any viola- 
tion of the provisions of this Act. 


SECTION 21. The Probate Judge issuing a license under the au- 
thority of this Act may revoke or suspend the same if any licensee sells, 
offers for sale or advertises for sale any goods, wares or merchandise in 
addition to those specified under Section 16 of this Act, or violates any 
of the provisions hereof or any law relating to the business so licensed 
or otherwise fails to comply with the terms of this Act. 


SECTION 22. Any person who is conducting a sale as defined and 
regulated herein, at the time this Act becomes effective, shall have 
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thirty (30) days from the effective date of this Act within which to 
complete such sale, and if such sale is not completed within said time 
the person conducting the sale shall make application for a license and 
meet the requirements of this Act. The thirty (30) day period herein 
allowed without a license shall be considered as if it were a sale with 
a license under this Act, and the application of such person at the end 
of such thirty (30) day period shall be considered as if it were an ap- 
plication for a renewal of a license permitted under this Act. 


SECTION 23. A person convicted of a wilful violation of any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be fined not more than $100.00 and may be 
imprisoned for not more than six months, or both. Each separate sale, 
offering for sale or advertising for sale at a going out of business sale 
or distress merchandise sale of any goods, wares or merchandise in vio- 
lation of the provisions of this ordinance constitutes a separate offense. 


SECTION 24. In the following cases the provisions of this Act shall 
not apply: 


(a) Sales for the estate of a decedent by the personal representative, 
or his agent, according to law or by the provisions of the will. 


(b) Sales of property conveyed by deed of trust, mortgage, or decree, 
or ordered to be sold according to the mortgage, decree or order. 


(c) Sales of all agricultural produce and livestock arising from the 
labor of the seller, or other labor under his control on or belong- 
to his real or personal estate and not purchased or sold for 
speculation. 


(d) All sales under legal process. 


(e) Sales by a licensed pawn-broker or loan company which is 
selling or offering for sale unredeemed pledges of chattles as 
provided by law. 


(f) Sales made within the incorporated limits or police jurisdiction 
of any municipality of the State of Alabama, under a license 
granted by such municipality pursuant to the provisions of a 
valid ordinance of such municipality substantially similar to the 
provisions of this Act. 


(g) Sales of automobiles by an Auctioneer licensed under the laws 
of the State of Alabama. 
SECTION 25. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


SECTION 26. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its pass- 
age and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the Body in which this bill originated, House 
Bill 483, with suggested executive amendments, as follows: 


Amend the title of House Bill 483 by deleting the words and figures 
“at the rate of twenty-five per cent (25%) of the purchase price of such 
beverages to the retailer” where the words first appear together in said 
title of said bill and insert in lieu thereof the following words: 


“in the following amounts: Whiskey, gin, brandy, rum, vodka, 
cocktails, and all other alcoholic beverages except malt beverages, 
wines and other fermented beverages, sold, distributed, delivered, 
stored, or taken out of storage within the county, on each bottle 
or container of two (2) ounces or less, ten cents (10¢); on each 
bottle or container of more than two (2) ounces and not more than 
one-half pint, twenty-five cents (25¢); on each bottle or container 
of more than one-half pint and not more than one pint, one dollar 
($1.00) ; on each bottle or container of more than one pint and not 
more than one-fifth of a gallon one dollar and sixty cents ($1.60); 
on each bottle or container of more than one-fifth of a gallon and 
not more than one quart, two dollars ($2.00); on each bottle or 
container of more than one quart, two dollars ($2.00) plus ten 
cents (10¢) for each one and six-tenths (1-6/10) ounces or frac- 
tional part thereof in excess of one quart. Wines and other fer- 
mented beverages sold, distributed, delivered, stored, or taken out 
of storage within the county, on each bottle or container, twenty- 
five cents (25¢) ;” 


Amend said House Bill 483 further by deleting Section 3 in its 
entirety and inserting in lieu thereof, the following: 


“Section 3. Levy of Tax. Every person engaged in the sale of 
alcoholic, spiritous, vinous or fermented liquor, except malt or 
brewed beverages of an alcoholic content not in excess of 4% by 
weight and 5% by volume, shall, in addition to all other taxes and 
licenses now imposed by law, pay a license tax to all counties in this 
State of 600,000 population or more according to the last or any 
succeeding federal census, and a license tax is hereby fixed and 
created, as follows: ‘Whiskey, gin, brandy, rum, vodka, cocktails, 
and all other alcoholic beverages except malt beverages, wines and 
other fermented beverages, sold, distributed, delivered, stored, or 
taken out of storage within the county, on each bottle or container 
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of two (2) ounces or less, ten cents (10¢); on each bottle or con- 
tainer of more than two (2) ounces and not more than one-half pint, 
twenty-five cents (25¢); on each bottle or container of more than 
one-half pint and not more than one pint, one dollar ($1.00); on 
each bottle or container of more than one pint and not more than 
one-fifth of a gallon one dollar and sixty cents ($1.60); on each 
bottle or container of more than one-fifth of a gallon and not more 
than one quart, two dollars ($2.00); on each bottle or container of 
more than one quart, two dollars ($2.00) plus ten cents (10¢) for each 
one and six-tenths (1-6/10) ounces or fractional part thereof in ex- 
cess of one quart. Wines and other fermented beverages sold, distri- 
buted, delivered, stored or taken out of storage within the county, on 
each bottle or container, twenty-five cents (25¢)’. On or before 
the 15th day of the calendar month succeeding the calendar month 
in which the purchase of such beverages is made, each retailer or 
person making such purchase for resale shall pay to all counties in 
this State of 600,000 population or more according to the last or any 
succeeding federal census by payment to the Judge of Probate, 
License Commissioner, Director of County Department of Revenue, 
or any other public officer performing like duties in such counties 
said license tax at the rate as hereinabove set forth. If any amount 
of said license tax be not paid at or prior to the due date thereof, a 
penalty of twenty percent (20%) of such amount shall be added 
thereto and paid by such retailer with a minimum $15.00 penalty in 
any event. In addition to the penalty of 20% or the minimum 
penalty of $15.00, whichever shall apply, the Board of Revenue, 
County Commission, or like governing body of such counties, may 
revoke the license of such retailer for delinquent payment of the 
tax provided for herein. In addition to the penalties herein provided, 
any delinquent tax shall bear interest at the rate of six per cent 
(6%) per annum from date until paid. It shall be the duty of each 
person subject to the license tax imposed by this act to keep full and 
complete records of all purchases, receipts and deliveries of liquor 
and wine, or either from which records there can be readily obtained 
information as to the correct amount of license tax due the County. 
Such records shall be preserved for not less than two (2) years, 
and shall be open to inspection and checking at all times during 
regular business hours by the Judge of Probate, License Commis- 
sioner, Director of County Department of Revenue, or other public 
officer performing like duties in such counties or employees of such 
officer. The person liable for any license tax imposed by this act 
shall file with the Judge of Probate, License Commissioner, Director 
of County Deuartment of Revenue, or other public officer perform- 
ing like duties in such counties on or before the final date on which 
the license tax may be paid without penalty such report or reports, 
and in such form, as the Judge of Probate, License Commissioner, 
Director of County Department of Revenue, or other public officer 
performing like duties in such counties may prescribe sworn to or 
otherwise evidencing the amount of such purchases and the amount 
of license tax due thereon. (b) Any person selling alcoholic, spiritous, 
vinous, or fermented liquors purchased from any other person who 
has paid the license tax thereon as fixed in sub-section (a) of this 
section shall not be required to pay such license; provided, how- 
ever, that in order to obtain such exemption such person claiming 
such exemption must, on or before the fifteenth day of the month 
next succeeding the effective date of this act, and on or before the 
15th day of each and every calendar month thereafter, during which 
he claims such exemptions, file with the Judge of Probate, License 
Commissioner, Director of County Department of Revenue, or other 
public officer performing like duties in such counties a written 
statement, sworn to and subscribed by such person claiming exemp- 
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tion, showing the name and address of such person, each and every 
purchase, receipt or procurement of alcoholic, spiritous, vinous or

of each and every month thereafter, file with the Judge of Probate, 
License Commissioner, Director of County Department of Revenue, 
or other public officer performing like duties in such counties, on 
forms prescribed by such official, a written statement, sworn to and 
subscribed by such person showing the name and address of such 
person, each and every purchase, receipt or procurement of alcoholic, 
spiritous, vinous or fermented liquors made by such person during 
the calendar month next preceding, together with the name and 
address of the person or agency from whom purchased, received, or 
procured, the price paid for each such purchase, the brand of such 
beverages, the quantity of each brand of such beverages, and the

“Section 14. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
act or rules or regulations of the Board of Revenue, County Com- 
mission, or like governing body of such counties, adopted hereunder 
shall on the first conviction be fined not less than One Hundred Dol- 
lars; and on the second conviction shall be fined not less than 
$200.00; and on the third or any subsequent conviction the fine shall 
not be less than $500.00 and as additional punishment the court may 
impose a hard labor sentence not to exceed six months. Upon any 
such conviction it shall be the duty of the License Inspector, Judge

Session of 1953 (Acts of 1953, Vol. I, p. 145) entitled “An Act to estab- 
lish a City of Dothan Pension and Retirement System,” in relation to 
the handling of the retirement fund. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 4 of Act No. 103, H. 363, of the Regular Session 
of 1953 (Acts of 1953, Vol. I, p. 145), as amended, is further amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 4. THE METHOD OF FINANCING AND COMPOSITION 
OF FUNDS. All of the assets of the System shall be accounted for ac- 
cording to the purpose for which they are held among three (3) funds, 
namely, the Annuity Fund, the Pension Accumulation Fund and the 
Retirement Fund. 


(1) The Annuity Fund shall be a fund in which shall be accumulated 
contributions from the compensation of members. Contributions to and 
payments from the Annuity Fund shall be made as follows: 


(a) Five percent (5%) of the first Forty-eight Hundred Dollars 
($4,800.00) to be deducted from each member’s pay on each and every 
payroll. Each member, as a condition of his or her employment, shall be 
deemed to consent and agree to the deduction provided for herein and the 
payment of such salary or compensation less such deductions shall be 
a complete and full discharge and acquaintance of all claims and de- 
mands whatsoever for the services rendered by such person during the 
period covered by such payment, except as to the benefit provided under 
this Act. The deductions herein provided for shall be made notwith- 
standing that the minimum compensation provided for by Law for any 
member shall be reduced thereby. Each amount so deducted shall be 
paid into the Annuity Fund, and shall be credited to the individual ac- 
count of the member from whose compensation said deducation was 
made. 


(b) In addition to the contributions deducted from the compensa- 
tions as hereinbefore provided, any member may redeposit in the An- 
nuity Fund by single payment or by an increased rate of contribution, 
an amount equal to the total amount which he previously withdrew 
therefrom as provided in this Act or any part thereof. 


(c) Membership in the System is cancelled upon termination of 
employment, and upon such termination the amount of the deducation 
made from such employees compensation shall be refunded out of the 
Annuity Fund on the following basis and conditions: 
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_ Members employed five years and less, all annuity payroll deduc- 
tions, less ten percent (10%) of such deductions, which shall be deemed 
as payment to the System to cover the cost of protection afforded therein 
during the term of membership. 


Members employed over five (5) years and less than ten (10) years, 
all annuity payroll deductions, less five percent (5%) of such deductions, 
which shall be deemed as payment to the System to cover the cost of 
protection afforded therein during the term of membership. 


Members employed ten (10) years and over, all annuity payroll 
deductions, less two and one-half percent (2%%) of such deductions, 
which shall be deemed as payment to the System to cover the cost of 
protection afforded therein during the term of membership. 


Upon termination by death, all annuity payroll deductions shall be 
returned to the properly designated beneficiary of the member without 
any charge or deduction being made for protection as mentioned above. 


(d) Upon the termination of employment and membership in the 
System, the amount deducted from the refund to such employee as pro- 
vided in Sub-Section (c) above, shall be transferred into the Retirement 
Fund hereinafter provided for. 


(e) Upon the retirement of any employee-member of the system, 
the amount of the annuity funds accumulated or deposited to the credit 
of such retired employees, shall be transferred and credited to the 
individual account of the retired member in the Retirement Fund. All 
payments to such retired employee shall be charged to his individual 
account, so as to indicate from time to time the total amounts paid to 
such employee as benefits under the system. 


(f) All amount or amounts of money heretofore paid by any member 
on any amount of his or her salary in excess of a total annual salary of 
Forty-eight Hundred Dollars ($4,800.00) shall be forthwith refunded to 
said member. upon proper application being made in writing to the 
Pension Board.

(a) Upon the termination of employment and membership in the 
System, the amounts deposited into the Pension Accumulation Fund to 
the credit of such employee terminating employment and membership 
shall be transferred from the Pension Accumulation Fund into the 
Retirement Fund to be used for the payment of retirement benefits 
hereinafter provided for. 


(b) Upon the retirement of any member as hereinafter provided for,

(b) All amounts in excess of $10,000 deposited in any bank or sav- 
ings and loan association, protected by Federal Depositors Insurance 
Corporation or similar plan by the Federal Government up to said 
amount, in either of the three (3) funds provided for herein shall be 
forthwith invested in bonds or securities issued by the Treasurer of the 
United States of America. The. Pension Board may direct that any 
portion of the $10,000 be placed on deposit so as to draw interest.

municipality wherein the county seat of the County is situated; to 
authorize the Authority to construct, maintain, control, operate and 
manage the following to be situated in the civic center: (1) buildings to 
provide offices used by the State of Alabama or by any agency, sub- 
division or public corporation thereof or by the County or by one or 
more municipalities thereof for any municipal purpose otherwise au- 
thorized by law; (2) buildings to house or accomodate public facilities: 
of the State of Alabama or of any agency, subdivision or public corpora- 
tion thereof or of the County or of any one or more of said municipalities 
for any municipal purpose otherwise authorized by law; (3) streets, 
boulevards, walkways, parkways and parks; (4) monuments, statutes and 
other structures beautifying the civic center; (5) comumnity houses or 
meeting houses and auditoriums, arenas, convention halls and conven- 
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tion sites; and (6) music halls, art museums, places of recreation, art 
exhibits and other exhibits for the advancement of the humanities and 
the cultural development and edification of the citizens of the County 
and of the municipalities located therein; to authorize the County and 
any municipality thereof to lease, sell, donate or otherwise convey to the 
Authority real or personal property, ‘including park properties, without 
the necessity of authorization by election of the qualified voters of the 
County or ‘of the municipality, provided the governing body of the 
County, or the municipality, as the case may be, shall first determine 
that such lease, sale, donation, conveyance or appropriation will benefit 
the people of the County, or the municipality, or as the case may be; to 
authorize the Authority to borrow money and to issue revenue bonds as 
evidence of money so borrowed, which bonds shall be payable solely 
from taxes payable to the Authority by any act of the Legislature hereto- 
fore or hereafter adopted and from revenues of the Authority derived 
from the activities, operation and enterprises in which the Authority is 
authorized to engage; to authorize the Authority to mortgage its property 
to secure the payment of the principal and interest due on said bonds; to 
authorize the Authority to execute such contracts and other instruments 
as the Authority deems necessary to secure payment of the principal and 
interest due on said bonds; and to repeal all laws, whether general, 
special or local, inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 


H. 1177. To impose and levy in every county of the State having a 
population of 500,000 or more, according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal census, a privilege or license tax against or on every person 
engaged in the county in the business of renting or furnishing any room 
or rooms, lodging or accommodations, in any hotel, motel, inn, tourist 
court, or any other place in which rooms, lodgings, or accommodations 
are rented or furnished for a consideration, and also a privilege or license 
tax on every person engaged in such county in the business of renting 
or furnishing space for the accommodations of trailers; to provide the

per cent (1%) of the total amount of taxes collected by him to the 
treasury of the county, as compensation to the county for expenses in- 
curred by the county in the collection of said taxes and in the administra- 
tion and enforcement of this act; to provide that the officer or employee 
collecting the taxes shall pay all of the proceeds of the taxes, except 
the one per cent (1%) deducted as aforesaid, io a public corporation 
heretofore or hereafter created by the Legislature of Alabama for the 
purpose of establishing, constructing, maintaining, and operating a civic 
center in that municipality wherein the county seat of the county is 
situated, to the end that the said taxes may be used by the said public 
corporation for the purposes for which it is created; to provide that the 
taxes levied by this act shall go into effect, or become effective, on the 
first day of the calendar month next following that calendar month in 
which there is adopted an act creating in every county of the State hav- 
ing a population of 500,000 or more, according to the last or any subse- 
quent Federal census, a public corporation for the purpose of establish- 
ing, maintaining and operating a civic center in the county seat of said 
county provided, however, that if the last mentioned act has been 
enacted prior ot this act becoming a law, then the taxes levied by this 
act shall become effective, and go into effect, on the first day of that 
calendar month next following the calendar month in which this act 
becomes a law, and to provide for the repeal of all laws, whether general, 
special or local, in conflict with the provisions of this act. 
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H. 1178. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
relating to any public corporation heretofore or hereafter created in any 
County in the State of Alabama having a population of more than 
500,000, according to the last or any subsequent Federal census, for the 
purpose of establishing, maintaining and operating a civic center in the 
municipality in which the county seat of such County is situated; to 
provide that such corporation shall be authorized, without the necessity 
of any election, to issue bonds, warrants or other evidence of indebted- 
ness and to pledge for the payment of the principal and interest due 
thereon the revenue received, or to be received by such public corpora- 
tion and also to pledge for such payment the proceeds derived, or to be 
derived, from any taxes made payable by the act or acts levying such 
taxes to the said public corporation, any provision of the Constitution of 
Alabama to the contrary notwithstanding; to provide that securities. 
issued by such corporation shall not be considered indebtedness of such 
County or any municipality therein within the meaning of Sections 224 
and 225 of the Constitution of Alabama; and to provide that the rent or 
rentals that the said County or the said municipality may be obligated 
to pay under the terms of any lease between the said corporation and the 
County or the said municipality shall not be considered in determining 
whether the County or the municipality has exceeded the debt limita- 
tion prescribed for the County or municipality, as the case may be, by 
any provision of the Constitution of Alabama. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


H. 1179. To authorize and empower the Board of Revenue, County 
Commission or like governing body in all counties of this State having 
a population of 400,000 or more inhabitants according to the last or any 
subsequent federal census, to construct and improve lateral sewer lines 
in subdivisions located outside the limits of municipalities in such 
counties, such lateral sewer lines to be constructed or improved under 
the provisions of and subject to the terms and conditions of Act No.

neutralizing or rendering ineffective bombs or other explosives; and to 
provide that any such city shall have authority to pay the expenses of 
firemen and policemen incurred in attending schools or courses providing 
for such instruction or training, and to carry firemen and policemen on 
a duty status, or pay status, while they are attending any such school or 
training course, or are en route to and from such school or course. 


H. 1181. To provide that when in any city of the State having a 
population of more than 300,000, according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal census, a fireman is assigned, or called upon, by one or more 
of his superior officers in the fire department to quell a riot, disorder 
or disturbance or to otherwise preserve the peace, while engaged in such 
duty he shall have the authority to make arrests conferred upon police- 
men of the city by the laws of the State of Alabama or by the ordinances 
of the city, as such laws and ordinances may be amended. 
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H. 1182. To provide that in any city of the State having a popula- 
tion of more than 300,000, according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal census, an injury sustained by any member of the fire depart- 
ment of the city when he is on duty in said fire department and is en- 
gaged in quelling a riot, disorder, or other disturbance, or in otherwise 
preserving the peace of the city, shall be deemed to be an injury in the 
line of his duty in the fire department; and to provide that any member 
of the fire department so injured shali be entitled to the bencfits pro- 
vided by law for a fireman of the city injured in line of duty, and that 
the widow or dependents of any fireman dying as the result of any such 
injury shall be entitled to the pension or benefit payable to the widow 
or dependents of a fireman of such city killed in the line of duty.

LEGAL NOTICE 


Notice is hereby given in accordance with Section 106 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama that a bill will be introduced in the Legislature of 
Alabama and application made for enactment of a bill, the substance of 
which is as follows: 


The bill will propose an act to define and regulate through licensure 
the barber shop trade in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. It will apply in 
Tuscaloosa County to what is commonly known as barber shops, barber 
schools or colleges, and to every person holding himself out to serve the 
general public as a barber or engaging for compensation or as a student 
in a barber school or college not for compensation, in certain practices, 
such as shaving and trimming the beard; cutting and dressing the hair; 
giving facial and scalp massages or applications of oils, creams, lotions 
or other preparations, either by hand or by mechanical appliances; 
singeing, shampooing or dyeing the hair; or applying hair tonic, cosmetic 
preparations, antiseptics, powders, oils, clay or lotions to the scalp, face, 
or neck; and other practices commonly engaged in by barbers, which will 
be enumerated in the act. The act will provide that the operating of a 
barber shop, a barber school or college or the doing of any of the above 
mentioned acts shall be deemed engaging in the barber shop trade. It 
will limit the privilege of engaging in Tuscaloosa County in the barber 
shop trade, whether as a barber, an apprentice barber, a barber shop 
operator, a barber school or college, or a student in such school or col- 
lege, to persons who have been licensed pursuant to this act and in their 
practice conform to the rules and regulations prescribed in this act or 
by the board of barber commissioners. The act will prescribe penalties 
for engaging in any phase of the barber shop trade in Tuscaloosa County 
without having been licensed as required by the act. The act will pre- 
scribe certain standards of education, training, and health as prere- 
quisites for licensing as a barber, an apprentice barber, or a barber 
student, and certain standards relative to equipment, faculty, and in- 
struction in barber schools and colleges. It will prescribe the procedure 
for obtaining a license, will require and provide for annual renewals of 
licenses, and will prescribe fees for examinations, for licenses and for 
renewals thereof. 


The act will establish and provide for the organization of a county 
beard of barber commissioners, and for the nomination and appointment 
of the members thereof. This board will be authorized and directed to 
conduct examinations to determine the fitness to engage in the barber 
shop trade of applicants for licensing, and shall license all applicants who 
meet the qualifications prescribed by this act and successfully pass the 
examination; and the board will be specifically authorized to refuse to 
license applicants on certain grounds, which will be enumerated in the 
act. However, the act will provide that any person denied a license shall 
have a right to appeal the board’s ruling to the Circuit Court of Tusca- 
loosa County. 


The act will prescribe the compensation of the members of the board 
of barber commissioners, and provide for the payment thereof and of 
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other expenses incurred by the board, including the salary of a secretary- 
treasury of the board and any other employees reasonably needed to 
carry out the act, from the fees and charges collected pursuant to the 
act. It will also prescribe the manner of handling and paying out such 
fees and will limit their use to purposes not inconsistent with the act. 


The board will be authorized to suspend or revoke any license it has 
issued when, in its opinion, the licensee is guilty of certain offenses, 
which will be enumerated in the act; and thereafter to re-instate such 
licenses. Any person aggrieved by the action of the board in suspending 
or revoking his license will be given the right to a hearing before the 
board and to appeal the board’s ruling to the circuit court of Tuscaloosa 
County. 


The act will exempt all persons actually engaged in Tuscaloosa 
County in the barber shop trade when this act becomes effective from 
the requirement of taking an examination, provided application for a 
license is made prior to July 1, 1966, and the applicant pays the prescribed 
annual renewal license fee and complies with applicable provisions of the 
act. 


The act will exempt from its provisions persons engaged in certain 
professions, vocations, and occupations, specifically enumerated in the 
act, and will include among those so exempted hairdressers and beauty 
culturists insofar as their usual and ordinary vocation and profession is 
concerned, including light hair trimming incident to waving of all 
kinds, and barber schools and colleges and instructors therein employed 
by the state or county board of education. 


The board will be authorized to inspect barbers, barber shops and 
barber schools and colleges to the ends that proper methods of sanitation 
and sterilization are observed and the provisions of the act are enforced.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To levy in Winston County a county privilege, license, or excise tax 
on the sale, distribution, storage, use of other consumption in such county 
of cigarettes and cigars; to require that the tax hereby levied shall be 
collected by the seller or distributor, added to the sale price of the 
cigarettes and cigars, and passed on to the purchaser or consumer, and 
that the price and the tax shall be stated separately on any bill of sale or 
advertising of such cigarettes and cigars; to provide that the tax shall be 
in addition to ali other taxes now levied by law; to require the affixing 
of stamps to evidence the payment of the tax, and to provide for obtain- 
ing the stamps in the same manner and according to the same rules and 
regulations that govern the purchasing and affixing of stamps for the 
payment of the state tobacco tax levied by Title 51, Chapter 20, Article 
9, of the Code of Alabama, 1940; to provide for the collection and enforce- 
ment of the tax by the state department of revenue in the same manner 
that the state tobacco tax levied by the above mentioned Article 9 is 
enforced; to adopt by reference certain provisions of said Article 9, as 
amended, relative to payment of the tax, records and reports with respect 
to the tax, and the provisions thereof prescribing penalties for violations; 
to provide for the distribution and use of the revenue derived from the 
tax; to authorize the state department of revenue to make rules and 
regulations to effectuate the purposes of this Act; and to prescribe 
additional penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In addition to all other taxes imposed by law, every 
person, firm, or corporation who sells, stores, delivers, uses or otherwise 
consumes cigarettes or cigars in Winston County shall pay a privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following amounts: 
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(a) One cent ($0.01) for each package of cigarettes, made of tobacco 
or any substitute therefor. 


(b) One cent ($0.01) for each cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 


Provided, however, when the license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a wholesaler or seller of cigarettes and 
cigars such payment shall be sufficient, the intent being that such license 
tax hereby required to be paid shall be paid but once on each package 
of cigarettes and on each cigar. 


Section 2. Every person, firm, corporation, club or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution in Winston 
County any cigarettes or cigars shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed herein to the price of the cigarettes and 
cigars, it being the purpose and intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the consumer with the person, firm, corpora- 
tion, club or association, who sells or stores or receives for the purpose 
of distributing the cigarettes or cigars, acting merely as agent for the 
collection of the tax. The dealer, storer, or distributor shall state the 
amount of the tax separately from the price of the cigarettes and cigars 
on all price display signs, sales or delivery slips, bills and statements 
which advertise or indicate the price of the ciagrettes and cigars. It 
shall be unlawful for any dealer, storer or distributor engaged in or 
continuing in the county in the business for which the tax is hereby 
levied to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect from the 
purchaser the amount due on account of the tax herein provided or to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount collected or to 
absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption of the tax or any 
portion thereof. Any person, firm, corporation, club or association 
violating any of the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) or imprisoned in the county jail for not more than 
sivty dave ar hv hoth such fine and imprisonment. Each act in violation 
of this section shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 3. The tax hereby levied shall be paid by affixing stamps 
as is required for the payment of the tax imposed by Title 51, Chapter 
20, Article 9, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended. The state department 
of revenue shall have the same duties relative to the preparation and 
sale of stamps to evidence the payment of such tax that it has relative 
to the preparation and sale of stamps under that article; and may 
exercise the same powers and perform the same duties in the same man- 
ner relative to the collection of the tax hereby levied that it does relative 
to the collection of that tax. 


Section 4. The state department of revenue is hereby authorized 
to promulgate and enforce rules and regulations to effectuate the pur- 
poses of this Act. All such rules and regulations duly promulgated shall 
have the force and effect of law. 


Section 5. All laws, and rules and regulations of the department 
of revenue, relating to the manner and time of payment of the tax levied 
by Title 51, Chapter 20, Article 9, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended, 
requiring reports from dealers and prescribing penalties for violations 
shall apply with equal force to the tax levied by this Act as fully as if 
set out herein. 


Section 6. The State Department of Revenue shall charge the 
county for collecting the special county taxes levied in this Act such an 
amount, not to exceed ten per cent of the amount collected, as the com- 
missioner of revenue and the governing body of the county may deter- 
mine. Such charge for collecting the taxes for the county may be de- 
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ducted each month from the proceeds of the taxes collected before 
certifying the amount thereof due the county for that month. The com- 
missioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes 
collected under this Act, as such taxes are received by the department 
of revenue; and on or before the tenth day of each successive month 
(commencing with the month following the month in which the depart- 
ment makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall 
certify to the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the 
provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the 
benefit of the county during the month immediately preceding the 
making of such certificate. Provided, that before certifying the amount 
of taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of the county during 
each month, the commissioner may deduct from the taxes collected in 
such month the charges due the department for the collection of the taxes 
for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to issue his warrant 
each month payable to the custodian of the public funds of the county in 
an amount equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner of re- 
venue as having been collected for the use of the county. The custodian 
of county funds shall deposit the revenue derived by the county from the 
taxes levied herein the general fund of the county. 


Section 7. (a) None of the provisions of this Act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation of the commerce or other clauses of 
the federal or state constitution. (b) This statue shall not be construed 
to apply to cigarettes and cigars stored by a wholesale dealer for the 
purpose of resale or reshipment, outside Winston County which are 
actually resold or reshipped.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 204, Section 207, Section 213, Section 214, Section 224, 
Section 225 and Section 243, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, and to repeal Section 212, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, all 
relating to unemployment compensation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legisiaiure of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 204, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§ 204. Experience Rating, rates and contributions. 


A. (1) For the twelve-month period beginning on the Ist day of 
April 1941, and each twelve-month period beginning on the ist day of 
April thereafter, the contribution rates of each employer whose employ- 
ment record has been chargeable with benefit wages during not less than 
the three consecutive calendar years immediately preceding any such lst 
day of April and of his employees shall be determined by the unemploy- 
ment compensation fund’s maximum liability for benefits to his em- 
ployees who have received benefits, modified by the state experience asi 
to average duration of benefit payments as provided herein, except that, 


(2) For the twelve-month period beginning on the first day of April 
1956 and for each twelve-month period beginning on the first day of each 
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April thereafter, any employer who has not been subject to the law 
for a sufficient period to qualify for a rate determination under sub- 
section A (1) of this section but whose employment record has been 
chargeable with benefit wages throughout at least the calendar year 
immediately preceding such first day of April shall have his rate and 
that of his employees determined by the unemployment compensation 
fund’s maximum liability for benefits to his employees who have been 
paid benefits, modified by the State experience as of the most recent 
December 31 as to average duration of benefit payments as provided 
herein, 


(3) Subsequent to January 1, 1955, any employer who has not been 
subject to the law for a sufficient period to qualify for a rate determina- 
tion under subsection A (1) or (2) of this section but whose employment 
record has been chargeable with benefit wages throughout a four-con- 
secutive calendar quarter period ending March 31, June 30, or September 
30, as the case may be, shall have his rate and the rate of his employees 
determined by the unemployment compensation fund’s maximum liabil- 
ity for benefits to his employees or former employees who have been 
paid benefits modified by the State experience as of the most recent 
December 31 as to average duration of benefit payments as herein pro- 
vided. The rates so determined shall be effective for the period beginning 
on the first day of the fourth month following such March 31, June 30, 
or September 30, as the case may be, and ending on the following March 
31. Rates under this paragraph will first be computed for the period 
beginning July 1, 1955, but no rates shall be computed under this para- 
graph to be effective for any period ending after March 31, 1966. 


(4) If the director finds that an employer’s business is closed solely 
because of the entrance of one or more of the owners, officers, partners, 
or the major stockholders into the armed forces of the United States, 
or any of its allies, after July 1, 1950, such employer’s experience rating 
account shall not be terminated; and, if the business is resumed within 
two years after the discharge or release from active duty in the armed 
forces of such person or persons, the employer’s experience shall be 
deemed to have been continuous throughout such period. The benefit 
wage percentage of any such employer for the calendar year in which 
he resumes business and the three calendar years immediately following 
shall be a percentage equal to the total of his benefit wages (including 
any benefit wages resulting from the payment of benefits to any indivi- 
dual during the period the employer was in the armed forces based upon 
wages paid by him prior to his entrance into such forces) for the three 
most recent calendar years divided by that part of his total payroll, with 
respect to which contributions have been paid for the three most recent 
calendar years during the whole of which, respectively, such employer 
has been in business. This provision does not authorize cash refunds. 
Any adjustments required hereunder shall be only by credit certificates. 


B. The employee’s benefit wages shall be determined as follows: 


(1) When, in any benefit year, an employee was first paid benefits 
after December 31, 1937, and before July 1, 1943, for total or partial 
unemployment, his wages for employment after December 1, 1936, during 
the then base period as defined for such benefit year by the Alabama 
Unemployment Compensation Law in effect with respect to such benefit 
year and with respect to which benefits were paid, shall be the em- 
ployer’s (ee’s) benefit wages. 


(2) When, in any benefit year during which an employee has not 
been paid any benefits prior to July 1, 1943, such employee is paid 
benefits after June 30, 1943, for the second compensable week of total 
or partial unemployment, his wages during his base period shall be 
employee’s benefit wages; except that wages paid to an employee during 
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his. base period for part-time employment by an employer who con- 
tinues to give the employee employment to the same extent, while he is 
receiving benefits as he did during his base period, shall not be deter- 
mined to be employee’s benefit wages. The employer shall establish 
the continuation of work to the satisfaction of the director by submitting 
such information as the director may require within four days after the 
date of notification or mailing of notice by the director that the employee 
has first filed a claim for benefits. 


(3) As to any employee who is a “maritime worker” wages of such 
employee during a base period shall be multiplied by a fraction, the 
numerator of which is his average quarterly earnings in his base period 
and the denominator of which is his highest of any quarter in his base 
period. No wages in excess of $3,000 paid to an employee in his base 
period by any one employer shall be deemed benefit wages. 


(4) When in the determination of an employee’s benefit wages, 
wages that have been included once in an employee’s benefit wages for 
one benefit year or in an employee’s wages for one base period such 
wages shall not thereafter be included again in his benefit wages for any 
other benefit year or in his wages for any other base period respectively. 


In computing an employee’s benefit wages under paragraphs 2, 3, 
and 4 of this subsection, no wages in excess of $3,000 paid to him in his 
base period by any one employer shali be deemed benefit wages. It is 
the intent of this provision that no one employer be charged with benefit 
wages in excess of $3,000 because of the receipt of benefits in a benefit 
year by one of his workers or former workers. 


C. (1) For employers who qualify for a rate determination under 
subsection A (1) or (2) of this section employer’s benefit wages for 
each and every calendar year shall be the total of the benefit wages 
received from him by all of his employees or former employees who 
were paid their second benefit payment of a given benefit year in such 
calendar year. 


(2) Subsequent to March 31, 1955, for employers who qualify for a 
rate determination under subsection A(3) of this section, employer’s 
benefit wages shall be the total of the benefit wages received from him 
by all of his employees or former employees who were paid their second 
benefit payment for a given benefit year in a period of at least four but 
not more than twelve-consecutive-calendar quarters ending on March 
31, June 30 or September 30, as the case may be. 


(3) The director shall analyze the benefit payments made in and 
the employee and employer benefit wages for the calendar years 1938, 
1939, and 1940 and for each calendar year thereafter and determine each 
empioyer’s penefit wages for aii such calendar years respectively. 


(4) Nothwithstanding any inconsistent provisions of this chapter, if 
after the last day of any claimant’s benefit year but within the thirty 
days next following thereafter, an employer for whom benefit wage 
charges were made as a consequence of such claimant’s receipt of bene- 
fits alleges that he had reemployed such claimant within the claimant’s 
benefit year, and the director finds that such employee received in 
benefits a total amount aggregating not more than twenty-five per cent 
of the maximum benefit payments to which he was entitled within such 
benefit year, because of such reemployment, the employer’s benefit wage 
record shall be credited with seventy-five per cent of the benefit wages 
previously charged against him relating to such claimant’s previous 
employment; or if the director finds that such employee received in 
benefits an amount aggregating more than twenty-five per cent but not 
more than fifty per cent of the maximum benefits to which he was en- 
titled within such benefit year, because of such reemployment, the 
employer’s benefit wage record shall be credited with fifty per cent 
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of the benefit wages previously charged against him relating to such 
claimant’s previous employment; or if the director finds that such 
employee received in benefits a total amount aggregating more than 
fifty per cent but not more than seventy-five per cent of the maximum 
benefits to which he was entitled within such benefit year, because of 
such reemployment, the employer’s benefit wage record shall be credited 
with twenty-five per cent of the benefit wages previously charged) 
against him relating to such claimant’s previous employment. Provided, 
however, that such credits shall be made for the calendar year, or for 
employers qualifying for rate determination under the provisions of 
section 204 A(2) hereof for the calendar quarter, in which the finding 
is made by the director and no attempt shall be made to relate such 
credits to the period in which the rehire occurred; “reemployment” 
meaning performing services for remuneration. 


(5) The director shall after the close of each calendar quarter fur- 
nish each employer with a statement of the wages of his workers, or 
former workers, which became his benefit wages in that calendar quar- 
ter, together with the names of such workers, or former workers, and 
such statement, in the absence of an application for a revision thereof 
within ninety days of the mailing of such statement to the employer’s 
last known address, shall be conclusive and final upon the employer for 
all purposes and in all proceedings whatsoever. Such application for 
revision shall be in the form and manner prescribed by regulation of the 
director. Upon receipt of within the time allowed, an application for 
revision of such statement, the director shall allow such application in 
whole or in part, or shall deny such application and shall serve notice 
upon the employer of such decision. Such decision of the director shall 
be final and conclusive on the employer at the expiration of thirty days 
from the date of service of such notice unless the employer shall within 
the said thirty-day period file with the director a written protest and a 
petition for hearing, specifying his objections thereto. Upon receipt of 
such petition the director shall fix a time and place for a hearing and 
shall notify the employer thereof. At any hearing held as herein pro- 
vided, the decision of the director shall be prima facie correct, and the 
burden shall be upon the protesting employer to prove it is incorrect. 
No employer shall have the right to object to the benefit wages with 
respect to any worker as shown on such statement unless he shall first 
show that such benefit wages arose as a result of benefits paid to such 
worker in accordance with a determination, or redetermination to which 
such employer was a party entitled to notice thereof, as provided by 
Article 5 of this chapter, and shall further show that he was not notified 
of such determination or redetermination in accordance with the require- 
ments of said Article 5 of this chapter. Nothing herein contained shall 
affect the right of any employer at such hearing to object to such state- 
ment of benefit wages on the ground that it is incorrect by reason of a 
clerical error made by the director or any of his employees. The employer 
shall be promptly notified by mail of the director’s decision. Such deci- 
sion shall be final and conclusive unless an appeal is taken therefrom 
in it manner and within the time prescribed in paragraph H of this 
section. 


Nothing herein contained shall be construed as limiting or affecting 
in any manner the right and authority of the director to remove benefit 
wage charges from any employer’s account upon discovering or being 
aware of any such employer’s workers or former workers having drawn 
benefits by reason of false representations of their earnings while filing 
claims for benefits. 


Nothing herein contained shall be construed to authorize, permit, 
or require credits to an employer’s benefit wage record of employer 
benefit wages for any calendar year prior to January 1, 1949, it being 
the intention of the Legislature to make this part of the law relative to 
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crediting employer wage records effective only as to wage charges made 
to employer’s wage records on and after January 1, 1949. 


D. (1) The benefit wage percentage of each employer who qualifies 
for rate determination under subsection A(1) of this section shall be a 
percentage determined by dividing the total of his benefit wages for the 
three most recent preceding calendar years by that part of his total 
taxable payroll for the same three years, with respect to which contribu- 
tions have been paid on or before January 31 next following such three- 
calendar-year period. 


(2) The benefit wage percentage of each employer who qualifies 
for a rate determination under subsection A(2) of this section shall be 
a percentage determined by dividing the total of his benefit wages for a 
period of not less than one but less than the three most recent preceding 
calendar years by that part of his total taxable payroll for the same 
period, with respect to which contributions have been paid on or before 
January 31 next following such period. 


(3) The benefit wage percentage of each employer who qualifies for 
a rate determination under subsection A(3) of this section shall be a 
percentage determined by dividing the total of his benefit wages for the 
period throughout which he was chargeable with benefit wages, such 
period not to be less than four or more than twelve-consecutive calendar 
quarters ending on March 31, June 30 or September 30, as the case may 
be, by that part of his total taxable payroll for the same period with 
respect to which contributions have been paid on or before the last day 
of the month following such period throughout which he was chargeable 
with benefit wages. 


E. From the total amount of benefits paid from the unemployment 
compensation trust fund during each calendar year there shall be sub- 
stracted all amounts credited to the fund during each such calendar year 
other than employer’s and employees’ contributions, and money credited 
to this state’s account in the unemployment compensation trust fund 
pursuant to section 903 of the Social Security Act, as amended, and the 
remainder shall be termed the “amount required for the fund” for each 
such calendar year. The “state experience factor” for each such calendar 
shall be a percentage determined by dividing the total of the amounts 
required for the fund for the three most recent calendar years by the 
state-wide total of benefit wages of all employers for the three most 
recent calendar years and by adjusting to the next highest multiple of 
one per cent (1.0%). The state experience factor shall be determined 
annually prior to the 15th day of March of the calendar year for which 
the determination is made. 


F. The contribution raies for cach employer and his employees as 
provided in subsection A, paragraphs (1), (2) and (3) of this section 
shall be determined by the director and the director shall notify each 
employer of the state experience factor, his benefit wage percentage, 
and his contribution rate within thirty days after the effective date of 
such rate, and of his employees’ contribution rate not less than five days 
prior to the effective date of such rate. Except as provided in paragraph 
4 subsection G of this section such employer contribution rate shall be 
determined from the first 10 columns of the following table and shall

calendar year. The maximum employer’s contribution rate under this 
subsection shall be two and seven tenths per cent (2.7%), and the con- 
tribution rate of the employees of the said employer shall be one-fourth 
of one per cent (0.25%).

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G. Contribution rates for each employer and his employees deter- 
mined pursuant to subsection F of this section shall nevertheless be 
subject to increase as hereinafter provided. 


(1) The “benefits pay roll ratio” of the state for each calendar year 
shall be determined by dividing the total of benefits paid from the 
unemployment compensation fund within such year by the statewide 
total of taxable pay rolls (with respect to which contributions have 
been paid on or before January 31 of such year) of ail employers for 
the calendar year immediately preceding the calendar year within which 
such benefits have been paid and by adjusting the quotient to the nearest 
multiple of one thousandth. 


(2) The “minimum normal amount” of the unemployment compen- 
sation fund for each calendar year shall be one and one-half times the 
amount determined by multiplying the highest state-wide total of taxable 
pay rolls (with respect to which contributions have been paid on or 
before January 31 of such year) of all employers for any of the three 
most recent preceding calendar years by the highest benefits pay roll 
ratio for any of the ten most recent preceding calendar years. 


(3) Whenever at the end of any calendar year that the fund is 
greater than the minimum normal amount for the calendar year im- 
mediately succeeding such three-year period, the director shall on or 
before March 15 of said immediately succeeding calendar year so declare, 
and effective for the twelve-month period beginning with the Ist day 
of April of said immediately succeeding calendar year the contribution 
rates for each employer and his employees shall be determined by 
the director as provided in subsection F of this section on the basis 
of each employer’s benefit wage percentage for the said immediately 
succeeding calendar year and the state experience factor as determined 
for the said immediately succeeding calendar year as provided in sub- 
section E of this section. 


(4) If at the end of any calendar year after December 31, 1940, the 
fund is less than the minimum normal amount for the calendar year 
immediately succeeding such three-year period, the director shall on or 
before March 15 of said immediately succeeding calendar year so 
declare. To be effective for the twelve-month period beginning with 
the Ist day of April of said immediately succeeding calendar year, the 
contribution rates for each employer shall be determined by the director 
from the table in subsection F of this section on the basis of each 
employer’s benefit wage percentage for the said immediately succeed- 
ing calendar year and an increased state experience factor to be com- 
puted by multiplying the state experience factor for the said immediate- 
ly succeeding calendar year by two. In compuling rates under this sub- 
section all 13 columns in the table in subsection F of this section shall 
be used. If no percentage equal to or in excess of such benefit wage per- 
centage appears on said horizontal line, the employer’s contribution rate 
shall be three and six-tenths per cent (3.6%). The employees’ tax rate 
for employees of all employers whose employer tax rate is computed 
under this paragraph shall, for the same period of time, be 0.5% (one- 
half of one per cent). 


(5) Any amount credited to this State’s account under section 903 
of the Social Security Act, as amended, which has been appropriated 
for expenses of administration, whether or not withdrawn from the 
trust fund, shall be excluded from the trust fund balance in determining 
whether or not such fund is greater or less than the minimum normal 
amount for a calendar year. 


(6) The director shall notify each employer of such declaration and 
change in state experience factor and of his benefit wage percentage and 
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his contribution rate within thirty days after each such ist day of April; 
and of his employees’ contribution rate not less than five days before 
each such Ist day of April. 


H. Any employer may apply to the director for and shall be 
entitled to a review as to the determination of his benefit wage percent- 
age, his contribution rate as fixed by his benefit wage percentage, and 
the amount of wages which, as to such employer, will be taxable at such 
rate, provided such application is filed within 30 days of the date of the 
mailing by the director to the employer of the notice of such determina- 
tion. Pending such review such employer shall withhold and transmit 
employee contributions and make all contribution payments otherwise 
required by this chapter at contribution rates fixed by the determination 
sought to be reviewed and resulting overpayments or underpayments 
of contributions by the employer shall, upon any redetermination, be 
adjusted or refunded pursuant to Section 243 of this title. Any employer 
may within 30 days after the date of mailing by the director to such 
employer of notice of the ruling of the director upon such application for 
review appeal such ruling to the circuit court of any county wherein the 
employer is engaged in doing business, upon such terms and upon givin 
such security for costs as the court may upon application prescribe. Tria 
in that court shal] be de novo with respect to his benefit wage percentage. 
Any redetermination of benefit wage percentage, whether by the direc- 
tor or the court on appeal, shall not be effective as to an employee contri- 
bution rate before the calendar quarter first beginning after such 
redetermination. 


I. For the purpose of this section, an employer’s benefit wages and 
that part of his taxable payroll with respect to which contributions have 
been paid, shall be deemed benefit wages and taxable payrolls of a suc- 
cessor employer and shall be taken into account in determining the 
contribution rate of such successor employer provided in subsection F 
of this section, if such successor succeeds the employer in any of the 
manners set out in subsection D, Section 185 of this chapter; provided 
further that an employer subject to this chapter who becomes such in 
any of the manners set out in subsection E, Section 185 of this chapter 
shall have that portion of his predecessor’s benefit wages and that part 
of his predecessor’s total taxable payroll with respect to which contribu- 
tions have been paid which correspond to the segregable portion of the 
business assets and payroll thereof, acquired from his predecessor deemed 
to be his benefit wages and his payroll and such shall be taken into 
account in determining his and his employee’s rates, as provided in sub- 
section F of this section.” 


Section 2. Section 207, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


§ 207. Weekly benefit amount.—An_ individual’s weekly benefit 
amount shall be an amount equal to 1/26th of the total wages for insured 
work paid to him during that quarter of his base period in which such 
total wages were the highest, except that: 


A. If the amount thus derived is not a multiple of $1.00, it shall be 
rounded to the nearest multiple of $1.00. 


B. If the amount thus derived is more than $37.50, the weekly 
benefit amount shall be $38.00. 


C. If the amount thus derived is less than $11.51, the weekly bene- 
fit amount shall be $12.00, provided that, during that quarter of his base 
period in which the wages paid to him for insured work were the high- 
est, the individual was paid wages of $200.00 or more for insured work 
on other than a part-time basis.

Section 4. Section 213, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: ; 


§ 213. Benefit eligibility conditions—-An unemployed individual 
shall be eligible to receive benefits with respect to any week only if the 
director finds that— 


A. He has made a claim for benefits with respect to such week in 
accordance with such regulations as the director may prescribe. | 


B. He has registered for work at, and thereafter continued to report 
at, an employment office in accordance with such regulations as the 
director may prescribe, except that the director may, by regulation 
waive or alter either or both of the requirements of this section as to 
individuals attached to regular jobs and as to such other type of cases or 
situations with respect to which he finds that compliance with such 
requirements would be oppressive, or would be inconsistent with pur- 
poses of this chapter. 


C. He is physically and mentally able to perform work of a char- 
acter which he is qualified to perform by past experience or training, 
and he is available for such work either at a locality at which he earned 
wages for insured work during his base period or at a locality where 
it may reasonably be expected that such work may be available. 


D. He has been totally unemployed for a waiting period of one 
week or partially unemployed for a waiting period of 2 weeks except 
that one week of partial unemployment shall complete the waiting 
period requirement if the next following week of unemployment is a 
week of total unemployment. No week sahll be counted as a week of 
unemployment for the purpose of this subsection: 


(1) If benefits have been paid with respect thereto. 


(2) Unless the individual was otherwise eligible for benefits with 
respect thereto as provided in articles 4 and 5 of this chapter. 


(3) Unless it occurs within the benefit year which includes the week 
with respect to which he claims payment of benefits, provided that this 
requirement shall not interrupt the payment of benefits for consecutive 
weeks of unemployment. : 


E. He has during his base period been paid wages for insured work 
of at least $468 and in addition been paid wages for insured work equal 
to or exceeding ii2 times, the ivial of the wages for insured work paid 
to him in that quarter of such base period in which such total wages 
were the highest, provided, however, that no otherwise eligible indivi- 
dual who shall have received benefits in a preceding benefit year shall 
be eligible to receive benefits in a succeeding benefit year unless and 
until such otherwise eligible individual, subsequent to the beginning date 
of the preceding benefit year, shall have worked in insured employment 
for which work he earned wages equal to at least 8 times the weekly 
benefit amount established for such individual in the preceding benefit 
year. 

Section 5. Section 214, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


§ 214. Disqualification for benefits —An individual shall be dis- 
qualified for total or partial unemployment. 


A. For any week in which his total or partial unemployment is 
directly due to a labor dispute still in active progress in the establish- 
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ment in which he is or was last employed; for the purposes of this sec- 
tion only, the term “labor dispute” includes any controversy concerning 
terms, tenure or conditions of employment, or concerning the associa- 
tion or representation of persons in negotiating, fixing, maintaining, 
changing or seeking to arrange terms or conditions of employment, re- 
gardless of whether the disputants stand in the proximate relation of 
employer and employee. This definition shall not relate to a dispute be- 
tween an individual worker and his employer. 


B. If he has left his employment voluntarily without good cause 
connected with such work. But he shall not be disqualified if: 


1. He was forced to leave work because he was sick or disabled, 
other than because of pregnancy, notified his employer of the fact as 
soon as it was reasonably practicable so to do and returned to that 
employer and offered himself for work as soon as he was again able to 
work; provided, however, this exception shall not apply if the employer 
had an established leave-of-absence policy covering sickness or disability 
and (a) the individual fails to comply with same as soon as it is reason- 
ably practicable so to do, or (b) upon the expiration of a leave-of- 
absence he shall fail to return to said employer and offer himself for 
work if he shall then be able to work, or, if he is not then able to work, 
he fails to so notify his employer of that fact and request an extension 
of his said leave-of-absence as soon as it is reasonably practicable so to 
do. 


In ease of doubt that an individual was sick or disabled, or as to the 
duration of any such sickness or disability, the director may, or if the 
employer requests it, the director shall require a doctor’s certificate to 
establish the fact or facts that is or are in doubt. 


An established leave-of-absence policy shall be any leave-of-absence 
policy covering sickness and disability communicated to the employee 
by the customary means used by the employer for communicating with 
his employees. 


Provided, however, that nothing herein shall be construed or inter- 
preted as authorizing the payment of benefits to any person during or 
for unemployment due to sickness or disability. 


2. He left his employment and immediately took another job and 
thereafter was employed on said other job for not less than ten weeks, 
or, he left his employment and immediately returned to work with his 
regular employer or to employment in which he had prior existing 
statutory or contractual seniority or recall rights. For the purpose of 
this subsection another job shall not include self-employment. When 
this exception is applied, wages paid for that period of employment 
immediately preceding the separation to which the exception is applied 
which have not been heretofore determined to be benefit wages, shall 
not be determined to be employer’s or employee’s benefit wages for the 
purpose of the experience rating provisions of Section 204 of this Title. 
Except this exception shall not apply if he quits his new employment 
voluntarily without good cause connected with his work. 


C. 1. If he was discharged or removed from his work for a dis- 
honest or criminal act committed in connection with his work or for 
sabotage or an act endangering the safety of others, or for actual or 
threatened deliberate misconduct after written warning to the individual. 


2. For the week in which he has been discharged for misconduct 
connected with his work (other than acts mentioned in subsection (1) 
of this subdivision) and for not less than three nor more than the six 
next following weeks as determined by the director in each case accord- 
ing to the seriousness of the conduct. 
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3. For the week or weeks (not to exceed four weeks) in which or 
for which he has been suspended as a disciplinary measure connected 
with his work, or for misconduct connected with his work. 


D. 1. When an individual is disqualified for benefits under subsec- 
tion B or C (1) of this section, he shall not thereafter be entitled to any 
benefits under this Chapter on account of wages paid to him for the 
period of employment by the employer by whom he was employed when 
the disqualifying event occurred, and, provided further, that for the 
purposes of the experience rating provisions of Section 204 of this Title 
no portion of such wages shall be determined to be employee’s or em- 
ployer’s benefit wages for any benefit years or base period. 


2. When an individual is disqualified for benefits under subsections 
C (2) and C (8) of this section the total amount of benefits to which 
he may otherwise be entitled as determined in accordance with section 
209 of this title shall be reduced by an amount equal to the product of 
the number of weeks for which he shall be disqualified under subsections; 
C (2) and C (3) of this section multiplied by his weekly benefit amount. 


E. If he fails, without good cause, either to apply for or to accept 
available suitable work or to return to his customary self-employment 
when so directed by the director or when he is notified of suitable work 
or it is offered him through a state employment office or the United 
States Employment Service, or directly or by written notice or offer 
to any such employment office or employment service by an employer 
by whom the individual was formerly employed. Such disqualification 
shall be for a period of not less than six nor more than ten weeks from 
the date of said failure. 


This disqualification shall not apply unless the individual has an 
established benefit year, or is seeking to establish one, at the time he 
fails without good cause, to do any of the acts set out in this subsection. 


1. In determining whether or not any work is suitable for an indivi- 
dual, the director shall consider the degree of risk involved tc his 
health, safety, and morals, his physical fitness, and prior training, his 
experience and prior earnings, his length of unemployment and prospects 
for securing local work in his customary occupation, and the distance 
of the available work from his residence; provided that no work or em- 
ployment shall be deemed unsuitable because of its distance from 
the individual’s residence, if such work or employment is in the same 
or substantially the same locality as was his last previous regular place 
of employment and if the employee left such employment voluntarily 
without good cause connected with such employment. 


2. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, no work 
shall be deemed suitable and benefits shall not be denied under this 
chapter to any otherwise eligible individual for refusing to accept new 
work under any of the following conditions: 

(a) If the position offered is vacant due directly to a strike, lockout, 
or other labor dispute; 

(b) If the wages, hours, or other conditions of the work offered are 
substantially less favorable to the individual than those prevailing for 
similar work in the locality; 

(c) If as a condition of being employed the individual would be 
required to join a company union, or to resign from or refrain from join- 
ing any bona fide labor organization. 


F. For any week with respect to which he is receiving or has 
received remuneration in the form of wages in lieu of notice, or a dis- 
missal or separation allowance. 
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G. For any week with respect to which or a part of which he has 
received or is seeking unemployment benefits under an unemployment 
compensation law of any other state or of the United States; provided, 
that if the appropriate agency of such other state or of the United States 
finally determines that he is not entitled to such unemployment benefits 
this disqualification shall not apply. 


H. For any week with respect to which or a part of which 
he has received or is seeking a pension payment pursuant to an 
employment contract or agreement, provided that if it is finally 
determined he is not entitled to such pension payment this dis- 
qualification shall not apply; and provided further, that no claimant 
shall be disqualified from receiving benefits by virtue of the pro- 
visions of this subsection when his benefits are based entirely on 
wages earned from employment other than that from which he retired. 
If the retirement pay, the receipt of which is disqualifying under this 
subsection, is less than the weekly benefit which would otherwise be 
due under this chapter, he shall be entitled to receive, if otherwisa 
eligible, weekly benefits reduced by the amount of such retirement pay. 


I. For any week with respect to which or a part of which he has 
received or is seeking compensation for temporary disability under any 
workmen’s compensation law; provided that if it is finally determined 
he is not entitled to such compensation, this disqualification shall not 
apply, and provided further that if such compensation is less than the 
benefits which would otherwise be due under this chapter, he shall be 
entitled to receive for such week, if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced 
by the amount of such payment. 


J. For any week that such individual is engaged or employed by the 
works progress administration, the national youth administration, or any 
federal or state unit, agency or instrumentality in charge of public works, 
assistance through public employment, or work relief. 


K. For any week in which he is self-employed and each week 
thereafter until he shall establish that he is no longer self-employed. 


L. For the week in which she left employment because of pregnancy 
or was required by her employer to leave employment because of 
pregnancy and for each week thereafter until: 


1. The week immediately following the expiration of a leave-of- 
absence granted to her by her employer on account of pregnancy in 
accordance with an established leave-of-absence policy, the duration of 
which leave was set in accordance with her request or in accordance 
with a collective bargaining agreement; 


2. The eleventh week immediately following termination of such 
pregnancy if no such leave-of-absence was granted to her. 


Provided further that if her employer had an established leave-of- 
absence policy covering pregnancy she shall be disqualified under sub- 
section B, of this section if she (a) fails to comply with such leave-of- 
absence policy as soon as reasonably practicable so to do or, (b) upon 
expiration of a leave-of-absence she fails to return to said employer and 
offer herself for work, if she shall then be able to work, or, if not then 
able to work, she fails to so notify her employer and request an exten- 
sion of her said leave-of-absence as soon as reasonably practicable so to 
do. 


Provided further that if her employer had no established leave-of- 
absence policy covering pragnancy and she left employment of her 
volition on account of pregnancy without being required by her employer 
to do so, she shall be disqualified under subsection B. of this section if 
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she failed to notify her employer of said reason for leaving as soon as it 
was reasonably practicable so to do and failed to return to that em- 
ployer and offer herself for work as soon as she was again able to work 
following termination of pregnancy. 


Section 6. Section 224, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§ 224. Period and termination of employer’s coverage.—Except as 
otherwise provided in subsection B of this section, any employing unit 
which is or becomes an employer subject to this chapter within any 
calendar year, shall be an employer subject thereto during the whole of 
such calendar year. 


Except as otherwise provided in Section 225 of this chapter, an em- 
ployer shall cease to be an employer subject to this chapter— 


A. As of the first day of January of any calendar year if he files 
with the director prior to the first day of April of such year, a written 
application for termination of coverage and he has not on each of some 
twenty days, each day being in a different calendar week in the last 
completed calendar year employed four or more individuals in employ- 
ment subject to this chapter. 


B. (1) As of the date of transfer of his organization, trade or busi- 
ness, or substantially all the assets thereof to a successor as provided by 
subsection D of section 185 of this chapter, provided he shall have ceased 
me employ any individual or individuals in employment subject to this 
chapter. 


(2) If, immediately subsequent to the date of transfer of his 
organization, trade or business, or substantially all the assets thereof to a 
successor as provided by subsection D of section 185 of this chapter, he 
continues to employ any individual or individuals in employment subject 
to this chapter, he shall cease to be an employer subject to this chapter 
as of the first day of January next following the date of such transfer, 
provided he files with the director prior to the first day of April next 
following such first day of January, a written application for termina- 
tion of coverage and he has not, subsequent to the date of such transfer 
and prior to such first day of January, employed four or more individuals 
in employment subject to this chapter on each of some twenty days, each 
day being in a different calendar week. 


C. As of the first day of January next following two consecutive 
calendar years ending on the preceding thirty-first day of December 
during which he empioyed no individuais in employment subject to this 
chapter. 


When an employer’s coverage is terminated under the provisions of 
this section, such employer shall not thereafter become subject to the 
provisions of this chapter on the basis of any employment by such em- 
ployer prior to the effective date of such termination.” 


Section 7. Section 225, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§225. Employer’s election—Any employing unit not otherwise 
subject to this chapter, which files with the director his or its written 
election to become an employer subject hereto for not less than two 
calendar years, shall with the written approval of such election by the 
director, become an employer subject hereto to the same extent as other 
employers, as of the date stated in such application, except that if during 
the calendar year in which such election is filed, the employer has four 
or more employees in employment subject to this chapter on each of 
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some twenty days, each day being in a different calendar week in that 
year, he or it shall be liable for employer contributions based on all 
wages paid by him or it since January 1st of that calendar year. Such 
employer, except as provided in subsection B of section 224 of this chap- 
ter, shall cease to be subject to this chapter as of January Ist of any 
calendar year subsequent to such two calendar years only if he or it files 
with the director, prior to the first day of April of such year, a written 
application for termination of coverage, and he or it has not on each 
of some twenty days, each day being in a different calendar week in the 
last completed calendar year, employed four or more individuals in 
employment subject to this chapter.” 


Section 8. Section 243, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§ 243. Refunds——If not later than four years after the date on 
which any contributions, penalties, or interest became due an employer 
who has paid such contributions, penalties, or interest thereon shall 
make application for an adjustment thereof in connection with sub- 
sequent contribution payments, or for a refund thereof because such 
adjustment cannot be made, and the director shall determine that such 
contributions, penalties or interest, or any portion thereof was errone- 
ously collected, the director shall allow such employer to make an ad- 
justment thereof in connection with subsequent contribution liability, 
or if such adjustment cannot be made the director may refund such con- 
tributions, interest and penalties from the clearing account. Any refund 
of interest and/or penalties, which have been transferred to the Special 
Employment Security Administration Fund, shall be made from the 
Special Employment Security Administration Fund, provided for in sec- 
tion 248 of this chapter. If the director shall deny, in whole or in part, 
any such application, the applicant may within sixty days after notice 
of such action, to be given by the director by mail, appeal to the circuit 
court of the county wherein is the principal place of business of the 
applicant, and the trial in that court shall be without a jury, and the 
court shall render such judgment as the facts and circumstances warrant. 
For like cause and within four years, adjustment or refund may be 
made on the director’s own initiative. 


The amount of any adjustments or refunds made under this section 
shall be reduced by the sum of any benefits that shall have been paid 
based on the wages on which contributions are to be refunded. Such 
reduction shall be made first from the employee contributions withheld 
from wages of those employees to whom such benefits were paid and the 
remainder from the employer contributions; provided, however, that no 
such reduction in the amount of any adjustment or refund under this 
section shall be made if such contributions were paid under protest and 
such benefits were paid prior to final adjudication of such protest. 


Before any adjustment or refund may be made under the provisions 
of this section, the employer must conform to applicable rules and regula- 
tions of the director with respect to the refund to the employees entitled 
thereto of any moneys deducted by the employer in accordance with 
the provisions of this chapter.” 


Section 9. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 10. Section 2 and Section 4 of this Act shall apply only to 
individuals who establish a benefit year after the effective date of this 
Act. Section 5 of this Act shall apply to claims filed after the effective 
date of this Act. 


Section 11. This Act to take effect upon its passage and approval 
by the Governor or its otherwise becoming law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The board of registrars of Escambia County is hereby 
directed to purge all lists of the qualified electors in the county to the 
end that the names of all persons who are deceased or nonresidents of 
the county, or have otherwise become disqualified from voting in Escam- 
bia County, shall be removed from such lists, and that in the name of 
each qualified elector shall appear only on the list of qualified electors 
for the beat in which he resides. 


Section 2. The Board of registrars shall omit and remove from the 
lists of qualified electors of the county the name of any person who fails 
to reidentify himself, in the manner prescribed herein, before the first 
day of January 1968. 


Section 3. Prior to the first day of January 1968, the board of 
registrars of Escambia County is hereby authorized, directed and required 
to visit each beat in the county at least once, and more often if neces- 
sary, and remain there at least one day from nine o’clock in the morning 
until five o’clock in the afternoon, for the purpose of enabling qualified 
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and registered voters residing in the beat to appear before the board and 
reidentify themselves. The board shall give at least ten days notice, by 
advertisement in a newspaper published in the county, of the time when, 
and the place in the beat where, they will attend for the purpose of 
enabling voters to appear and reidentify themselves. Upon failure to 
give such notice, or to attend any appointment made by them in any beat, 
they shall, after like notice, fill new appointments. The board shall 
remain in session for thirty days. During the 30 day session the board

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE CLARA STONE COLLINS 


Pursuant to Act No. 223, Special Session 1964, herewith is submitted 
my report: 


It was my privilege to represent Alabama at the Order of Women 
Legislators Convention in Puerto Rico November 16-21, 1964, and while 
there, it was my privilege to be elected for a two-year term as Record- 
ing Secretary of this national organization. 


Present were nearly one hundred women legislators from many 
states, and from the start, it was apparent that all state legislatures have 
the same problems. What concerns the people of Alabama also concerns 
the people of Maine, Illinois, Connecticut, Indiana and everywhere .. . 
education, health and welfare, pollution problems, and of course, the 
everpresent questions of finance in every department. 


From the welcome by San Juan’s mayoress, Dona Felisa Rincon de 
Gautier, to the closing address by the Honorable Dr. Rafael Pico, Presi- 
dent of the Governmental Development Bank for Puerto Rico, the con- 
vention was full of interesting disclosures of the remarkable forward 
steps that this tiny island has made in the past twenty-five years by 
Operation Bootstrap. During this period, Puerto Rico has raised its per 
capita income from $121.00 a year to $830.00 a year. Part of this pros- 
perity and full employment is due to their tax exemption plan for at- 
tracting industry. New industry is exempt for ten years in San Juan, 
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twelve and seventeen years in other sections. Malaria has disappeared 
almost entirely from the island, and during the five days we were there 
we saw not one mosquito or fly, even though there are no screens, and 
the hotel lobbies, stores, and many restaurants have no doors except 
sliding ones for protection when the business is closed. 


We were accorded the privilege of being received by Governor and 
Mrs. Luis Munoz Marin in their centuries-old home, La Fortaleza, which 
overlooks the entrance to the harbor in San Juan. Priceless paintings 
and furniture added to the dignity of this official residence, and the 
charm and warmth of the Governor and his wife were very apparent, 
Governor Marin refused last fall to run for Governor for a certain fifth 
term, and instead declared he had been Governor long enough, and was 
elected to the Senate at a far lower salary. 


The president of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of the 
Puerto Rico Legislature held a reception for the group, and it was very 
delightful to meet many members of the Puerto Rico Legislature. The 
Capitol is built of white marble and is very imposing. The money for 
this was accumulated until they could afford the building, so that no 
debt service was necessary and all of the funds could be utilized on a 
cash basis. Each desk, in the Senate as well as in the House, is equipped 
with a microphone, and each Senator is provided with a small two-room 
office and also a full-time secretary. In my opinion, Alabama needs 
these facilities for its own Legislature. One interesting idea noted in 
the rotunda of the Capitol is the entire Constitution of Puerto Rico dis- 
played, page by page in a long case, and we were told that many citizens 
do come there and read through part or all of their Constitution. 


Some ‘sidelights of the convention: 


The University of Puerto Rico, which has no dormitories, charges 
only $75.00 per semester, and even so, over one-third of their students 
are on scholarship aid .. . The State Music Department is operated free 
from tuition for all talented students, regardless of their financial 
ability, and strict competition to select the most talented potential 
musicians has resulted in a most successful operation ... Columbus Day 
in Puerto Rico is November 19, since that is the day Columbus discovered 
Puerto Rico in 1493, and it is a very big holiday there .. .The entire 
Federal Excise Tax on Puerto Rican rum collected in this country is 
returned to Puerto Rico, for their use .. . In regard to Public Housing, a 
novel and apparently most successful approach is used. A family eligible 
for public housing is loaned $420.00 worth of materials, plus the use of 
certain items of machinery such as a concrete mixer, plus some techni- 
cal assistance and plans, and then the family itself, with the help of 
their friends, actually builds its own home on land deeded by a long 
term lease to that family. For ten years the family pays $4.00 each 
month, totalling $480.00 to repay for the materials, and then the home is 
theirs, and even may be willed to their children although not sold. In 
this way, the public housing units become for all intents and purposes 
private dwellings, with the result that these projects are proudly main- 
tained in an attractive manner, and the homes are layer: because the 
families themselves have built them. 


In my opinion, it is important for Alabama to have an official dele- 
gate at the National Order of Women Legislators Conventions, because 
it presents an opportunity to let others know about our State, and it is 
a splendid opportunity to discuss affairs and problems cf interest to all.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The tax assessor of Madison County and the tax collector 
of said county shall each receive an annual salary of sixteen thousand 
five hundred dollars ($16,500), which shall be in lieu of ail other 
compensation provided by law, including the fees and commissions for 
assessment or collection of municipal taxes. 


Section 2. The tax assesor of Madison County and the tax collector 
of said county shall each appoint his own clerks and assistants, and fix 
their compensation, which shall be paid from the county treasury at the 
times and in the manner provided for the payment of salaries of county 
employees. The total compensation of all such clerks and assistants for 
the tax assessor shall be not less than $30,000 nor more than $60,000 per 
annum; and the total compensation of all such clerks and assistants for 
the tax collector shall be not less than $30,000 nor more than $50,000 per 
annum. 


Section 3. All fees, commissions, allowances, percentages, charges, 
and costs, including fees and commissions for assessing municipal taxes, 
heretofore collected for the use of the tax assessor or the tax collector 
of Madison County shall be cullecied hereafier for the use of the county 
and shall be paid into the general fund of the county. The compensation 
of the tax assessor and tax collector provided for in this Act shall be 
their entire compensation for the performance of the duties of their 
respective offices. 


Section 4. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or other like governing body of Madison County shall provide the tax 
assessor and the tax collector with the necessary books, stationery, office 
equipment, supplies, postage, telephone service, and other conveniences 
and equipment as may be necessary for the proper and efficient conduct 
of the affairs of their respective offices. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 
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Section 7. The substantive provisions of this Act shall become 
effective October 1, 1967; provided, however, the court of county com- 
missioners, board of revenue, or other like governing body of Madison 
County may, in their discretion, provide for the payment of the salaries 
of clerks and assistants to such officers February 28, 1967.

Section 1. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 55, Section 301 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 301. Positions in the service of the state shall be divided 
into the exempt, the unclassified and the classified service. The exempt 
service shall include: Officers elected by the vote of the people. Offi- 
cers and employees of the legislature. Officers, attendants and em- 
ployees of the circuit courts, clerks of county jury boards, and deputy 
circuit solicitors. Members of boards and commissions, whether ap- 
pointed or self-perpetuating, and heads of departments, required by 
law to be appointed by the governor or by boards or commissions with 
the approval of the governor. All officers and employees of the state’s 
institutions of higher learning, teacher training institutions, and normal 
schools; all officers and employees of all educational, eleemosynary and 
correctional institutions which are governed and controlled by boards 
of trustees or similar governing bodies (except employees of the board 
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of trustees of the Alabama state hospitals, who shall be in the classified 
service), and secondary agricultural schools and vocational schools. All 
inmate help in all charitable, penal and correctional institutions. All 
commissioned and warrant officers and enlisted men of the national 
guard and naval militia of the state in their respective military and 
naval grades. The governor’s private secretary, legal advisor, recording 
secretary, and those employees of the governor’s office paid exclusively 
out of the governor’s emergency or contingent funds. The employees of 
the state docks commission engaged in railroad service and subject to 
the provisions of an act of congress known as the railway labor act as 
amended or as it may hereafter be amended. The services here listed 
as exempt shall in no respect be subject to the provisions of this chap- 
ter, anything to the contrary notwithstanding. The unclassified service 
shall include: One confidential assistant or secretary for each board, 
commission and elected officer and when requested by the governor for 
each department head appointed by the governor. All employees of the 
governor’s office not exempted. brovided that these positions in the 
unclassified service previously enumerated may at the request of the 
appointing authority be filled by classified employees. Each of the em- 
ployees thus appointed shall, at the conclusion of his occupancy of such 
position, resume his previous status in the classified service. The classi- 
fied service shall include all other officers and positions in the state 
service. Except as to services denominated as exempt or unclassified 
services hereinabove, the governor shall have the power by executive 
order to extend the provisions of this chapter to include additional posi- 
tions or classes of positions. Employees in the unclassified service shall 
be subject to the same rules and regulations of employment as apply to 
pup levers in the classified service except as to appointment and dis- 
missal.

Section 3. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all officers 
and employees in the service of the state institutions except: 1) mem- 
bers of appointive boards, commissions, and committees; 2) physicians, 
surgeons, dentists, psychologists, social workers, nurses and attorneys; 
3) any person whose employment is subject to the approval of the 
United States Government or any agency thereof; 4) heads of depart- 
ments in the state institutions; 5) such custodial and laboring positions 
as may be designated by the state personnel department. 


Section 4. The provisions of Code of Alabama 1940, Title 55, Sec- 
tion 301 in conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1967.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 26, Section 293 as amended 
is hereby amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 293. Medical Surgical and Hospital Service—In addition 
to the compensation herein provided, the employer shall pay the actual 
cost of reasonably necessary medical and surgical treatment and atten- 
tion, medicine, medical and surgical supplies, crutches, original artificial 
members, and other aparatus, as may be obtained by the injured em- 
ployee during the first two years of disability, or in case of death within 
said two years, obtained during the period occurring between the time 
of the injury and his death therefrom. The injured employee, if he is 
physically able to do so, may select any physician and hospital located 
within the county where the accident occurred to render him surgical 
attention during such two-year period. The total liability of the em- 
ployer under this section shall not exceed the aggregate of two thousand 
four hundred dollars, and the pecuniary liability of the employer for 
such services rendered the employee shall be limited to such charges as 
prevail for similar treatment in the community where the injured em- 
ployee resides. In case an insurer of the employee or a benefit association 
is liable for such medical, surgical and hospital service, or for a part 
thereof, or in case the employee is entitled to the same or a part thereof, 
from any source whatever by virtue of any agreement or understanding, 
or law, state or federal, without any loss of benefit to the employee, the 
employer shall not be required in such case to pay any part of such 
expense, unless said benefits are insufficient to pay as much as said two 
thousand four hundred dollars, and in such event the employer shall be 
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liable for the deficiency only. All cases of dispute as to the necessity 
and value of such services shall be determined by the tribunal having 
jurisdiction of the claim of the injured employee for compensation, In 
addition to the medical and surgical treatment provided during the first 
two years of disability, the employer may, if he so elects, furnish to the 
injured employee such medical and surgical treatment and attention, 
medical and surgical supplies, crutches, original artificial members, and 
other apparatus for such time thereafter as he desires to furnish same, 
and the employes shall accept the same; if the employer furnishes such 
medical and surgical attention and supplies during such two-year period 
he shall not be liable under this section, except for such of said services 
and supplies as may, in an emergency, be procured by the employee else- 
where; in no event, however, shall the total liability hereunder exceed 
two thousand four hundred dollars. The injured employee must submit 
himself to examination by the employer’s physician at all reasonable 
times, if requested to do so by the employer but the employee shall have 
the right to have a physician of his own selection present at such ex- 
amination, in which case the employee shall be liable to such physician 
for his services. The employer shall pay for the services of the physician 
making the examination at the instance of the employer. And in case 
of dispute as to the injury, the court may, at the instance of either party, 
or of its own motion, appoint a neutral physician of good standing and 
ability to make an examination of the injured person and report his 
findings to the court, the expense of which examination shall be borne 
equally by the parties. If the injured employee refuses to comply with 
any reasonable request for examination or refuses to submit to medical 
and surgical treatment and attention, his right to compensation shall be 
suspended, and no compensation shall be payable for the period of 
such refusal. Any physician whose services are furnished or paid for 
by the employer, or any physician of the injured employee, and who 
treats or makes or is present at any examination of an injured employee 
may be required to testify as to any knowledge by him in the course 
of such treatment or examination as same related to the injury or dis- 
ability arising therefrom. Any such physician shall, upon written request 
of the injured employee or his employer, furnish to such injured em- 
ployee or his employer a written statement of his professional opinion 
as to the extent of the injury and disability.

The Board of Directors of the 
Authority may choose some name other than that above specified at any 
time it elects to do so; provided, however, that if the Board of Directors

The remaining 
three members shall be elected in the manner herinafter prescribed;

The Chairman of the Board of 
Directors shall be elected by said Board after all five members of the 
Board have been elected and have qualified as such. 
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“Within thirty days after the adoption of this act the Mayor of the

“Section 1. The Government of the United States shall not engage 
in any business, professional, commercial, financial or industrial enter- 
prise except as specified in the Constitution. 


“Section 2. The Constitution or laws of any State, or the laws of 
the United States shall not be subject to the terms of any foreign or 
domestic agreement which would abrogate this amendment. 


“Section 3. The activities of the United States Government. which 
violate the intent and puropses of this amendment shall, within a period 
of three (3) years from the date of ratification of this amendment, be 
liquidated and the properties and facilities affected shall be sold. 


“Section 4. Three (3) years after the ratification of this amend- 
ment, the sixteenth Article of amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States shall stand repealed and thereafter Congress shall not 
levy taxes on personal incomes, estates, and/or gifts.”

business subject to the State sales tax, and to levy an excise tax on the 
storage, use or other consumption in said county of tangible personal 
property purchased at retail; to provide that the said privilege or license 
taxes are required to be passed on to the consumer or purchaser at 
retail to the extent provided for in this act; to provide for the making 
of reports or returns and the keeping of records with respect to the 
taxes herein levied; to provide that the exemptions applicable to the 
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State sales tax statutes and the State use tax statutes, as said statutes 
may from time to time be amended, shall be applicable respectively to 
the said privilege or license tax and the said excise tax; to confer power 
to administer the act upon the Commissioner of Licenses or other officer

“Section 425. The State is hereby divided into eight congressional 
districts as follows: The first district shall be composed of the counties 
of Mobile, Washington, Choctaw, Clarke, Monroe, and Wilcox. The 
second district shall be composed of the counties of Baldwin, Butler, 
Conecuh, Covington, Crenshaw, Escambia, Lowndes, Montgomery and 
Pike. The third district shall be composed of the counties of Barbour, 
Bullock, Chambers, Coffee, Dale, Geneva, Henry, Houston, Lee, Macon, 
Russe!l and Tallapoosa. The fourth district shall be composed of the 
counties of Autauga, Dallas, Elmore, Chilton, Coosa, Clay, Randolph, 
Cleburne, Calhoun, Talladega, St. Clair, and Shelby. The fifth district 
shall be composed of the counties of Bibb, Marengo, Perry, Pickens, 
Sumter, Greene, Hale, and Tuscaloosa; also, ’all that territory in Jeffer- 
son County in Precincts 19, 25, 33, 38, ’39, and 53 as such precincts were 
constituted on August 1, 1961. ‘The sixth district shall be composed of all 
that part of Jefferson County not included in the fifth district as afore- 
said. The seventh district shall be composed of the counties of Lamar, 
Fayette, Franklin, Marion, Walker, Winston, Cullman, Blount, Marshall, 
Etowah, DeKalb and Cherokee. The eighth district shall be composed 
of the counties of Colbert, Lauderdale, Lawrence, Limestone, Morgan, 
Madison and Jackson.” 


Section 2. Code 1940, Title 17, Section 426 is amended tc read as 
follows: 


“Section 426. Each congressional district described in the preceding 
section is entitled to elect one representative in the Congress of the 
United States, who shall be chosen by the qualified electors of the dis- 
trict at the general election in 1966, and every two years thereafter.” 


Section 3. Act No. 21 of the Special Session of 1964 is hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

H. 24. Proposing a constitutional amendment relative to an ap- 
portionment of the senate of the legislature of Alabama. 


Was again taken up. 
Mr. Bethea (M) offered the following substitute for the bill, H. 24: 
A BILL 


TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Proposing a constitutional amendment relative to an apportionment 
of the senate of the legislature of Alabama. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama is proposed: 


Proposed Amendment 


1, (a) The whole number of senators elected to the Senate of Ala- 
bama shall be four for each district for which a member of the house of 
representatives of the United States is or may be elected according to 
law. The senators shall be elected at large by the electors of the whole 
district, but each piece to be filled shall be numbered, and each can- 
didate for office shall designate in the announcement of his candidacy 
the number of the place for which he is a candidate; no person shall be a 
candidate for more than one place. If at any time members of the 
house of representatives are not elected by districts, the congressional 
districts as last defined by law shall constitute the senatorial districts 
for the purpose of electing senators. 


(b) By act of the Legislature, if the legislature so desires, it may be 
required that candidates for specific places in each district shall be resi- 
dents of specific subdistricts within the congressional district but in any 
event each senator shall be elected by a vote of the electors of the con- 
gressional districts as a whole. Such subdistricts may be defined by for- 
mula or by geographical description but in either case the subdistricts so 
established must be as nearly equal in population as is possible, and must 
be contiguous in area. In event the Legislature should enact legislation 
providing for the establishment of subdistricts by formula, then the Leg- 
islature shall be authorized to designate a specific agency of the state 
or officers or members of the judiciary of the state to implement the 
formula before the next succeeding election for state senators and there- 
after before any subsequent elections for state senators following changes 
in congressional districts. It is also provided hereby that the legislature 
may enact legislation providing for the establishment of senatorial sub- 
districts by geographical description with provisions in such act for 
future changes in the subdistricts by formula if congressional districts 
are changed and an election for state senator is to be held while the 
legislature is not in session or at some other time when the legislature 
is unable to act. Other provisions of the Constitution notwithstanding, a 
county may be divided between different senatorial districts if the county 
at the time of division is already divided between congressional dis- 
tricts but such parts of a county as exist in separate congressional dis- 
tricts may not be further divided between senatorial subdistricts within 
the district. If a county, or a part of a county, is too large in popula- 
tion to accommodate a single subdistrict without division then it alone, 
or in combination with one or more other counties, shall for the purpose 
of electing state senators be designated as consisting of two or more 
coextensive subdistricts but, as heretofore provided, such county, or part 
of a county shall not be divided between separate subdistricts. 


2. This article of amendment is self-executing and no enabling 
legislation shall be necessary to make it effective. 


3. The provisions hereof shall be effective for the election of 
senators at the general election of 1966, and every four years thereafter. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months 
from final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The 
election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 
and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1 
Article 18, Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall 
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be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the 
day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
State. In every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of the 
notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office.

H. 1248. To amend Section 40 of Title 50, under Chapter 3 of the 
Recompiled Code of Alabama of 1958, relating to the general grant of 
power to public corporations organized under said Chapter 3, so as to 
permit the sale and transfer of such corporation’s entire system. 


Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 1254. To amend Section 1 of Act No. 579, page 1262, Acts of 
Alabama, 1963 Regular Session, Volume 2, entitled “An Act to make 
appropriations for capital improvements”, so as to reallocate and re- 
appropriate certain monies itemized therein. 


This bill does not increase state spending. It reallocates and re- 
appropriates certain monies previously appropriated to the various 
divisions of the State Conservation Department. 


H. 1255. To appropriate the sum of $12,000.00 from any funds in the 
state treasury not otherwise appropriated to the Division of State Parks, 
Monuments and Historical Sites for the purpose of paying death bene- 
fit commis accruing against said Division from Board of Adjustment 
awards. 


This bill decreases the State General Fund in the amount of 
$12,000.00. 


H. 321. To amend Section 122, as amended, Title 51, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940. 


This bill will cost approximately $18,000 per year. 


. 322. To amend Sections 2 and 12, Act No. 289, Regular Session 
1955, to provide for a change in the standard deduction allowed in- 
dividuals for income tax purposes; and to raise the maximum limit for 
filing of the short form. 
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This bill provides for withholding for income tax. Standard deduc- 
tion to coincide with increase of maximum deduction from $700 to $1,000, 
and will have no affect on state revenue. 


H. 323. To amend Section 1 of Act No. 208, Regular Session 1951 
(Acts 1951, p. 470) which relates to deductions to individual income 
taxpayers and more specifically authorizes, provides for and regulates 
use of an optional standard deduction in lieu of an itemization of certain 
specific deductions allowed by law and also the deduction of federal. 
income taxes paid or accrued within the taxable year. 


This measure is a companion bill to H. B. 322 allowing maximum 
standard income tax deduction up to $1,000 and will have no affect on 
state revenue. 


H. 327. To further amend Section 33, Act No. 100, Second Special 
Session 1959, so as to provide an exemption from sales tax on sales to 
private schools and sales of lunches to school children. 


This bill does not affect state revenue. 


H. 328. To amend Section 1 (j), Act No. 100, Second Speciai Ses- 
sion Legislature of 1959, so as to make the sale of tangible personal 
property to undertakers and morticians a sale at retail. 


This bill will not affect state revenue. 


H. 729. To amend Section 787 (e), as amended, Title 51, Code of 
Alabama 1940, so as to make the sale of tangible personal property to 
undertakers and morticians a sale at retail. 


This measure is a companion bill to H. B. 328 and has no affect on 
state revenue. 


H. 1221. To further amend Act No. 255, H. 313, approved June 24, 
1943, (General Acts of Alabama, 1943, pp. 226-228), entitled “An Act to 
provide for the disposition and use of the profits, including all tax levied 
upon the selling prices of all spirituous or vinous liquors, less ali cost 
and expense of collecting said tax, of the Alabama Liquor Stores oper- 
ated under the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board of Alabama, as amended 
by Act No. 526, H. 545, approved August 24, 1951, (Acts of Alabama, 
1951 pp. 915-918). 


This bill only provides a change in the distribution of A. B. C. 
profits and has no affect on revenue. 


S. 459. To provide for establishment and operation of a state tuber- 
culosis sanatorium in Jackson County on the site of the abandoned high- 
way convict camn at. Scottshoro. 


This bill makes no appropriation, but provides for the establishment 
of a recalcitrant tuberculosis sanitorium in Jackson County to be 
cree on the site of the Highway Department’s convict camp at 

cottsboro. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 679. To amend Code of Alabama, 1940, Title 28, Sections 321 and 
325, relating to the state insurance fund. 


Mr. Carr, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Conserva- 
tion, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
ae Eee. were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
o-wit: 
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H. 1244. To create the office of director of irrigation in the state de- 
partment of conservation; providing for the qualifications, appointment, 
term, duties, and compensation of such director. 


This bill shall be $12,000 per annum to be paid out of any funds made 
available to the Conservation Department. 


H. 1245. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
relative to the development of one or more irrigation districts and water 
conservation in the State of Alabama. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


H. 1246. Relating to irrigation and water conservation; providing for 
the incorporation of an agency as a public body corporate and instru- 
mentality of the state for the promotion and development of one or more 
irrigation districts in the State of Alabama, prescribing its authority, 
powers, duties, functions, and management, authorizing the agency to 
issue bonds, and the counties and municipalities within the irrigation 
district or districts to contribute funds and levy taxes for its use.

MEMORIAL RELATIVE TO AMENDMENT OF 
SOCIAL SECURITY LAW 


H. J. R. 142. WHEREAS the hearings and decisions of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, Social Security Divison have 
resulted in many unfair and unjust decisions with respect to applicants 
for disability benefits, and 


WHEREAS under the present law, the federal courts have such 
limited review of the matter, the Legislature of Alabama does hereby 
recommend and respectfully request the Alabama delegation in the 
United States Congress to attempt to have the law as it now stands con- 
cerning these claims so amended that applicants for such claims will 
have the following rights under the amended law: 


1. A hearing examiner shall hold a hearing not later than six months 
after the request for such hearing has been received. 


2. All evidence introduced at the hearing shall be given under oath 
or supported by affidavit. 


3. The hearing examiner shall render his decision not later than 
sixty days after the hearing is completed 


4. The complainant or applicant may appeal any such decision 
rendered by federal district court wherein the trial shall be held de 
novo. New or additional legal evidence may be submitted and the deci- 
sion . rie a shall be rendered only on the evidence introduced 
at such trial. 


5. The complainant or applicant in any such trial in federal district 
court shall be guaranteed the right of trial by jury when such complain- 
ant or applicant so requests such right.

H. 802, of the Regular Session of 1963 ‘(Acts of 1963, p. 755), an’ act 
creating the Commission on. Government and Finance of . Marshall 
County, are hereby amended to. read as follows: 


“Section 2. The incumbent chairman (probate judge ex ofticio) 
and associate members of the Board of Revenue and Control. of Mar- 
shall County shall serve. as chairman and associate members of the 
Commission on Government and.Finance of Marshall County ‘until 
their successors are elected and qualified as herein prescribed. At the 
general election to be held in November 1966 and every four years 
thereafter the chairman of the commission shall be elected by. the 
qualified voters of the county at large and the associate members of 
the commission shall be elected by the qualified voters of their respec- 
tive districts. No.person shall be eligible to election as chairman of the 
Commission or qualified to serve. as such unless he is a qualified 
elector of the county who shall have been graduated from high school 
before he assumes the duties of the. office. The chairman.may reside in 
any precinct or district of the county. Each associate member, shall be 
a resident and qualified elector of one of the districts established by 
Section 3 of this Act and shall continue to reside therein during the 
term of office for which elected. The chairman and associate members 
of the commission shall hold office for terms of four years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding 
their election and until their successors are elected and qualified. In 
the event of a vacancy on the commission, the vacancy shall be filled 
by appointment by the Governor for the unexpired term. 


“Section 5. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the Com- 
mission on Government and Finance of Marshali County shall have all 
the jurisdiction and powers which are, or which hereafter may be, 
vested in courts of county commissioners or other like county govern- 
ing bodies by the general laws of the State, or vested in the governing 
body of Marshall County by local law; and the members of the com- 
mission shall perform all the duties and services and exercise all the 
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powers which are, or which hereafter may be provided by law for 
members of courts of county commissioners or other like county gov- 
erning bodies, or for members of the governing body of Marshali 
County. It shall be the duty of the commission to provide for the 
marking in the manner hereinafter prescribed of all vehicles and road- 
building machinery and equipment owned or leased by Marshall 


shall be marked, in the most conspicuous place and in letters not less 
than three inches high, as follows: UNDER LEASE OR RENTAL CON- 
TRACT BY MARSHALL COUNTY—DIST. NO...-.......--... (1, 2, 3, or 
4, as the case may be). The commission by majority vote may appoint 
a chief clerk to the commission. The commission may appoint as many 
assistant clerks as are necessary for the convenient and orderly transac- 
tion of its business, and the annual total salaries for such employees 
may not exceed $13,000. 


“The commission shall not issue any tax anticipation warrants, 
revenue bonds or other evidences of temporary loans until a public 
hearing relative to the issuance thereof has been held. Notice of each 
hearing must be given by publication in a newspaper published ini 
Marshall County at least seven days before such hearing and also 
by posting upon the bulletin board described in Section 12 of this Act. 


“Section 7. The chairman of the commission shall receive a 
salary of $6,600 per annum and $1,200 per year expenses. Each associate 
member shall receive a salary of $6,000 per annum and $1,200 per year 
as expenses. In addition, the chairman and associate members shall 
each be reimbursed actual expenses for travel on official business out- 
side the county. The compensation and expenses of the chairman and 
commissioners shall be payable monthly out of the general funds of the 
county or out of the gasoline tax or fuel tax monies appropriated to the 
county. It is provided, however, that the chairman and each associate 
member of the commission shall be furnished, at the expense of tha 
county, a pickup truck or a low-cost passenger car without radio or 
air conditioning to be used by such’ members in carrying out their 
duties of office. Such vehicles shall be plainly marked as county 
vehicles as prescribed in Section 5 of this Act and shall not be used for 
personal business or pleasure. As compensation for the services re- 
quired of him by this Act, the judge of probate shall be paid a salary 
of $100.00 per month, as temporary chairman, payable monthly, out of 
the general fund of the county or out of any monies belonging to the 
road and bridge fund of the county or out of the gasoline or motor 
fuels tax monies appropriated to the county, which shall be in full 
payment of all compensation to be paid to him for such services. 


“Section 9. It shall be the duty of each associate member of the 
commission from the four districts of the county, in each September, 
to file for record with the commission a sworn statement and inventory 
of all equipment, machinery, and property of the county in his custody 
or under his control. Such statement and inventory shall be entered 
in full in the minutes of the first regular meeting of the commission in 
December of. each year, and shall also be published verbatim in a 
newspaper having general circulation in the county. The use of any 
county equipment, materials, or supplies or property of any nature in 
the custody of or under control of the commission or any member 
thereof, for any kind of work, job, or project on property not owned 
by the county (excepting church grounds, cemeteries, public school 
property, property owned by organizations composed entirely of U. S. 
war veterans) or on property outside the county, or the authorization 
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of such work by the commission or by any member of the commission, 
shall result in forfeiture of office and removal by impeachment of 
such member or members and in addition thereto such member or mem- 
bers shall forfeit the penal sum of $5,000 to be covered by suit brought 
by any qualified elector of the county, one-half for use of such elector 
and one-half for use of the county. 


“Section 10. No work shall be authorized or performed by the 
commission or any member of the commission for any municipality 
of the county having a population of more than 750 persons requiring 
the use of county equipment, materials, supplies or labor, unless such 
work is first authorized pursuant to a written contract between the 
municipality and the commission under which the municipality agrees 
to pay the full cost of labor, materials, and supplies so used in such 
work. Any contract so agreed upon must be approved at a regular 
meeting of the commission and signed by at least a majority of the 
members of the commission including the chairman; and the contract 
so executed shall be entered in full, word for word, in the minutes of 
the meeting at which it is adopted. 


“Chert, dirt or gravel taken from county-owned property or leased 
property may be loaded by county equipment and sold to munici- 
palities, licensed contractors, and individuals, if, by resolution adopted 
at a regular meeting the commission so elects, and charges for the 
material shall be made at current market rates in addition to current 
market rates for the loading. One member of the commission shall at 
all times be charged with the duty of making and handling such sales 
and loadings and the keeping of accurate records thereof. The member 
to perform this duty shall be designated by a majority vote of the 
commission. He shall at each regular meeting of the commission make 
a complete report of all sales and loadings of chert, dirt, or gravel 
made by him during the preceding week, showing the amount of each 
sale, the type of material sold, the total monies received because of 
each sale, the name of each purchaser and also the current price per 
unit of materials sold and the current rate of the charge for loading 
seer Each such report shall be entered in full in the minutes of the 
meeting. 


“Section 11. The Commission on Government and Finance shall 
make all purchases for all county offices herein named in the manner 
herein prescribed, except the effective date for the beginning of pur- 
chases by the commission for the office of Sheriff shall be at the ex- 
piration of the present term of office of the sheriff or at the beginning. 
of the newly elected sheriff’s term of office in January, 1967. All pur- 
chases of equipment and supplies required by the respective offices 
of judge of probate, sheriff, register of the circuit court, clerk of the 
circuit court, tax collector, tax assessor and commission on govern- 
ment and finance, and all purchases of all supplies, materials, anpli- 
ances, equipment, machinery, tools, lumber, dynamite, grease, gasoline, 
fuel oil, cylinder oil, motor oil, cement, crushed stone, rock, sand, 
gravel, asphalt, graders, tractors, trucks, automobiles, rollers, terracing 
machines, rock crushers, culvert pipe, and all other road machinery, 
road building appliances, equipment and materials used by any member 
of the commission in his district, or by the commission as a whole, or 
by the county or any officer or agent of the county, except the county 
board of education, and also supplies of any kind or description, ma- 
terials, appliances, equipment, fuel and coal for the county courthouse, 
jail or any other county building and any county offices, shall be made 
only by purchase order which shall not be valid unless signed by the 
chairman and all four members of the commission if such purchase 
shall be in an amount less than $300, except as otherwise specifically 
provided in Section 15 of this Act. No used or secondhand trucks or 
road machinery shall be purchased for the county, nor shall any pur- 
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chase be made or any contract of sale or lease-sale or for the leasing, 
renting or hiring of any vehicles or other equipment be entered into 
unless the contractor certifies that the sale price or the hire or rental 
fee, as the case may be, charged Marshall County will not exceed the 
like charge made by him to other counties for like equipment, or its 
use, during the year in which the contract with Marshali County is 
made. If any such seller or lessor, during such period sells or leases 
any like equipment to another county, then Marshall County shall be 
entitled to be reimbursed the difference between the price it paid for 
such equipment or its use and the lowest charge made to another county 
by such seller or lessor for like equipment or its use; and in addition 
thereto to punitive damages in the sum of $1,000, all of which may be 
recovered by the county in a proper action at Jaw. Any dealer or seller 
who sells trucks, tractors, or any road building machinery or equipment 
to Marshall County representing the same to be new, when, it fact, it 
is used or secondhand equipment shall be guilty of fraud, and, in addi- 
tion to being subject to the penalty prescribed therefor by law, shall also 
be liable to the county for any damages caused by delays in work because 
of the fact that such trucks, tractors or other machinery or equipment 
was not new and shall also reimburse the county for the whole or any 
part of the purchase price paid by the county therefor. If there is a bal- 
ance due on the purchase price when the fraud is discovered the county 
shall not be liable for the payment thereof, and may retain such truck, 
tractor or other machinery and equipment until it is reimbursed the part 
of the purchase price theretofore paid and reimbursed for the damages 
for which such seller or dealer is liable under the above provisions of 
this section because of the fraud. 


“Section 12. Any purchase order of $300 or more shall be made 
on the basis of competitive bidding in the manner herein prescribed. 
Such orders of the commission shall specify the article or articles to be 
purchased, the number or quantity thereof, and shall contain a specifi- 
cation and description thereof sufficient to enable the chairman to give 
the notice hereinafter required requesting bids for such article or 
articles. Such purchase orders shall not be valid unless signed by all five 
members of the commission. Within two days after such order of the 
commission the chairman shall post upon a bulletin board to be situated 
immediately outside the entrance to the commissioners’ office and in the 
hallway of the courthouse a notice, called a purchase notice, which shall 
state that the commission has ordered the purchase of the article or 
articles described in the order of the commission, for delivery at a place 
or places to be specified in said notice, and that sealed bids therefor 
will be received by the commission during the seven days immediately 
succeeding, unless the commission in its order provides that a longer 
time be specified as the time within which bids will be received. The 
commission shall furnish to a newspaper published in Marshall County, 
to be published therein as a legal advertisement paid for at the usual 
rate by the County, a notice or advertisement stating that sealed bids 
will be received on a specified date at the office of the commission for 
the article or articles or services described in the order of the commis- 
sion. The notice shall also state that complete specifications and descrip- 
tion of the article or articles or service or services to be purchased are 
available at the office of the commission or on the bulletin board outside 
the commissioners’ office. In sending such advertisements to the news- 
papers the commission shall take care that each newspaper published 
in the county gets a fair share of publishing of such notices and to this 
end _a system of rotation shall be established whereby all newspapers 
published in the county will be patronized. All purchase notices shall 
be numbered consecutively and shall be made out in duplicate, and one 
copy thereof shall be retained as a permanent record and shall contain a 
certificate of the chairman as to the date of the posting of one of the 
copies thereof upon the bulletin board and of the furnishing of the 
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required notice to a newspaper and the name of the newspaper to ‘which 
such notice was furnished. At the expiration of the time for receiving 
bids, the chairman shall deliver all sealed bids unopened to the commis- 
sion at its next meeting, and thereupon the commission shall open the 
bids and award the purchase to the lowest responsible bidder and order 
the chairman to issue a purchase order thereon; or, the commission may 
reject all bids and invite new bids in the manner herein provided. The 
names of all bidders, the amounts bid, a complete description or itemi- 
zation of items bid on, and the terms of the bid shall be listed; and a 
copy of such list published in a newspaper published in Marshall County. 
The newspapers entitled to carry such publication shall be rotated in the 
manner hereinabove prescribed and the county shall pay for such pub- 
lications at the customary rate for legal advertisements. All purchase 
orders shall be numbered consecutively and shall be made out in tripli- 
cate, and shall state the number of the purchase notice pertaining there- 
to, and shall contain a description of the property to be purchased, the 
price therefor, the place where delivery is to be made, and such other 
matter as the commission may prescribe. One copy of said purchase 
order shall be delivered to the seller and one copy thereof shall be 
forwarded to the commissioner who in behalf of the county is to receive 
the property purchased, and the other copy shall be retained with the 
records of the commission. The Commissioner who is to receive the 
property purchased in behalf of the county shall upon receipt thereof, 
endorse upon the copy of the purchase order forwarded him, upon a 
form to be prescribed by the commission, the facts as to whether or not 
all of the property described in said purchase order was received by him, 
and as to the condition in which the same was received, and shall deliver 
said copy to the chairman within five days after the receipt of the 
property involved. Every claim filed against the county for the pur- 
chase price or value of any of the goods or articles hereinabove specified, 
shall state the number of the purchase order pertaining to said claim. 
No claim for payment of the purchase price of road machinery and/or 
equipment shall be paid unless the machinery and/or equipment pur- 
chased shall have been personally inspected by the chairman and each 
member of the commission before its acceptance on behalf of the county. 
Neither the chairman nor the commission shall have authority to accept 
any bid, unless at the time of accepting the same, funds for the purchase 
of the items or items or service or services covered by the bid have 
theretofore been budgeted and alloted therefor in the county budget. 


“Section 13. Hereafter all lease-sale contracts and contracts for 
the rental or hire of any of the property mentioned in Sections 11 and 
12, when the amount involved is $300 or more, shall be let on a com- 
petitive hid basis in the same manner prescribed for purchasing in Sec- 
tion 12. The order of the commissivii shall specify the article or articles 
to be bought on a lease-sale contract or to be leased, rented or hired, the 
notice shall be posted and published, and bids opened, and the list of 
Hea panies all in the same manner prescribed for purchases in said 

ection 12. 


“No lease-sale contract, or contract for the rental or hire of any 
of the property mentioned in Sections 11 and 12, when the amount in- 
volved is less than $300, shall be made by the commission or any mem- 
ber thereof unless such contract be authorized by resolution or order of 
the commission made at a regular meeting of the commission and en- 
tered on its minutes, which resolution or order shall be made only upon 
the favorable vote of four of the members of the commission; and such 
order or resolution shall not be valid unless signed by not less than 
four of such members. Such order or resolution of the commission must 
have been passed before the delivery of the property involved and other- 
wise shall be void. No lease-sale contract or contract for the rental or 
hire of any used or secondhand trucks, tractors or road machinery shall 
be entered into on behalf of the county. 
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“Any and.all lease-sale contracts, or contracts for the rental or hire 
of any such. property not made in conformity with the foregoing provi- 
sions ‘shall be null and void; and it shall be unlawful for a warrant to 
issue in payment of the rental or hire or use of any such property except 
under and by virtue of an express contract made as provided in this 
section. 


“Any dealer or seller of trucks, tractors, or other type of road build- 
ing machinery or equipment who sells under a lease-sale contract or 
leases, rents or hires any truck, tractor, or road building machinery of 
any kind to Marshall County, representing the same to be new when, 
in fact, it is used or secondhand, shall be guilty of fraud, and in addition 
to the punishment prescribed by law therefor shall also be liable to the 
county for any damages caused by delays in work because of the fact 
that such trucks, tractors or road building equipment was not new and 
shall also reimburse the county for any rental or hire theretofore paid 
by the county for the use of such trucks, tractors or other road building 
equipment. 


“Section 15. Each member of the commission shall have authority 
in emergencies, and in cases where work on the roads within his district 
would otherwise be unduly delayed, to purchase such materials and 
equipment as may be needed to properly perform the work on the roads 
within his district without order of the board, and without compliance 
with the provisions of Section 11 of this Act; provided that the cost of 
any such material or equipment purchased shall be reasonable and shall 
not exceed the sum of $100.00 in any instance. Each member of the 
commission shall likewise have authority to have any road machinery or 
equipment used on the public roads within his district repaired without 
an order of the commission authorizing the same, provided that the 
county shall not be liable in any event for more than the reasonable cost 
of any such repairs, any agreement of any member of the commission to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Each member of the commission making a 
purchase under the provisions of this section shall make out a purchase 
order in triplicate which shall state the property purchased, the price 
therefor and from whom purchased, and the number of his district, and 
all such purchase orders shall be numbered consecutively, and one copy 
thereof shall be delivered to the seller, one shall be filed with the 
records of the commission, and one shall be retained by the member of 
the commission issuing the same, and all claims against the county on 
account of any such purchase shall state the number of the district for 
which such property was purchased and the number of the purchase 
order pertaining thereto. No purchase order shall be signed in blank or 
in advance of the purchase, or in anticipation of a future need. All 
claims for payments for purchases hereunder shall be null and void 
unless such purchase order shall have been duly issued, and signed by 
the commissioner making the purchase and the chairman.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

S. J. R. 48. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama relating to the economic development of Madison County and the 
City of Huntsville. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, three- 
fifths of all the members elected to each House thereof concurring, that 
the following amendment to the 191st Articie of Amcndment to the Con- 
stitution of 1901, submitted December 5, 1961, and proclaimed ratified 
December 18, 1961, which relates to the economic development of Madi- 
son County and the City of Huntsville, shall be submitted for approval 
of the qualified electors of the State: Strike out the first paragraph of 
Pate Constitutional Amendment No. 191 and insert in lieu thereof the 
following: 


“For the promotion of local industrial, commercial or agricultural 
development, Madison County and the City of Huntsville shall each have 
full and continuing power (a) to purchase, construct, lease and other- 
wise acquire industrial, commercial and agricultural projects, including 
real and personal property, plants, buildings, factories, works, facilities, 
machinery and equipment of any kind whatsoever, (b) to lease, sell, ex- 
change or otherwise convey all or any part of any such project to any 
person, firm or corporation, and (c) after an approving election if re- 
quired as hereinafter provided, to sell and issue for such purposes inter- 
est-bearing general obligation bonds. Neither the county nor the city 
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shall issue any bonds under the authority of this amendment, other than 
bonds issued to finance the acquisition of industrial sites, unless the 
question of the issuance of such bonds has first been submitted to the 
qualified electors of the county or the city, as the case may be, and ap- 
proved at such election by a majority of the qualified electors voting 
thereat. Each such election shall be called, held and conducted, and 
may be contested, in the manner provided by law for county or municipal 
bond elections, as the case may be. Bonds issued under the authority 
of this amendment shall not be considered indebtedness of the county 
or the city, as the case may be, within the meaning of Sections 224 and 
225 of the Constitution of Alabama, but neither the county nor the city 
shall at any time issue any bonds under the authority of this amendment 
if as a result thereof it will have outstanding an aggregate principal 
amount of bonds issued here-under in excess of twenty per cent of the 
assessed value of the property in the county or the city, as the case may 
be. Neither shall the county or the city issue any bonds under the 
authority of this amendment, except bonds issued to finance the acquisi- 
tion of industrial sites, unless prior thereto or contemporaneously there- 
with the county or the city, as the case may be, has entered into a lease 
or other similar agreement, with respect to the project being financed 
by such bonds, providing for the payment to the county or the city, 
as the case may be, of net rentals sufficient to pay the principal of and 
the interest on such bonds at the respective maturities of such principal 
and interest, and any bonds issued hereunder shall be secured by a 
pledge of such rentals and may be secured by a foreclosable mortgage on 
such project and by a pledge of any other taxes and revenues which the 
county or the city, as the case may be, is authorized by law to pledge 
to the payment of its bonded indebtedness. All bonds issued under the 
authority of this amendment shall be sold at public sale in the manner 
required by law for the sale of county or municipal bonds, as the case 
may be, and shall mature and be payable in annual or semi-annual 
installments in such amounts and at such times as to result in the aggre- 
gate amount of principal and interest maturing thereon in each year 
following the year of their issuance being substantially equal, but shall 
not be subject to any other provisions of law relating to maturities of 
county or municipal bonds. In the event that any such action is necessary 
to prevent or cure a default in payment of the principal of or the interest 
on any bonds issued under the authority of this amendment, the county 
or the city, as the case may be, is authorized to levy and collect ad 
valorem taxes, without limitation as to rate or amount, on the assessed 
value of all taxable property in the county or the city, as the case may 
be, but only so long as and only to such extent as necessary to prevent 
or cure any such default.” 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That an election shall be held on the 
proposed amendment on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three 
oe from the date of final adjournment of this session of the legis- 
ature.

Amend House Bill 469 by striking Section 2 thereof and substituting 
in lieu thereof, Section 2 to read as follows: 
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“Section 2. Any person desiring to fish with wire mesh baskets 
in Coosa County may apply to the Probate Judge of Coosa County 
and shall pay a privilege license tax of one dollar and an issuance 
fee of twenty-five cents for the Probate Judge for each basket to 
be fished. Such licenses shall not be issued for more than three 
baskets to any one person, and no license shall be issued to any per- 
son holding a commercial fishing license. The Probate Judge shall 
issue such license on forms provided by the county governing body 
and shall keep a permanent record of all licenses issued and all 
taxes received. Licenses shall be issued on the basis of the fiscal 
year and shall expire on September 30 of each year.”

It shall be illegal for any person to raise, inspect or take fish from 
any wire basket that may be legalized under the provisions of this 
Act unless such person shall hold in his name and have in his pos- 
session the license for the particular basket he is raising, inspecting 
or from which he is taking fish. Nothing in this section shall prevent 
the raising of such baskets for inspection by any officer, agent or 
employee of the Department of Conservation.

Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said 
committee, in session, has compared the following engrossed bill with 
the original bill and finds same correctly engrossed, to-wit: 


H. 1176. To provide for the establishment of a civic center in the 
municipality wherein there is located the county seat of any county of 
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the State having a population of more than 500,000 according to the last 
or any subsequent Federal Census (any such county being hereinafter 
referred to in this title as “the County” or “such County”); to provide 
for the creation of a public corporation, hereinafter called “the Au- 
thority”, for the purpose of establishing, maintaining and operating such 
civic center; to provide that the Authority shall be governed by a Board 
of Directors of five members; to provide that one of the members of 
said Board shall be the Mayor or chief executive officer of the largest 
municipality in the County, that one of the members of the Board shall 
be the President or Chairman of the governing body of the County, that 
two of the members of the said Board shall be elected by the members 
of the House of Representatives from the County and the Senator or 
Senators in which the County is situated, and that the four members of 
the Board designated or elected as hereinabove provided shall elect the 
fifth member of the Board; that, if there shall be a branch court house 
in the County, one of the members of the Board shall be a resident of the 
area served by such branch court house; to provide that the Board of 
Directors shall elect the Chairman of the Board; to provide for an 
alternative method of filling any directorship which is required to be 
filled by an election in the manner above provided and which is not 
filled in that manner; to provide that the affairs of the Authority shall 
be managed and controlled by said Board of Directors; to define the 
powers of the Authority and of the Board of Directors; to confer upon 
the Authority the power of eminent domain; to authorize the Authority 
to construct, maintain, control, operate and manage a civic center in the 
municipality wherein the county seat of the County is situated; to 
authorize the Authority to construct, maintain, control, operate and man- 
age the ona | to be situated in the civic center: (1) buildings to pro- 
vide offices used by the State of Alabama or by any agency, subdivision 
or pubic corporation thereof or by the County or by one or more munici- 
palities thereof for any municipal purpose otherwise authorized by law; 
(2) buildings to house or accommodate public facilities of the State 
of Alabama or of any agency, subdivision or public corporation thereof 
or of the County or of any one or more of said municipalities for any 
municipal purpose otherwise authorized by law; (3) streets, boulevards, 
walkways, parkways and parks; (4) monuments, statues and other 
structures beautifying the civic center; (5) community houses or meet- 
ing houses and auditoriums, arenas, convention halls and convention 
sites; and (6) music halls, art museums, places of recreation, art ex- 
hibits and other exhibits for the advancement of the humanities and the 
cultural development and edification of the citizens of the County and 
of the municipalities located therein; to authorize the County and any 
municipality thereof to lease, sell, donate or otherwise convey to the 
Authority real or personal property, including park properties, without 
the necessity of authorization by election of the qualified voters of the 
County or of the municipality, provided the governing body of the 
County, or the municipality, as the case may be, shall first determine 
that such lease, sale, donation, conveyance or appropriation will benefit 
the people of the County, or the municipality, or as the case may be; 
to authorize the Authority to borrow money and to issue revenue bonds as 
evidence of money so borrowed, which bonds shall be payable solely 
from taxes payable to the Authority by any act of the Legislature here-

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON RULES ON 
ENROLLED AND ENGROSSED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 


Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that it has 
examined the following House Bills, to-wit: 


H. 685. To amend Section 204, Section 207, Section 213, Section 214, 
Section 224, Section 225 and Section 243, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, 
as last amended and to repeal Section 212, Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, 
all relating to unemployment compensation. 


Also: 


H. 482. To levy in each county of the State having a population of 
500,000 or more according to the last or any subsequent federal census, 
a privilege or hcense tax against persons engaged in said county in the 
business of selling tangible personal property at retail or conducting 
places of amusement or entertainment or engaged in said county in any 
business subject to the State sales tax, and to levy an excise tax on the 
storage, use or other consumption in said county of tangible personal 
property purchased at retail; to provide that the said privilege or license 
taxes are required to be passed on to the consumer or purchaser at retail 
to the extent provided for in this act; to provide for the making of reports 
or returns and the keeping of records with respect to the taxes herein 
levied; to provide that the exemptions applicable to the State sales tax 
statutes and the State use tax statutes, as said statutes may from time to 
time be amended, shall be applicable respectively to the said privilege 
or license tax and the said excise tax; to confer power to administer the 
act upon the Commissioner of Licenses or other officer or employee of the 
county charged with the duty of collecting county business license taxes 
or other license taxes now or hereafter required by law to be paid; to 
provide for the collection of the taxes levied by this act; to authorize the 
said Commissioner of Licenses, or other county officer or employee col- 
lecting said business license taxes or other license taxes, as aforesaid, 
to enforce such collection by civil suit, injunction, and accounting or any 
of them; to provide that the taxes levied by this act shall constitute a lien 
and to provide that such lien shall be superior to all other liens except 
the liens of ad valorem taxes, other license taxes, and municipal assess- 
ments; to provide for the enforcement of the lien of the taxes levied 
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by this act; to provide that any taxpayer dissatisfied with the assessment 
made against him with respect to any such tax may appeal from the 
assessment to the Circuit Court of the county, sitting in equity, and to 
prescribe the procedure on such appeal; to establish the County Indigent 
Care Fund to be used by the county in supplying hospital care and other 
medical care and necessities to the indigent sick of the county; to pre- 
scribe the amount of the taxes so collected which shall be paid into the 
general fund of the county for the collection of said taxes and for the 
enforcement and administration of this act; and to provide that the 
remainder of said taxes shall be paid into the County Indigent Care Fund 
and used for the purpose for which said fund is established by this act.

H. 483. To levy a license tax in all counties in this State of 600,000 
population or more according to the last or any succeeding federal census, 
on persons and others engaged in selling alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, or 
fermented liquor at retail to fix the rate or amount of such tax in the 
following amounts: Whiskey, gin, brandy, rum, vodka, cocktails, and all 
other alcoholic beverages except malt beverages, wines and other fer- 
mented beverages, sold, distributed, delivered, stored, or taken out of 
storage within the county, on each bottle or container of two (2) ounces 
or less, ten cents (10¢); on each bottle or container of more than two 
(2) ounces and not more than one-half pint, twenty-five cents (25¢); on 
each bottle or container of more than one-half pint and not more than 
one pint, one dollar ($1.00); on each bottle or container of more than one 
pint and not more than one-fifth of a gallon one dollar and sixty cents 
($1.60) ; on each bottle or container of more than one-fifth of a gallon and 
not more than one quart, two dollars ($2.00); on each bottle or container 
of more than one quart, two dollars ($2.00) plus ten cents (10¢) for each 
one and six-tenths (1-6/10) ounces or fractional part thereof in excess 
of one quart. Wines and other fermented beverages sold, distributed, 
delivered, stored, or taken out storage within the county, on each bottle 
or container, twenty-five cents (25¢); to provide for the payment of 
such tax, the making of records and reports, and the maintaining of 
records with respect thereto; to provide for the collection and distribu- 
tion of said tax, and the enforcement of the provisions of this act; to 
provide that the Board of Revenue, County Commission, or like govern- 
ing body of such counties, shall have authority to adopt ordinances, rules 
and regulations pertaining to the collection of the tax, and the making of 
reports and maintaining of records with respect thereto, and providing 
that such ordinances, rules, and regulations shall have the force and effect 
of law; to provide that the tax imposed shall constitute a debt to such 
county and may be collected by civil suit in addition to all other methods 
provided by law; to provide penalties for the violation of the provisions 
of this act; to provide that the tax, together with interest and penaities 
with respect thereto, shall constitute and be secured by, a lien upon the 
property of any person from whom the tax is due; to require any person 
or others engaged in selling alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, or fermented 
liquor to obtain a permit from the Judge of Probate, License Commis- 
sioner, Director of County Department of Revenue, or other public officer 
performing like duties in such counties; and to make a deposit of cash or 
marketable securities or to file a bond in an approximate sum of two 
times the estimated average monthly tax; to provide that the revenue 
derived from the tax, less the cost of collection, shall be paid into an In- 
digent Care Fund and to provide the purpose or purposes for which said 
tax may be expended; to repeal any act now in effect in counties subject 
to this act which levies a license tax on the sale of alcoholic, spirituous, 
vinous, or fermented liquors, and specifically to repeal Act No. 559 of 
the 1959 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, approved 
November 15, 1959; to provide for appeals from any tax assessment made 
under this act and to provide that all taxes due and the remedies and 
penalties under said statutes repealed shall continue in effect as to any 
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taxes accrued under said repealed statutes; to provide and fix penalties 
for the violation of any of the provisions of said Act; and to otherwise 
provide for the administration of said Act and the effective date thereof.
